Why Some Corks Are Made by Hand, 
The reason for making champagne 
| corks by hand is curious and interesting. 
The cork machine is provided with cir- 
calar knives of razorlike edge. Now, the 
crude cork is so rough and hard that if 
it Were applied to one of these rapidly 
| revOving knives the knife would atonce 
be ruined. So crude cork that is to be 
cut by machinery must be softened ina 
steam vat. It comes out almost pulpy 
and cuts like cheese. But the steam 
takes the “life” out of the cork. Its 
elasticity is gone, never to be recovered, 
| and when the machine cut cork is 
Griven intoa bottle the cork tends to 
shrink and permit leakage. 
Furthermore, the machine made cork 
is mathematically, round, while the 
necks of bottles are more or less irregu- 
| lar, As the machine made cork has lost 
| its elasticity, its smooth, round surface 
| Cannot swell out to fill any irregularity 
in tae neck of the bottle, and here is an-

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GOVERNOR HHALU’S FAREWELL. 


Incoming and Outgoing Officers End 
1891 with a Banquet. 


ALBANY, Jan. 1.—The farewell banquet 
tendered Governor Hill by the Democratic 
state officers last night at the Kenmore 
Hotel brought together a large number of 
prominent Democratic politicians. The 
banquet hall was handsomely decorated. 
There were 150 guests present. On the 
back of the cover of the menu in colors 
was a rising sun, with figures 1892 obscur- 
ing it. At the top of the title page of the 
menu proper were the words, ‘Farewell, 
Governor,” and at the bottom of the page 
were the words “All Hail, U. S. Senator.” 

At the head of the table sat Secretary of 
State Rice, with Governor Hill and Gover- 
nor-elect Flower on his left, the incoming 
and outgoing state officers being seated 
each side of the governors. Governor Hill 
made a farewelladdress. 

The governor suggested the following 
as the proper policy of the Democratic 
party: Grapple to undo the work of the 
billion congress. Put the country and its 
Silver laws and its tariff laws back where 
they stood before our party’s misadven- 
ture in 1888 and before the infamous Re- 
publican revolution. Demand this and 
demand nothing but this, and keep on de- 
manding this, in congress, in our state 
coventions, in our national convention and 
throughout the canvass till sundown next 
November. 

Governor-elect Flower spoke briefly, pay- 
ing a glowing tribute to Governor Hill, 
pronouncing him the greatest leader the 
Democracy has ever known.

Banking Firm of Titus & Co. Suspends. 
Missing Man Seen in Kentucky. 

LOUISVILLE, Jan. 1.—H. E. Titus, sup- 
posed to be the missing Wall street (New 
York) broker, has been registered at a 
Middleboro hotel since Dec. 24. When he 
read the reports in the papers yesterday 
that he was supposed to be short in his ac- 
counts, he paid his board bill and has not 
since been seen. 

New YORK, Jan. 1.—The stock brokerage 
firm of rienry KB. Tiwus & wv., of which 


Henry E. Titus and Joseph A. Parshall 
are members, has made an assignment to 
Frederick E. Willetts. The failure has 
caused a decided sensation on Wall street, 
and sensational developments are expected. 


Failures in 1891, 

New York, Jan. 1—Bradstreet’s says: 
Business failures in the United States in 
1891 numbered 12,394 or 16 per cent. more 
than in 1889, but the increase as compared 
with the total in 1889is only 6 per cent., 
and as contrasted with the total in 1888 is 
only 17 percent. Liabilities are only $18,- 
000,000 larger than in 1890, about 10 per 
cent., but this gain may be offset by two 
or three failures which, with proper man- 
agement, would not have taken place. 
About 53 banks and bankers, owing $35,- 
000,000 failed during 1891, against 32 in 
1890, with about $19,000,000 of debts. 


Statistics for Temperance Folks. 
Boston, Jan, 1.—The number of persons 
arrested in 1891 for drunkenness was 27,- 
395; number arrested in 1880 for the same 
offense, 23,970. These figures show that 
the police make more arrests under the 
new drunk law than ever before. There 
were 3640 morearrests for all causes in this 

city in 1891 than in the preceding year. 


Crooked Almshouse Clerk. 

LOWELL, Mass., Jan. 1.—A warrant was 
sworn out before Judge Hadley yesterday 
for the arrest of Charles B. Marsh, confi- 
dential clerk and bookkeeper at the state 
almshouse,for embezzlement. The warrant 
has been placed in the hands of Lowell 
officers, but Marsh has fied and is sup- 
posed to be in Chicago. 


Hungarian Town Under Martial Law. 

VIENNA, Jan. 1.—The Hungarian town 
of Dorosma has been the scene of serious 
agrarian riots. A crowd of peasants who 
assembled in a church to publicly assert 
their demands were forcibly dislodged from 
the buildings by troops, and several per- 
sons were wounded. Troops still occupy 
the streets. _ 


Murderer Escapes from Jail. 

TRENTON, Jan. 1.—William Seruby, col- 
ored, under indictment for the murder of 
Mary Linn, white, escaped from the 
county jail here last night. He unlocked 
the door leading to the jail and then pried 
open the bars on the window to get out of 
the court house. 


Fonnd in the River. 
PROVIDENCE, Jan. 1.—Niel McPeak, 63 
years of age, who had been missing since 
Christmas night from his home, was found 
in the Woonasquatucket river. The body 
bore no marks of violence and had evi- 
dently been in the water several days. 


Boyootting the Butchers. 
VIENNA, Jan 1.—A Hausfrauen Verein 
{housewives’ union) has been formed here 
with the object of boycotting the butchers’ 
ring, which has raised prices of meat 15 
per cent. Housewives are rapidly joining 
the organization. 


Sickness Turned His Head. 
BALTIMORE,Jan. 1.—Jacob H. Wight,one 
ofthe best known tobacco merchants in 
this city committed suicide at his resi- 
dence. Ill-health was the cause. 


And Now Costa Rica is with Us. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—A reciprocity ar- 
rangement was signed yesterday between 
Secretary Blaine and Senor Calvo, diplo- 
matic representative of Costa Rica at 
Washington.

LOOKING FOR PEACE 


But Uncle Sam is Keeping His Eye 
on Chili. 


BOTH SIDES ARE ACTIVE 


In Preparing for Any Emergency That 
May Arise—Trouble on the Border Also 
Occupying the Attention of the War 


Department. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—There are no new 
developments concerning the Chilian 
question. Secretary Blainw is engaged in 
trying to bring about a peaceful settle 
ment of the present troub'es, and in this 
he has the hearty co-operation of the Chil- 
fan minister here. The New York con- 
tingent in Chilian affairs, represented by 
ex-Mayor Grace and others who arelargely 
interested in Chilian nitra\» beds or other | 
enterprises in that country, are also as 
siduously at work to accoraplish a peace- 
ful solution of the Chilian question. Presi- 
dent Harrison aad the membersof the 
cabinet are very anxious that a peaceful 
adjustment should be reached, but they 
are not so confident of success as is Secre- 
tary Blaine. In the meantime the presi- 
dentis arranging mattery for any emer- 
gency that may arise. 

Preparations for War 

are not confined to the ‘United States. 
Chili is equally active, although in a less 
conspicuous manner. This fact is well 
known in the state department and efforts | 
are making to discover how far these 
activities extend. Within the last few 
days instructions have been sent to our 
naval attaches ‘at London, Paris and 
Rome to acquaint the state department | 
with the movements of Chili’s agents both | 
in Great Britain and on the continent. | 
Similar instructions have bcen sent out to | 
the United States consuls st a number of 
the more important maritime exchanges 
in Europe. 

It will be the business of those officials 
to familiarize themselves with all the 
transactions of Chili’s representatives. It 
is known, for example, that Chili has been 
negotiating with some of the big gun 
manufactories for the puryose of heavy 
ordinance and other munitions of war. It_} 
is also known that several :fthe brightest 
young men in the Chilian army have been 
sent to Germany to study the latest modes 
of war, as they find expression in the 
kaiser’s school of military ining. 

The Border Tr uble. 

The officials of the war vwepartment are 
Watcuing tne stcuamen oA Me Mito Graude + 
with deep concern, but are without fresh 
views from General Stanley. They are | 
apprehensive that Captain Bourke’s force 
may be very much outnambergd by the 
revolutionists, but they feel confident that 
the officer will conduct himself with all 
necessary prudence, and that he will soon 
be reinforced. Minister Romero yesterday 
said that he had heard nothing, except 
from the newspapers, about the assassina- | 
tion of General Garcia and the desertion 
of his troops to the revolutionists. He did 
not credit the story, but army officers who 
are acquainted with the character of the 
Mexican soldiers on the frontier are more 
inclined to accept it as probable. 


GRAIN FOR RUSSIANS. 


Method of Transportation is What is 
Now Bothering Those Interested. 


WASHINGTON, Jan 1.—No arrangements 
have as yet been made for the transporta- 
tion to Russia of the grain gathered by the 
state of Iowa, under the auspices of Miss 
Clara Barton. The Russian government 
has signified its willingness to transport 
the grain and flour from Iowa, Minnesota 
and other states, in the merchant marine 
vessels if the governments finds itself unable 
to voluntarily tender the use of its ships. 
Senator Allison, the representative of 
Iowa in this matter, has, so far, made no 
request of the secretary of the navy for 
the designation of any ship. Senator 
Washburn has done so, however, as the 
representative of the Minneapolis millers. 
If Secretary Tracy does not tender the use 
of anaval vessel, it is probable that the 
grain will be transported in Russian craft. 


THE FREE PASS QUESTION. 


Interstate Commerce Commission’s De- 
cision in a Railroad Case. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1. — Commissioner 
Veazey finished yesterday and the other 
two members of the interstate commerce 
commission (Morrison and Knapp) ap- 
proved the decision on the free pass ques- 
tion, raised by the informal complaint of 
Senator Chandler against the Boston and 
Maine railroad. 

As was anticipated, free passes are il- 
legal, but the effect of the decision is 
made prospective and not retroactive. As 
to cases like that of newspapers getting 
passes for advertising—which was really 
the case first brought forward by Senator 
Chandler—in which there is some consid- 
eration for the passes, the commission 
reserved its decision, pending more ex- 
tended investigation. 


The White House Reception. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—Mrs. Blaine was 
not one of the receiving party at the 
White House today on account of indis- 
position. Mrs. Wilmerding represented 
the family of Secretary Tracy. The wives 
of the other ca inet officers assisted Mrs. 
Harrison. There were about fifty other 
ladies behind the presidential receiving 
line. pass f 

Looks Warlike. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—The war depart- 
ment has shipped to San Francisco from 
the east within the past two days 45,000 
pounds of brown powder and {2000 pounds 
of gun cotton, the former to the new great 
guns of the navy and the cotton for shells 
and torpedoes. Reports of war prepara- 
tions are dente.

High Water and Ice Cause Considerable 
Trouble at Manchester. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Jan. 1.—The high 
water and large quantity of ice in the 
river threatens to carry away at any 
moment the trestlework for the new Man- 
chester and North Weare railroad bridge 
The ice is above the bridge and a large 
force of men have been breaking it up and 


| sending it down the river. In spite of their 


efforts the trestle raised several feet. 

The pressure of iee and water was too 
much and the east span drifted down 
stream soas tobe about ten feet out of 
line. The west span also started and the 
tracks looks like a huge snake stretched 
across the ties. 

All the railroad men available are exert- 
ing themselves to save the structure, and 
it is being fastened by ropes to the shore. 
All trains over the Manchester and North 
Weare road have been cancelled. 

Nearly 200 men are at work along the 
banks of the canal breaking up the ice 
which has clogged the water wheels all 
day and suspended work in all the mills 
dependent upon water power. About 7000 
operatives are out of work on this account.

If Russian 
success would have an unfavorable effect, 
then the Chinese are to assist in uniting 
the Pamir territory to India, and thus 
bringing it under the control of Great 
Britain.

The Old Colony time table, about which 
| Quincy patrons have justly complained, 
will, after about six months trial, go out of 
service this week, and a new time table, 
| almost identical with that of last year, will 
go into effect next Monday. 

in point of numbers the difference be- 

tween the present andthe new time table 
is notmuch. Under the present time table 
Quincy has 28 outward and 27 inward 
trains, while in the new time table Quincy 
will have 29 outward and 29 inward.

NEPHEWS LEFT OUT 


| Bat Many Maine People are Remem- 
bered in Mrs. Garcelon’s Will. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 1.—A deed of trust 
and the will of the late Mrs. Catherine 
Garcelon of Oakland, Cal., who died on 
Tuesday last from bronchitis, was made 
public yesterday. The deceased was the 
only sister of the late Dr. Samuel Merritt, 
a prominemt resident of Oakland, from 
whom she irherited her great wealth, esti- 
mated at $3,000,000. She was born in 
Varpsville, Me., in 1814, and was married 
to Dr. Garcelon at the age of 19. They re- 
moved to Oakland, where Gareelon died 
in 1877. The widow, having no chlidren, 
left as heirs two nephews, Frederick and 
James Merritt. The will makes bequests 
to seventy persons, mostly relatives in 
Maine, and the residue of the estate is to 
constitute trust fundsto endow a hospi- 
tal at Oakland and Bowdoin college, 
Maine. It is estimated the hospital will 
receive $600,000 and Bowdoin college $400,- 
000. The will states that the deceased 
considers her nephews amply provided 
for, in that they received something like 
$500,000 not to contest the will of Dr. Mer- 
ritt,who gave the bulk of the estate to her.

James Gallagher, a Boston Politician, 


Dies from Knife Wounds. 


Boston, Jan. 1.—James H. Gallagher 
who for years was one of the leading Demo- 
cratic politicians in ward 7, diel at the 
city hospital yesterday afternoon Jim,as 
he was familiarly called, was the victim 
ofa murderous assault at the hands of 
John Steadman on Howard street: on the 
19th ult. 

Gallagher dropped into a saloon and 
there encountered his assailant, who bore 
him an old grudge.

Attempt to Kill the Privy Council—A 
Hint That the 
Physical Force is to Be Resumed. 


Possible Poliey of 


DUBLIN, Jan. 1.—An explosion occurred 
in Dublin castle yesterday, and at once 
the impression became general that it was 
dynamite that caused the damage and 
that it was the work of Fenians. Mr. 
Cullihan, the chief of the finance depart- 
ment, had just left his room when a tre- 
mendous explosion occurred in the apart- 
ment he had vacated. 

The floors and ceilings of twoentire 
floors were ‘blown to pieces, and some of 
the heavyZ beams of the building were 
torn from their places. Floors and win- 

ows were smashed. Several almost mir- 
aculous escapes from death are reported 
upon the part of the clerks aud others em- 
ployed about the buildings. 

Rumor has it the explosion was a de- 
liberately planned plot to blow up the 
Irish privy council which was to have met 
last evening, in regular session, in the 
rooms immediately above the one occu- 
pied by Mr. Collinan, and which is now a 
shell of splintered wood, laths and mortar. 
This story is strengthened by the addi- 
tional rumor that 

The Explosion Was Premature 

and that only a portion of the explosives 
to be used had been conveyed to the cellar 
when the actual explosion took place. All 
the reports, of course, must be taken for 
what they are worth. There is no doubt, 
however, that the privy council was to 
have met last evening in the rooms above 
the place where the explosives were ig- 
nited. 

Other reports are still more alarming. 
It is said that this disaster was only one 
of a series planned to take pluce last 
night at a given signal, and that a number 
of public buildings were to have been 
blown up. 

Sir Charles Cameron, the government 
| inspector of explosives, has finished his 
examination of the damaged premises. 
Sir Charles carefully inspected the debris 
and has declared officially that there is no 
room to doubt that gunpowder or gun- 
| cotton were the explosives used in shatter- 
| ing the finance office. 
| Cullinan had been summonedtwo minutes 
before the explosion occurred to a consulta- 


Licutenant-Colonel Sir J. Ridgeway, C. B., 
and he is of the opinion that the disaster 
may have resulted from an attempt made 
upon his life. The police are not inclined 
to believe this and yet seem to have no 
theory of their own to work upon. 


In consequence of the explosion all the 
public buildings are guarded by extra 
watchmen and by extra police. 

A Feeling of Uneasiness and Alarm 
prevails in all quarters. Nobody seems to 
be satisfied that the explosion was merely 
the work of a crank or of some isolated 
members of the Fenian brotherhood. The 
entire detective force of this city is ferret- 
ing about Dublin and its suburbs, and ac- 
cording to report the force of Scotland 
Yard detectives, who did duty in this 
country at the time of the London dyna- 
mite scare, have been sent for. 

There is now little doubt that the explo- 
sion was the deliberate work of some per- 
son or persons who desired to do as much 
damage as possible to the chief.secretary’s 
office, without much regard as to who was 
hurt. Cullinan, whose personal danger 
was the greatest, is simply one of the two 
principal clerks in the first division of the 
chief secretary's office. He is popular,and 
not known to have incurred the political 
or personal hostility of any one. There- 
fore, it is not supposed that the 

“Gunpowder Plot,” 

as the police call it, was directed against 
him. His office is a smallone, 5x20, is on 
the ground line, in the center of the range, 
and the stout walls, five feet thick, pro- 
tect the interior wall against any danger 
from without. Beneath the office is a 
vault, filled with rubbish. Access to the 
vault could be had through a square ven- 
tilator. 

It is believed that the person who laid 
the train understood the locality well, and 
there are signs of the use of gun cotton 
in causing the explosion. That the ex- 
plosive was not dynamite is assumed from 
the fact thatit wrought destruction up- 
ward instead of downward, which is the 
rule with dynamite. The fact that the 
constable’s office is near the aperture tothe 
vault where the explosion occurred may, 
it is thought, suggest a motive for the out- 
rage. 

The scene of the explosion has been 
visited by all the high government offi- 
cials and by crowds from all parts of the 
city. Thepolice, however, stand guard 
over the vaults, and refuse access to the 
general public. 

The members of the privy council for 
Ireland, nowin Dublin, held a meeting 
lastnight. There was an earnest discus- 
sion as to the explosion and the necessity 
of bringing the guilty to justice, but no 
decision was come to pending the exami- 
nation by anexpert asto thecause. A 
arge reward will probably be offered for 
the perpetrators. 

Among the people generally the ex- 
plosion is ascribed to a desire on the part 
Of the Physical Force Element 
in Ireland to give the authorities notice 
that the policy of force is resumed and 
that parliamentary agitation does not 
represent the nnanimous sentiment of the 
Irish. In Irish government circles, it is 
said, there is much trepidation at the out- 
look of a resumption of dynamite and 
assassination methods, and the privy coun- 
cil meeting is said to have been chiefly 
distinguished for pale faces and uncer- 

tainty of tone. 

Forty workmen had left the offices of 
the fnance department just thirty-five 
minutes before the explosion occurred.

Truth and Fiction. 

Touchstone says that ‘‘the truest poet- 
ry is the most feigning.” Without go- 
ing that length, we may affirm that the 
construction of correct versification 
gives a man so much to think of that he 
cannot attend very strictly to the truth 
of what he says. Blank verse of the or- 
dinary sort does not come under this 
rule; it leaves the mind very free. And 
hymns—Dr. Watts ruthlessly sacrifices 
the sound to the sense; some lesser lights 
sacrifice the sound without benefiting 
the sense. But no one can read some 
parts of Pope carefully—those lines in 
which, in 4 word or two, he sums up the 
character or ackievements of the nota- 
bilities of his day—without suspecting 
that an apt rhyme occasionally beguiles 
the poet into a more forcible expression 
of admiration or contempt than he would 
have given in prose. 

The teller or writer of the story has 
the impulse upon him so strongly to 
make it a good story that it is next to 
impossible for him to avoid modifying 
its more commonplace features. And he 
adds a little here and he prunes a little 
there. Point before precision is, it may 
be feared, sometimes even the historian’s 
motto. There are veracious narratives 
we feel bound to accept on the word of 
our friends. We should not have be- 
lieved the stories had any one else told 
them; as it is, we store them in our 
memories as splendid i‘lustrations of the 
often quoted saying of the poet that 
truth is stranger than fiction.—All the 
Year Round. 


Bass Eats Bass. 

Colonel Richard Bright had a remark- 
able experience at Woodmont, on the 
Potomac, while fishing for black bass. 
He was casting with minnows of mod- 
erate size and was slowly reeling in a 
small bass, when a hungry three pounder 
shot out from his concealment and bolted 
the hooked fish bodily.

TOYS FOR THE NEW YEAR 


HOW THEY ARE SOLD ON THE 
STREETS OF PARIS. 


The Little Booths Along the Boulevards. 
The Ways of the Venders—Wonderfal 
Articles — Their 


Variety of Curious 


Cheapness—Pharaoh’s Serpents. 


From Dec. 24 to Jan. 6 every year the 
ity of Paris becomes one vast fair. Police 


2) regulations of all kinds are relaxed; beg- 


gars and barrel organs have free run of the 
capital; in the open spaces swings, car- 
rousels, roundabouts, shooting galleries, 
consulting cabinets 
are installed. Along the grand boulevards 
and main avenues interminable lines of 
wooden booths are erected. Sellers of all 
useless objects begin 
to fill the air with their cries, and to gather 
front of their dis- 
play of miscellaneous merchandise. 

The origin of the little booths is almost 


|asold asthe custom of giving Christmas 


and New Year’s presents, but it is only 
since 1789 that those erected on the boule- 
vards have been sufficiently numerous te 
constitute a special fair. Since New Year’s 
day of 1852 they have not ceased to make 
their annual visit except during the winter 
of 1870-1. 

Permission is given each year for erect- 
24 to Jan. 60n 
| the boulevards, the quays and the public 
squares, With the exception of the Place 
Vendome and the Place de la Concorde. 
The principal spot is, of course, the main 
boulevards from the Bastile to the Made- 
where about 850 of them are placed 
sidewalks of the thoroughfare. 
500 more are scattered about 
in other parts of the city. From the Bas- 
tile to the Place de la Republique is the 
favorite locality for the orange venders, 
and from that point t » the Madeleine the 
toys, trinkets, knickknacks, etc., known 
under the general name of the Article de 
Paris, reign supreme. 

The maximum width of each booth is 
eight feet, and a space of three feet is left 
between each construction. No booth can 
be placed within a hundred feet of a store 
selling the same article that is to be dis- 
played by the temporary dealer. The cc- 
cupants of the booths pay no tax to the 
city. When the weather is good the net 
profits during the fortnight vary from 250 
to 400 francs for each booth, varying, of 
course, with the nature of the merchan- 
dise. The permit is given by the police 
commissioner of each quarter. 

Besides the permissions given to occu- 
pants of booths, a certain number of licenses 
are granted to the camelots or street ped- 
dlers, who squeeze into corners by the trees, 
where there is not space enough for a 
booth. They have a portable table or stand 
and fold up their apparatus at night like 
the Arab and quietly steal away—until the 
following morning. The camelots are nu- 
merous at all seasons of the year, but dur- 
ing holiday time it seems as though hun- 
dreds of them had sprung up out of the 
ground. Like the ragpickers the street 
peddlers are mainly recruited from the 
large class who have no trade and are 
obliged to turn their hand to anything 
which will give them a living. 

The corners of streets closed for repairs 
are the favorite places for the peddler, and 
he has only to set up his table and begin to 
arrange his stock in trade to have a crowd 
of idlers see what he has got. Glancing 
around he suddenly exclaims: “I may as 
well ruin myself today as tomorrow. A 
man must eat, mustn’t he?” and then he

The bonimentisthe great card for the 
pe Some improvise their story; others 
recite. The article to be sold can change, 


but never the boniment. Some of the ped- 
dlers try to amuse their crowd by telling 
amusing yarns, and then by a clever tran- 
sition praising the article they have to sell. 
Others try to catch customers by awaken- 
ing their curiosity. Several use the pa- 
triotic dodge of “encouraging home indus- 
try,” and all endeavor to prove that the 
object they offer issold as an advertise 
ment, and c onseque ntly below cost. 

The ese pe ddlers travel over the country, 
visiting the fairs. They have their 
specis il hotels in all the principal places, 
During the New Year’s fair in Paris speci- 
mens of all these itinerant venders, both 
regular and irregular, may be seen, some 
having booths, others operating with a 
simple table or tray, and all dealing as a 
rule in articles that cost nine, thirteen, 
twenty-nine or thirty-nine sous. Such are 
the traditional prices, just one cent less 
than the usual prices of other men. 

The objects sold in the booths along the 
boulevards defy enumeration. You may 
find everything there from egg beaters and 
potato mashers up to casts of the Venus of 
Milo, of Houdon’s “Kiss,” and of Mme. 
Recamier, and between these two extremes 
are bonbons, nougut, musical instruments, 
bird calls, filters, American popcorn, Swed- 
ish cutlery, books, artificial flowers, mir- 
rors, Visiting cards, but above all toys of 
all kinds, dolls, dolls’ furniture, tin sol- 
diers and more especially very cheap toys. 
Last year the novelties were so called me 
chanical toys which you wind up with a 
string to set them going. Such are a 
nurse pushing a perambulator, a baker 
and his cart, a lady with her parasol, an 
ostrich carriage, two waltzers, two fire- 
men fighting a duel, etc. ‘These toys are 
all made of tin, and a very simple mechan- 
ism causes them to move over a plane sur- 
face with comic simulation of moving 
limbs, or, like the duelists, to lunge at 
each other with furious swords for two or 
three minutes, while the impetus of the 
string and spring lasts. Such toys are all 
made as cheaply as possible, and vary in 
price from thirteen cents to thirty-nine 
ceu 

aa an instance of the economical way in 
which they are manufactured we will take 
a well known thirteen cent toy, the me- 
chanicz al rabbit seated on a little car, which 
in motion makes the animal beat a pair of 
cymbals. Firstof all, the wheels must be 
perfectly round in order to have the rotary 
movement of the axletree make the two 
tones strike regularly. If these wheels 
were cut expressly they would cost double 
the price of the toy itself; so, necessity be- 
ing the mother of invention, the toy mak- 
ers conceived the idea of getting them 
ready made by purchasing the waste 
pieces of wood from the cruet stand manu- 
facturers. Thetops of the ordinary cruet 
stands are cut out with a punch; this op- 
eration leaves as waste two round Pieces 
of wood where the oil and vinegar eruets 
rest and two smallercircular pieces where 
the stoppers are placed while the casters 
are in use. The small pieces serve for 
the front wheels of the rubbit’s car and 
the largerones for the hind wheels. The 
axletree is made from the waste umbrella 
handles, from those that are not perfectly 
straight. 

The rabbit himself is in cardboard, and 
covered with refuse skin that the furriers 
cannot use. Tocomplete the illusion the 
animal must have eyes, and ordinary shoe 
uails specially varnished give the desired 


all 


effect. The cymbals are made of cast off 
pieces of sheet iron, covered with a special 
preparation to give them luster. Thus, by 
using waste material alone, this popular 
toy can be manufactured and retailed at 
thirteen cents. At wholesale they cost 
ninety cents a dozen: Over 80,000 of these 
playthings are sold each year by peddlers 
and toy dealers. 

Now, where do all the toys come from? 
Who makes them? Where are they made? 
During the Christmas and New Year's sea- 
son it is estimated that establishments like 
the Bon Marche and the Louvre sell each 
$250,000 worth of toys, and the chairman of 
the Parisian syndicate of toy manufactur- 
rs estimates that the total sales during 
the holiday season are not far from $2,000,- 
009. 

According to recent statistics there are 
in Paris alone nearly 500 manufactories of 
toys, mostly situated in the districts of the 
Marais, the Temple and the Archives. The 
number of persons employed regularly in 
the toy industry from year’s end to year’s 
end is about 20,000. 

The manufacture of toys and playthings 
had not achieved any considerable degree 
of development in France before the year 
1867, when for the first time it obtained a 
special classification at the Paris universal 
exhibition, twenty-two French exhibitors 
having been admitted. In 1878, at the 
Paris ‘exhibition, class 42, toys, numbered 

134 exhibitors, which alone suffices to show 
the progress made during ten years. As 
for the statistics of the trade at the pres- 
ent day the custom house returns show 
the exports to have risen to $10,000,000, 
while the imports are only $1,000,000, In 
these returns, however, are included cer- 
tain fancy goods which are not precisely 
toys. 

The toy manufacturers each have their 
specialties, and generally deal only in that 
specialty. Arms, armor and military 
equipments for children were manufac- 
tured by forty-one houses in 1878. The 
workmen earn from five to seven francs a 
day, and the women from two to three 
francs. This brauch of the industry has 
increased greatly since the war of 1870-1, 
and the French have now beaten all their 
competitors, both in the cheapness and ex- 
cellence of their wares, although for a long 
time they were closely pressed and even 
beaten by the manufacturers of Nurem- 
berg and Belgium, particularly in the ar- 
ticle of tin soldiers. These tin soldiers are 
made in the Marais quarter, where over 
5,000,000 are turned out each year, that is 
to say, as many as all the European armies 
united. One manufacturer alone at Belle- 
ville employs 200 men and women, who 
make nothing but tin soldiers. 

Ten years ago nearly all the high priced 
doll babies used to come from Germany. 
They were stiff in form and hideous in 
color. One day a Parisian lady had the 
idea of dressing one of these miniature ba- 
bies with all the elegance she bestowed 
upon her own person. Since that time the 
full dressed Parisian doll baby has crowded 
all the lobster red Gretchens out of the 
market. The Germans themselves are now 
obliged to buy their stock of porcelain 
heads from the ceramic establishments at 
Montreuil and St. Maurice, where tal- 
ented designers and skillful modelers are 
constantly employed. Some of the most 
celebrated sculptors do not disdain to 
model heads for the leading firms. Paris 
is still a center for cheap dolls, made by 
workwomen who earn only twenty or thir- 
ty cents a day. 

Of metal toys—watches, kitchen utensils 
and similar objects—there were seventy- 
nine manufacturers in 1878. The pay of 
the men is six to eight francs a day and of 
the women two to three francs. More than 
1,200 workmen are employed in this de- 
partment of the industry, which was for- 
merly the monopoly of Germany. The 
manufacture of these objects in France be- 
gan about 1840. In 1867 the trade in these 
articles reached 1,300,000 francs and em- 
ployed 400 workmen. At present the trade 
exceeds 4,000,000 of francs per annum. The 
chief article in this section is the nine cent 
toy watch and chain, invented by acamelot 
named Herbaut about 1855. This Herbaut 
now lives comfortably asa retired trades- 
man at Belleville, enjoying an income of 
$1,000 a year gained by selling these 
watches, This nine cent watch is now 
popular all over the world, and its price 
has been reduced even to one cent, al- 
though it passes through twenty-eight 
pairs of hands before it reaches the cus- 
tomer’s. One manufacturer of toy watches 
at Paris employs 150 persons, and his busi- 
ness amounts to $100,000 a year, which is 
equivalent to saying that he turns out 
25,000 watches a day at prices varying from 
four cents to three dollars a dozen. 

3esides the workmen who try during 
their idle hours to invent some toy that 
will have a run during the holiday season, 
there are kind hearted men like Murger’s 
hero, Schaunard, who are continually 
seeking to find some new knickknack for 
the amusement of children. ‘There is a 
hale old gentleman in the Temple quarter 
who has spent his life in inventing toys, 
and particularly those of a noisy kind, 
which, as we all know, arein high favor 
with children. This amiable old gentleman 
is also the author of the double sided gob- 
let, in which you think you drink when you 
don’t, rubber lizzards and slugs, which 
youngsters and others can surre ptitiously 
slip into the salad bowl, etc. All inventors 
try to produce an article that will have an 
immense vogue, that will be the toy of the 
season, but while we find each year an in- 
finite variety of curious objects, it is rare 
Reeteng of seen cnnniee sal attention. 

In looking back for the last thirty years 
there are only two that had an immediate 
and prodigious popularity—Pharoah’s Ser- 
pents and the Roman Question. The idea 
of the serpent came in a simple and unex- 
pected manner one day to a young chem- 
ical student while he was watching the 
combustion of a product in the laboratory, 

“That would please the boys,” he said to 
himself, as he saw the fant: astical turns 
made by the burning product. He mod- 
eled some little pyramids, which only 
needed to be lighted to start off on their 
serpentine course, and sold the idea to a 
pyrotechnist, who promised him a very 
small royalty. The young chemist thought 
that perhaps he might gain enough to 
offer champagne once or twice to his table 
d’hote companions. Three days afterward 
wherever he went he found some one who 
was playing with the little pyramid, and 
at the end of each month, foralong while 
afterward, his modest income was in- 
creased by several thousand francs as his 
share of the profits. 

The inventor of the Roman Question did 
not benefit by his discovery for a great 
while. He had no regis stered trademark 
for it, and an imitation was simple enough 
for any hardware dealer. But during the 
first few days of its appearance he must 
have made a small fortune. The puzzle 
consisted in finding the way of separating 
two pieces of iron in the shape of an inter- 
rogation point. It was very amusing— 
and irritating—to discover the trick your- 
self, and pleasing, as the late Mr. Didsbury 
would say, to watch your friends struggle 
with the problem, which was naturally 
very easy when you knew how it was done. 
Nothing like these two crazes has since 
appeared.—Paris Cor. New Y. ork Sun.

2. “And the Spirit of the Lord shall rest 
upon Him, the spirit of wisdom and under- 
standing, the spirit of counsel and might, 
the spirit of knowledge and of the fear of 
the Lord.’ Here is the fullness of the Di- 
vine power. See Col. i, 18; ii, 9 John iii, 
84. He is the wisdom of God and the 
power of God (I Cor. i, 24). In these seven 
statements concerning the Spirit in this 
verse we see the righteousness of Jehovah, 
the power to discern the nature of things, 
and the difference of things (wisdom and 
understanding), the power to form right 
conclusions and carry out right purposes 
(counsel and might), a thorough acquaint- 
ance with God and asincere adoration of 
Him (knowledgeand fear). All fully found 
in “ne coming King. 

“And shall make Him of quick under- 
ste cpr in the fear of the Lord; and He 
shall not judge after the sight of His eyes 
neither reprove after the hearing of His 
ears.” The R. V. says, “His delight shall 
be in the fe: ir of the Lord,” or, according 
to Delitsch, “The fear of Jehovah is fra- 
granceto Him.” In Ps. xl, 8, John viii, 29, 
the light shines upon the first clause. And 
in Jobn vii, 24, He himself seems to refer 
to the last part of the verse, when He tells 
them to “Judge not according to the ap- 
pearance.” What a glorious administra- 
tion of earth’s affairs there will be when 
such a king shall sit on David’s throne and 
= king over all the earth. See Zech. xiv, 

Jer. iii, 17. 

a “But with righteousness shall He 
judge the poor and reprove with equity for 
the meek of the earth; and He shall smite 
the earth with the rod of His mouth, and 
with the breath of His lips shall He slay 
the wicked.” He will be incorruptibly 

ighteous to all; the unfortunate and heart- 
broken will find in Him a true friend. On 
the first half of this verse read Ps, Lxxii, 
24. The last half of the verse makes it 
very clear that this kingdom of righteous- 
ness on earth will not be till after the 
second coming of Christ, for it is only then 
that He will smite the nations and destroy 
the Antichrist. See Ps. ii, 8, 9; II Thess. ii, 
8,in connection with Rev. ii, 26, 27; xix, 
11-16. 
5. “And righteousness shall be the girdle 
of His loins and faithfulness the girdle of 
His reins.”’ All His doings shall be bound 
up in righteousness and faithfulness, and 
the fruit thereof shall be peace, quietness 
and assurance forever (Isa. xxxii, 15-18). 
When God shall make His firstborn higher 
than the kings of the earth, then shall 
mercy be built up forever and faithfulness 
be established (Ps. Ixxxix, 2, 27). It is the 
privilege of every true believer to antedate 
the kingdom by enjoying this peace even 
now. 
“The wolf also shall dwell -with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie down with 
the kid; and the calf, and the young lion, 
nd the fatling together; and a little child 
shall lead them.’’ ‘There is no need to 
spiritualize this and the next two verses, 
asso manydo. The simple statement is 
that the animals here mentioned, which 
now devour each other, shall in the days of 
the kingdom live in perfect peace together, 
as no doubt they did before sin entered this 
world. See Isa. lxv, 17, 25; Rom. viii, 21. 
7,8 “And the cow and the bear shall 
feed; their young ones s iall lie down to- 
gether; and the lion shall eat straw like 
the ox; and the sucking child shall play 
on the hole of the asp, and the wet aned child 
shall put his hand on the cockatrice den.’ 
Fierce and bloodthirsty conflicts'now rage 
among all creatures, rational and irrational, 
but the peace of Paradise shall be restored; 
and this prophecy shall be realized on this 
earth, for, although we are taught to ex- 
pect a great burning and shaking, never- 
theless we look for a new heaven and earth 
wherein dwelleth righteousness (Heb. xii, 
27, 28; II Pet. iii, 13). Thenshall man have 
the dominion first given himin Eden, and 
promised to be restored to him (Gen. i, 28; 
Dan. vii, 27). 
9. “They shall not hurt nor destroy in all 
my holy mountain; for the earth shall bo 
fullof the knowledge of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea.’”? Jerusalem shall be 
acity of truth and holiness; Israel, as a 
people, shall be all righteous, and Palestine 
shall be the happy and honored center of 
the whole earth (Zech. viii, 3; Isa. lx, 21; 
xxvii, 6). In those days, as completely as 
the waters cover the sea, leaving not a 
crevice unfilled, so shall the glory of the 
Lord fill the whole earth (Num. xiv, 21; 
Hab. ii, 14; Ps. lxxii, 18-20). Then shall 
God’s will be done on earth as in heaven, 
er the kingdom come. 
“And in that day there shall be a 
tiv: of Jesse which shall stand for an en- 
sign of the people; to it shall the Gentiles 
seek; and His rest shall be glorious.”” The 
expression, ‘that day,’’ wherever found in 
Scripture, has its own peculiar significance. 
See it seven times in chapters x to xii. The 
coming King is not only a branch from 
Jesse, but also the root of Jesse; the root 
and offspring of David (Rey. xxii, 16), 
David’s son and David’s Lord; the God- 
man, truly God and truly man. He isthe 
son of Mary, son of David, son of Abra- 
ham, son of ‘God, to siton David’s throne, 
draw all nations unto Him, and give them 
the rest of His glory (Math. i, 1; Luke i, 
32-35; Isa. ii, 14). If we are now redeemed 
by His blood, and ov ercoming by the same, 
we shall nee. with Him in His kingdom 
(Rev. xii, 11; v, 9, 10; iii, 21). That all na- 
tions shall — unto Him, and to Israel 
because of Him, is evident from many 
testimonies of the Spirit through the 
prophets. “Arise, shine, for th light is 
come, and the glory of the Lord is risen 
upon thee. re the Gentiles shall come to 
thy light, and kings to the brightness of 
thy rising.” . “At that time they shall call 
Jerusalem the throne of the Lord, and all 
che nations shall be gathered unto it, tothe 
name of the Lord to Jerusalem” (isa, lx, 
1, 3; Jer. iii, 17). See also Isa. ii, 1-3; Mic. 
iv, 1,2. As tothe glory of His rest, think 
of a time when there shall be no more pein, 
nor sickness, nor sorrow, nor death;

THE BORDER DISTURBANCE. 


Considerable Anxiety as to the Safety of 
United States Troops. 

San ANTONIO, Tex., Jan. 2.—The alarm 
on the border over the Garza revloutionary 
uprising is becoming intense. There are 
many startling rumors concerning the 
fate of the United States troops concen- 
trated in Starr and Duval counties, in 
which section Garza has established his 
principal recruiting stations. Heis known 
to have 500men, andif the 1000 Mexican 
troops who are reported to have murdered 
and deserted General Lorenzo Garcia at 
Nier, Mex., have reached Garza’s strong- 
hold, the united forces would give Captain 
Bourke and his 150 United States troops a 
hard fight. It would not be impossible for 
Garza to capture Fort Ringgold and the 
whole force of United States troops in 
that section. No news has been received 
from the United States troops operating 
against Garza. 

General Stanley will send two more 
troops of cavalry to the scene of the dis- 
turbance. If necessary additional troops 
will be sent to the frontier from other 
military departments. The additional men 
will swell the total number of United 
States troops in the turbulent territory to 
about 1000, 


TRESTLE SWEPT AWAY. 


Traffic Over the Manchester and North 
Weare Road Blocked by Flood. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., Jan 2.—The tetter- 
ing railroad bridge over the Merrimac, on 
the Manchester and North Weare road, 
which was weakened by the flow and jam 
of ice in the river, gave way yesterday 
afternoon, and fifty feet of the trestle 
from the west side has been broken from 
its fastenings and carried away by the 
current. 

The remainder of the structure has been 
secured by ropes, and hopes are enter- 
tained of saving it Intercourse from 
points along the line of the road and the 
city proper by rail is sundered, and the 
trains now stop at West Manchester. 

By laying rails through the streets last 
night passenger cars were got to the North 
Weare railroad track on the west bank of 
the river. It will be a matter of some 
weeks before the bridge can be properly 
restored.

They were delivered to the clerk of 
the court, and when Judge Macon was t& 
argue to the jury the several exhibits were 
brought into court and placed on a table 
near him. 

The prosecution saw that one of the 
small bottles had a lighter colored liquid 
than was contained in the original botéle, 
and one of the lesser sized bottles. They 
say that they tumbled to a trick, and 
holding it to the light and smelling of #s 
contents, claimed that they discovered ft 
contained whisky. 

They also claim that Judge Macon in- 
tended, when he had reached a proper 
climax, to drink of the contents of this 
particular bottle to show how harmless 
the poisonous liquid was. The prosecn- 
tion claim they defeated a well arranged, 
sensational and theatrical exhibition. 

They further admit that this trick was 
defeated solely by the prompt and intelli- 
gent work of Lawyer Lafe Pence.

The 
Foraker forces, however, are assiluously 
at work to utilize Blaine influence among 
the members of the legislature in behalf 
of their candidate.

The Combination Claimmg Many Vic- 
tims at a Brazilian Seaport. 


LONDON, Jan. 2.—Lord Salisbury has re- 
ceived a special cable dispatch from her 
majesty’s consul at Santos, confirming the 
recent reports in regard to the terrible 
state of affairsthere growing out of the 
ravages of combined yellow fever and 
smallpox. Eighteen captains of merchant 
vessels have died either from the black 
vomit or smallpox within two months. 
On some vessels the entire ship’s: company, 
officers and crew, have perished from these 
maladies. Seven sailors died in the streets, 
It is estimated that at least two-thirds of 
the persons attacked have died. The great 
majority of the victims are emigrants and 
sailors. The consal writes that a much 
greater mortality than now exists is looked 
for during the hot months of January and 
February.

Where the land in that region is bare 
of ice the vegetation attains an almost 
tropical luxuriance, and the Arctic 
jungles are well nigh impassable to the | 
explorer.

DRIVEN IN i 


Men Hired to Take the Places of Strik- 
ers Receive Harsh Treatment. 

LITTLE Rock, Jan. 2,— There is 
great excitement in railroad circles here 
over the ejection at Argenta of a carload 
of “scab” railway employees who were en- 
route from Indianapolis and Louisville te 
Aransas Pass to relieve the strike on the 
San Antonio and Aransas Pass railway. 
The train reached Argenta yesterday. A 
crowd of several hundred men,chiefly rail- 
road employes, had assembled there. The 
sleeper in which the new men were travel- 
ing aud another cars, were cutout, and al) 
the engine whistles in the yard began te 
blow. 

A hundred men rushed into the sleeper, 
driving the occupants, some forty tele- 
graph operators, machinists and brake- 
men, from thecar and into the swamps 
100 feet beyond. Most of them were driven 
into a pond, through which they floun- 
dered, followed by their infuriated pur 
suers. The sleepers were recoupled tothe 
train and it crossed the river into Little 
Rock, where another crowd boarded the 
carand with knives, cut to pieces all the 
baggage of the “scabs,” tossing it through 
the car window into the yards. J. C. Lit- 
tlefield, who was in charge of the new 
men, and several of his companions who 
escaped the mob, having taken refugein 
the rear sleeper, took a train for Texas, 
while the other members of the party are 
hidden in the swamps, awaiting an oppor- 
tunity toescape. The railroad authorities 
are enraged at this action of their em 
plo yes. 


ON ANOTHER EXPEDITION. 
Indications That the Mongolian 
laws are Not Yet Subjected. 


LONDON, Jan. 2.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai states that,notwithstanding the 
punishment recently inflicted by the im 
perial troops upon the Mongolian out: 
laws who committed so many depreda- 
tions in Manchurin, lawless bands are 
again marauding in the northeastern part 
of China. It is reported that these bands 
have } a number of temples in 
that section of China, but no religious oz 
political importance attaches to the move. 
ment, which is thus termed in lieu of a 
better word to describe the lawlessness. It 
is believed that itis nota preconcerted 
rising against the Chinese authorities. In 
fact, the dispatch says that the matter is 
partly due to agrarian troubles, the Mon- 
gols being land owners, and that the ma- 
rauders include a large number of Shan 
Tung farmers 

The use of the word Mongol in the dis- 
patch in connection with the Shan Tung 
farmers is somewhat confusing, owing tc 
the fact that if the natives of Mongolia 
are meant it is hard to determine with any 
degree of certainty where the trouble is 
located. Mongolia lies northward of the 
great wall of China, while the province ol 
Shan Tung lies to the southeast of the 
great wall, being separated from Mongolia 
by the provinces of Shan-Se and Peechee 
Lee, in which last-named province, Pekin, 
the capital of the empire, is located.

CULPRITS WRIGGLE OUT. 


Russians Connected with the Adulter- 
ated Flour Scandal Not Punished. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 2.—The scandal 
arising out of the recent purchase of adul- 
terated flour for the purpose of regulating 
the price of wheat in the St. Petersburg 
market and affording relief to famine suf- 
ferers has been the subject of a stormy de- 
bate in the municipal council. Many 
members demanded the resignation and 
the prosecution of the mayor and the pur- 
chasing committee. Ultimately, in spite 
of the strenuous opposition of the minor- 
ity, who declared that it was a half meas- 
ure intended to facilitate the’ escape of 
the culprits, the council decided to appoint 
acommittee of revision. The newspapers 
denounce this decision and urge that a 
judicial inquiry be instituted.

of the punched kopeck which belongs to 
the annals of the police just mentioned.” 

The man with the whiskers emptied 
his wineglass and pushed it away as he 
continued: 

“About fifteen years ago Count Yasil- 
vitch was one of the best known nobles 
of the empire. His St. Petersburg estab- 
lishment was conducted on a style of 
royal magnificence, and he had the im- 
perial ear oftener than any other man of 
his rank. Well, one morning the count 
was found dead in his mansion and un- 
der circumstances which went to prove 
that somebody had helped him out of 
the world. Asa matter of course the 
Russian police took the affair in hand 
and that was the last we heard of it. 

‘‘At that time there was said to be at- 
tached to the Third section a man named 
Paritz. Rumor invested him with all 
the attributes of the ideal sleuth. No- 
body could be found who had ever seen 
him, but all the same the great discov- 
eries in crime continued to be placed to 
his credit. He worked out great results 
from impossible beginnings, and some 
said that it was Paritz who was adding 
most to the criminal population of Si- 
beria. Of course every one expected to 
see Count Yasilvitch’s enemy dragged to 
light through the agency of this secret 
man hound, but as weeks and months 
passed without anything of the kind 
transpiring, Paritz became the laughing 
stock of St. Petersburg. 

“Count Yasilvitch was known far and 
wide as a numismatist. His collection 
of coins was the most complete of any in 
the country, and had drawn from the 
mint large offers of purchase. In the 
collection were two kopecks which had 
been curiously punched through the 
center. Count Yasilvitch valued these 
coins above any in his possession, and it 
was understood that they had a history 
which he would not reveal. 

‘‘When the police came to examine the 
count’s coins after his death they discov- 
ered that a number of pieces were miss- 
ing, and among them was one of the 
kopecks.

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ject, but as a matter of course they were 
not published. A Russian editor is sup- 
posed to know just how far to go to eat 
his bread this side of the frontier. For 
fifteen years the punched kopeck has 
been missing to the Russian police. The 
Yasilvitch cage is as great a mystery 
now as it was then, and for once Paritz 
has been thoroughly baffled. 

“If he is not a police fiction, he knows 
no more today of the whereabouts of the 
mutilated kppeck than does the gentle- 
man whoinhabits themoon.

MENTAL TELEGRAPHY.

ILLUSTRATED. 


INFLUENCE OF 
STRONGLY 


A Strange Story of Thought Transmis- 
sion—Two Well Known Men Conceive 
the Same Idea at About the Same Time. 
An Odd Experience of Mark Twain's. 


Now I come to the oddest thing that 
ever happened to me. Two or three 
rears ago I was lying in bed idly musing 
one morning—it was the 2d of March— 
when suddenly a red hot new idea came 
whistling down into my camp and ex- 
ploded with such comprehensive effec- 
tiveness as to sweep the vicinity clean of 
rubbishy reflectionsand fill the air with 
their dust and flying fragments. This 
idea, stated in simple phrase, was that 
the time was ripe and the market ready 
for a certain book; a book which ought 
to be written at once; a book which must 
command attention and be of peculiar 
interest—to wit, a book about the Ne- 
vada silver mines. 

The Great Bonanza was a new won- 
der then, and everybody was talking 
about it. It seemed to me that the per- 
son best qualified to write this book was 
Mr. William H. Wright, a journalist of 
Virginia, Nev., by whose side I had 
scribbled many months when I was a 
reporter there ten or twelve before. He 
might be alive still; he might be dead; I 
could not tell; but I would write him 
anyway. 

I began by merely and modestly sug- 
gesting that he make such a book, but 
my interest grew as | wert on, andI ve 
tured to map out what I thought ought 
to be the plan of the work, he being an old 
friend, and not given to taking good in- 
tentions for ill. I even dealt with details 
and suggested the order and sequence 
which they should follow. I was about 
to put the manuscript in an envelope, 
when the thought occurred to me that if 
this book should be written at my sug- 
gestion, and then no publisher happen to 
want it, I should feel uncomfortable; so 
I concluded to keep my letter back until 
I should have secured a publisher. 

READING AN UNOPENED LETTER. 

I pigeonholed my document and drop- 
ped a note te, my own publisher, asking 
him toname.aday for a business consulta- 
tion. He vas out of town on a far jour- 
ney. My note remained unanswered, and 
at the end of three or four days the whole 
matter had passed out of my mind. On 
the 9th of March the postman brought 
three or four letters, and among them a 
thick. one whose superscription was in a 
hand which seemed dimly familiar to 
me. I could not “place” it at first, but 
presently I succeeded. Then I said to a 
Visiting relative who was present: 

“Now I will doa miracle. I will tell 
you everything this letter contains— 
date, signature and al!—withont break- 
ing the seal. It is from a Mr. Wright, of 
Virginia, Nev., and is dated the 2d of 
March—seven days ago. Mr. Wright 
proposes to make a book about the silver 
mines and the Great Bonanza, and asks 
what I, as a friend, think of the idea. 
He says his subjects are to be so and 
80, their order and sequence so and so, 
and he will close with a history of the 
chief feature of the book, the Great 
Bonanza.” 

READ ARIGHT. 

I opened the letter and showed that I 
had stated the date and the contents cor- 
rectly. Mr. Wright’s letter simply con- 
tained what my own letter, written on 
the same date contained, amd mine still 
lay in its pigeonhole, whee it had been 
lying during the seven days since it was 
Written. 

There was no clairvoyzzice about this, 
if I rightly comprehend what clairvoy- 
ance is. I think the clairvoyant pro- 
fesses to actually see concealed writing 
and read it off word for word. This was 
not my case. I only seemed to know, 
and to know absolutely, the contents of 
the letter in detail and dwe order, but I 
had to word them myself.

Mayor Famrpanks’ second inaugural 
hich we give in full in this issue, 
is, foran inaugural address, brief and to 
the point. It deals with the city’s finances 
in a business-like way; it presents to the 
Council the needs of the different depart- 
ments in clear, unvarnished language that 
savors more of the business man than of 
the idealist; and it gives to the citizens a 
statement of the Mayor's stewardship of 
the important trust which were placed in 
his hands. 

None of the Mayor's recommendations 
are theoretical, they are all practical and 
show deep thought and careful study, es- 
pecially those sections which suggest that 
the city own its own electric lighting plant, 
the city already having on its streets S9 
arc, 105 incandescent, 68 gas end i27 oil 
lights, and is spending for their mainte- 
nance a sum which nearly equals the total 
cost of keeping the highways in repair; 
also that section recommending the estab- 
lishment of a board of survey that shall 
have charge of the laying out of streets 
and prevent the haphazard manner of lay- 
ing them out which is now in vogue. In 
connection with this board of survey it 
may be well to explain that Mayor Fair- 
banks’ idea is to continue the great sixty 
or eighty-foot boulevard from the proposed 
one which Milton intends to build along 
the banks of the Neponset river (similar to 
the one on the opposite side which the 
Boston Board of Survey contemplates lay- 
ing out) to Squantum and thence skirting 
Quincy bay via Atlantic and Wollaston 
and Town river to Quincy point. This in 
conjunction with the Boston and Milton 
boulevard would make a magnificent mac-

A CRY FOR FREEDOM 


From One of the Commanders 
of the Mexican Insurgents. 


HE SAYS GARZA IS RIGHT 


And is Fighting on the Hely Principles 
of Democracy—Volcanic Utterances in 
a Proclamation Intended to Stir Up 


Mexicans to Join in Warfare. 


San Antonio, Tex., Jan. 4—Numerous 
eopier of a proclamation were distefbated 
last night in the Mexican quarter of the 
city. Itwas promulgated by Juan An- 
tonio Mores, whose home is said to beat 
Monterey, Mex.

because his initiation has managed to estab- 
lish an organization unknown in other intes- 
tine res lutions. It has managed to disprove 
and reproach with facts and not with false 
arguments in the salaried of Mexico.

Jay Has the Alternative of Paying 810, 
000 or Being Blown Dp. 

New Yous, Jen 4.—lor some time 
threatening letters haw: Leen reeeived by 
the Gould family which were evideatly 
writtemy a well-educated German.

They visited the hotel in ques- 
tion and learned from its proprietor that 
he had instructions to forward such let- 
ters to acertain town in New Jersey. 
There instructions had been left not to 
open the letters, but to have them re-ad- 
dressed to some place in this city. The 
authorities refuse to give any further par- 
ticulars regarding the affair. They are 
still at work on the case, however. Both 
George and Edwin Gould were seen last 
night but they would say nothing for pub- 
lication. 

On Friday the last and most threatening 
of the crank’s letters was received.

STILL IN THE DARK. 


Authorities at a Loss to Account for the 
Dublin Castle Explosion, 


LONDON, Jan. 4.—The explosion at Dub- 
lin castle continues to occupy the atten- 
tion of the Irish authorities. Major Can- 
dill, the inspector of explosives, spent five 
hours in examining the rubbish in the 
vaults, where the explosion took place. 
While he has not finished his examina- 
tion he admits having the same impres- 
sion as the police in the first instance, that 
nitro-glycerine was used, and that the per- 
son who handled it was well acquainted 
with the explosive. He believes that it 
may have been placed on the sill of the 
vault,the person whojputit there then tak- 
ing a hasty departure. 

Against this theory is the fact that the 
carters who were in the vicinity didnot see 


anyone going away about that time. The 
authorities are undoubtedly inclined 


to the belief that it wasa dynamite plot, 
which miscarried in operation, and that 
the intended victims were persons of much 
higher standing than the clerks of the 
finance department.

He Chooses a Church to Make Remarks 
on the Subject of Dancing. 


BERLIN, Jan. 4.—The buzz of comment 
which follows every manifestation of ec- 
centricity of the kaiser is now heard as the 
outcome of an incident which occurred on 
Christmas day.

He pronounced the recent railroad disaster 
at Hastings as one of the most brutal and 
devilish performances in the annals of 
railroad crimes. He accused Mr. Depew 
and other Central railroad officers of mur- 
der, and asked why they shouldnot be put 
on trial for their lives. ‘The fault, he (Mr. 
Dixon) declared, was in hiring incompetent 
men at low salaries and refusing to use the 
block system of signals because it is ex- 
pensive.

IN DESPERATE STRAITS. 


Story of a Resident of One of Russia’s 


Famine-Stricken Districts. 
St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 4.—In an inter- 


view, the proprietor ofa small estate in 
the famine-stricken province of Koursk, 
who is now visiting the capital,tells of the 
misery which prevails about his home. He 
expresses surprise at the gaiety and lux- 
ury to be seen here, as being in such vio- 
lent contrast with the sufferings in his 
own district. He says the people there are 
reduced to the necessity of burning their 
doors and window frames for fuel, and 
of pulling the thatch from the roofs of eoat- 
tages to feed the few cattle still unkiled. 
He continues thus: 

“The horrible compounds eaten in order 
tostave offthe pangs of hunger induce 
diseases, the’progress of which is most 
rapid among the inmates of the over- 
crowded houses. Many of the suffering 
peasants band together and politely, but 


forcibly, compel more fortunate neighbors 
to divide their resources with them. Gov- 
ernment relief is wrongly allocated. It 
always come too late. Local officials, de 


siring to hide the true state of affairs, or- | 


ganize banquets and gambling parties 
for the entertainment of government com- 
missioners sent to the district. Any at- 
tempt to send appeals directly to the czar 
is nipped in the bud by the officials, with 
threa‘s of expulsion if such an attempt is 
repeated.”

Lonpon, Jan. 4.—A steamer, believed to 
be the Red Star liner Noordland, which 
sailed from Antwerp Saturday, for New 
York, ran down the British bark Child- 
well, off the Wielingen lightship, and cat 
her to picces. The bark sank and fifteen 
of her crew were drowned. The steamer 
continued on her voyage ithout offer- 
ingany assistance. The Great Eastern 
company’s steamer Ipswich rescued the 
captain and theremainder of the crew,who 
were found clinging tothe only remain 
ing mast.

Cyclone and Tornado. 

A cyclone, properly speaking, is a 
storm covering a vast extent of country 
—some are one or two thousand miles in 
diameter—and having a system of winds 
which really blow spirally round and 
gradually in toward the center of the 
storm, although, owing to the great ex- 
tent of the storm, the wind at any par- 
ticular place seems to be blowing straight 
ahead. 

Near and around the center, and espe- 
cially ahead of it, for the whole storm 
advances generally toward the east or 
northeast, rain falls in greater or less 
quantities. At the center the air is 
lightest, or the pressure shown by the 
barometer is least, and that is the rea- 
son the winds are all drawn in that di- 
rection. The spiral motion arises from 
the effects of the rotation of the earth. 
Almost every storm that we have, ex- 
cept summer thunder showers, is a cy- 
clonic storm. 

A tornado is a fierce whirlwind whose 
path is generally only a few rods wide, 
although it may travel for many miles, 
lestroying everything in its way. <A 
black, funnel shaped cloud is always a 
feature of the tornado. This funnel is 
formed by condense:-d vapor and clouds 
of dust and debris in the very core of 
the whirlwind, and wherever it passes 
nothing but the solid ground can with- 
stand it.—Youth’s Companion.

Commissioners’ Report on Tigberculosis 
to the Governor. 

Coycorp, N. H., Jan. 5.—The board of 

commissioners appointed by the last legis- 

lature to exterminate contagious and in- 


fectious diseases, especially tuberculosis | 


among cattle, have made a report to the 


coming to the attention of the board have 
been considered, and, if the symptoms re- 


ported indicate the existence of the dis-| 
| ease, an examination was made. 


This work has resulted in condemning 
and killing 111 animals infected with 
tuberculosis, located by counties as fol- 
lows: Belknap county 3, Rockingham 7, 
Strafford 8, Merrimac 12, Hillsboro 81. The 
owners have received $1626.50, cr an aver- 
age of $14.65 per head. In several instances 
the disease was traced directly to herds of 
cattle brought from Massachusetts. 

These facts have convinced the board | 
that if any permanent eradication of the

doubtless be taken at an early date. 

The comparatively limited area of the 
state over which the disease exists has| 
also convinced the board that, with proper 
action, tuberculosis among domestic anl- 
mals, if not completely eradicated, may be 
greatly suppressed. 


KENTUCKY LOTTERIES 


Will Have a Hard Row to Hoe if Sena- 
tor Goebel’s Bill is Passed. 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 5.—Senator Goe- 
bel fired off the first gun for the suppres- 
sion of lotteries in Kentucky, by introduc- 
ing a bill in the senate which makes ita 
felony, punishable by a fine of $1000 to 
$5000, and imprisonment from two to five 
years for any one to promote, carry on, or 
coriduct a lottery, or to aid in carrying on 
such lottery; for any one renting, procur- 
ing for, or leasing premises for lottery 
purposes, or for selling or offering for sale 
tickets for said lotteries or drawings, and 
makes it a misdemeanor for any person to 
buy, procure or purchase for himself a 
ticket for said lottery or drawing, punish- 
able by a fine.

good cutter. 

When it requires hours of labor to fix 
in some one’s mind the difference be- 
tween one-third and one-quarter of a 
size, how can such a one expect ‘to suc- 
ceed as a cutter? 

When a student is able to think quick- 
ly and clearly, we confidently expect 
him to become a skillful cutter, even 
though he cannot make a coat so wellas 
many others. The fact is that to be 
successful in garment cutting, as in any 
other trade or profession, a man must 
have brains, know how to use them and 
use them as he should.—Tailoring Jour- 
nal.

A PERILOUS VOYAGE. 


4 YOUNG WESTERN '- HUNTER’S 
THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 


Caught by a “Water Witch” and Carried 
Down Stream, Now Sinking, Now Rising, 
Until at Last a Friendly Root Inter- 
fered to Rescue Him from Death. 


“I had an encounter with a ‘water 
witch’ when I was in Utah,” remarked 
one of a party of young men who were 
seated round a small table the other 
avening (no matter where), telling tales 
of adventure by land and sea. In re- 
sponse to the general demand the speak- 
ar told this story: 

“In the month of July, a few years 
ago, I camped with a party from Salt 
Lake City on the banks of the Provo 
river. The Provo, as we used to say at 
school, rises amid the snow clad peaks 
of the Wasatch mountains, flows south, 
and empties into Utah lake. The track 
of a deer discovered one morning within 
the borders of the camp caused some 
axcitement among us. 

“The next day Mr. F. and Ishouldered 
our guns and went out to shoot the in- 
vader. Wecrossed the river bya bridge 
a few miles below camp and climbed a 
dold mountain wall. At the end of a 
long tramp I found myself on the oppo- 
site bank of the river about half a mile 
above our camp. I was alone, having 
separated from my companion early in 
the hunt. Iwas in a disgusted frame of 
mind. I had started the deer, had -an 
excellent shot and a touch of buck fever, 
although the deer was a doe, and had 
missed. 

“The way [had come looked long and 
hard, and I resolved to ford the river. 
At the time it was at full bank, deep and 
swift. I crossed one arm of the stream 
to a large island without difficulty, the 
water not coming above my knees. From 
this island the other branch of the river 
looked more uncertain.

Early in the twenties (1822) the Eng- 
lish whaler Cyprus, on her way home 
after an extended and successful cruise, 
and before starting on the then lonely 
and perilous passage around the Horn, 
called at Pitcairn island for fresh provi- 
sions and to recruit. Just at that time 
the island elders began to feel the want 
of a school teacher for the young com- 
munity fast growing up, and expressed 
their wishes to that effect to the captain 
of the Cyprus, who, without hesitation, 
willingly agreed to help them, if possi- 
ble. 

The result was that Buffett, then a 
young man on board, of fair education, 
was sounded, and he gladly fell in with 
the wishes of his captain and the com- 
munity, went ashore with all his belong- 
ings and thenceforward threw in his lot 
with the islanders. He was not long, 
however, a schoolmaster, as on the ad- 
vent of Mr. Nobbs, some few years later, 
a majority of the parents wished fora 
change, and of course Buffett had to ac- 
quiesce.

New Principles in Physics.

Five Members Who Had a Perfect Atten- 
dance—The Ward One Delegation Makes 
the Best Showing. 


There were 39 roll calls of the Council 
}of 1891 andon each of these occasions 
jexcept Sept. 7,a meeting was held. By 
agreement, on the date mentioned which 
was a holiday, no quorum was present. 

| The Council of 1890 held 40 meetings, 
| and the first Council 48. 

There were three meetings in each of 
these months, January, February, March, 
| April, May, June and July. In August 
|there were none. Four each in Septem- 
| ber, October, November and December, 
and one in January, 1892. 

Five of the 23 members had a perfect 
attendance, viz: Councilmen Bass and 
| Gray of Ward One, Councilman Warner of 
| Ward Three, Councilman Hammond of 
| Ward Four and Councilman Moxon of 
| Ward Six. 
| Councilman Newcomb missed his first 
| meeting in December because of sickness, 
in his third year of service. Councilman 
Roberts only missed one during the year. 

Those to miss but two were President 
Thompson, Councilman Pratt and Council- 
man Sherman. Messrs. Thompson and 
Sherman had a perfect attendance in 1890, 
and the former in 1889 also. 
| Four others were absent from but four 
meetings, Councilmen Bryant, Holden, 
Jones and Powers. 

Councilman Rinn missed five, Council- 
man Wilde six, Councilman Hayward 
seven and Councilman Fallon nine. 

Those to get into double figures were: 
Councilmen Little and Morton, ten each; 

Councilman Drake, eleven; and Council- 
man Duffield, who foots the list with 
twelve. 

By delegations the Ward One members 
| make the bast showing, the three Council- 

'men having a total of only 3 absent marks. 
The total for Ward Three was but 4; Ward 
Five, 6; Ward Six, 7; Ward Four, 22; and 
Ward Two, 30. The five members at large 
had a total of 20, of which ten were charge- 
able to one member.

Supreme Court Declares Him 
Governor of Connecticut. 


HIS DEMURRER SUSTAINED, 


A Lengthy Opinion in Which All Agree 
Who Dissents 
from Some Parts of It but Agrees in 


but Judge Carpenter, 


the Conclusion Reached. 


Hartrorp, Jan. 6.—The supreme court 
Unanimously sustains the demurrer of 
Governor Bulkeley, the hold-over gover- 
nor, in the quo warranto suit of Morris,the 
late Democratic candidate. The court says 
that the declaration of the result is an in- 
dispe nsible adjunct to the choice of gov- 
ernor, as it furnished the only authentic 
evidence of an election (Judge Morris has 
not been declared elected by the house), 
The court says the right to choose any 
state officer, unless the result of the choice 
can be published in some way soas to be 
obligatory on the whole state, would be no 
better than a mockery. It would be to 
give the form of a choice without the re- 
ality. The declaration is the only evi- 
dence by which the person elected can 
know that he is entitled to the office, or 
the previous incumbent know that his 
term has expired. 

The courts can take judicial notice of 
the fact of an election, but never the re- 
sult of an election or of who is elected 
until some declaration is made. The dec- 
laration is the only evidence by which the 
other departments of the government and 
the citizens generally 

Can Know Whom to Respect 

as such officer. And in order that a dec 
laration shall be made of the result of an 
election for governor in a way to be obli- 
gatory upon everybody the constitution 
has fixed the time and manner in which 
the general assembly shall make that dec- 
laration. Unless the declaration is made 
in the way so provided, the process of the 
election is not complete. It is found in 
the case that there has been no declara- 
tion by the general assembly that the re- 
lator had been elected governor, and it is 
not claimed that there has been any equiv- 
alent act by any other authority. 

It follows that the relator—whatever any 
future inquiry may show—cannot now be 
said to have been elected to the office of 
governor, and that the respondent re- 
mains de jure as well as the de facto 
governor of thestate. Itis therefore the 
duty of allcitizens, of the courts, of all 
departments of the state government and 
of both houses of the gensral assembly to 
respect and obey him accordingly. The 
court then proceeds to cnsider whether 
the present general assembly has power to 
declare the result of the election, and 
recognizes that the two houses are not in 
accord. It says: 

Wheneach house has epproved upon its 
journals a conclusion radically antagonistic to 
the conclusions of the other, upon the same 
subject, itcan only be regarded as aa an- 
nouncement that they are unable to agree. 

The court says, however, it is still possi- 
ble for 

Either Mouse or Both to Recede, 
and so the power of acting on the case is 
not yet lost by the general assembly. 

The lack of a law to determine such dis- 
putes is pointed out, and the fact that the 
general assembly is responsible for such 
lack, since the constitution directs it to 
make laws to that end. The court says in 
conclusion: 

The contention made in this case in behalf 
of the respondent is, that his tight to hold the 
office of governor continues till the title of a 
successor to that office is established. The 
converse of this is admitted: That if the title 
of the reiator to the office of governor is es- 
tablished, his right to hold the office would 
cease. It seems, then, that there can be no in- 
terference with the executive power in this 
case. Such arguments would come with great 
forceland present astrong case. But if the 
court was fully convinced by them, and even 
if it should decide that the present assembly 
was without power to make aay declaration of 
the election for governor for either of the rea- 
sons discussed, still judgment could not be 
rendered on this information. It does not con- 
tain 

The Necessary Averments. 

In point of form in the‘present action, it isthe 
right of the respondent to exercise the office 
of governor that is in question. But as the 
right of the respondent depends upon the elec- 
tion of the relator to that office, it is really 
the relator that ison trial. If the relator has 
been completely elected then the right of the 
respondent to hold the office is ended. If the 
relator has not been elected then the right of 
the respondent continues. The claim made 
in behalf of the relator is that he ought to 
have been declared elected by the general as- 
sembly, because,as appears by the returns 
from the presiding officers, he received a 
majority of all the votes cast for governor. 
And as the assembly did not do so the court 
ought now to declare him elected or to regard 
him as having been elected by such apparent 
majority. 

This claim admits that if the general assem- 
bly had declared the relator elected upon the 
returns the declaration would give him only a 
prima facie title to the office, and that if in- 
ducted into it upon such declaration, he might 
be ousted therefrom upon its being shown 
that he did not in fact have the real majority 
of votes cast for governor. If the court should 
declare the relator elected upon the same re- 
turns, it could give him no stronger title to the 
office than a declaration by the general 
assembly. 

He Could Still Be Ousted 
upon a proper proceeding. It would be un- 
seemly for the court to occupy itself in put- 
ting the relator into the office of governor if 
by any possibility it might happen that the 
court would be required to remove him from 
that office as soon as he began to exercise it. 

The writ of quo warranto is the formof 
action specially adapted to try the right to an 
office. But it tries only the real title. It can 
never be used to try an apparent title. It gives 
judgment on that title alone which cannot be 
afterward called in question. The informa- 
tion does not allege that the relator had the 
majority of all the votes, but only the major- 
ity as it appears by the returns of the presid- 
ing officers; while the other parts of the infor- 
mation show that such apparent majority is 
in dispute. Nor does,the information contain 
any allegation that ihe general assembly had 
become unable to decide upon the relator's 
right tothe office he claims. 

If the relator shall hereafter, by an amend- 
ment of the present information, or by a new 
one, allege that he received @ majority of all 
yotes lawfully cast for governor on the 4th day 
of November, 1890, and it shall also appear 
from the facts therein stated that the general 
assembly is without the power to make any 
declaration in respect to the election for 
governor, a case would be presented of which 
the superior court might take jurisdiction. 
The superior court is advised that the in- 
formation is insufficient and to sustain the de- 
murrer. ‘

Uncle Sam's New Postals. 


Uncle Sam’s new postal cards, the 
creation of Mr. Wauamaker, P. M. G., 
have been placed on sale throughout the 
country. They come in two styles, and in 
the post office department they will be 
known as ‘‘Class A’’ and ‘Class C.” 
‘“* Class B”’ is the old card that has been in 
use since 1873. By the general public the 
new cards will doubtless be known as the 
** ladies’ card”’ and the ** big card.” 

The ‘ladies’ card”? is pearl grey in 
color. It measures 45-8 inches in length 
and is 2 15-16 inchee wide. Itis a quarter 
of an inch shorter than the old style card 
and one-sixteenth of an inch narrower. 

The arrangement of the inscriptions on 
the new cards is entirely different from 
that on the old. ‘The medallion appears in 
the right-hand corner, instead of the 
centre, and the face is that of General 
Grant. The printing on the “ ladies’ 
card”’ is done in an ultra marine blue. 

Card A, the ** big card,’’ measures 6 1-3 
inches in length and 3 3-4 inches in, width. 
[t is an inch longer than the ordinary card 
and three-quarters of an inch wider. In 
color it closely resembles ordinary manila 
wrapping-paper.

The Two Hands. 

It isremarkable that with the major- 
ity of people the neglected left hand is 
not in mere strength inferior to the 
right.

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TROOPS CALLED OUT 


To Quell a County Seat War 
in Kansas. 


MOB “ LAYS” FOR A JUDGE. 


Sheriff and Posse Ran Into an Ambush 
and Two Men are Killed—Feud Begun 
in 1888 Attended with Much Blood- 
shed, with More to Follow. 


ARKALON, Kan., Jan. 6.—The county 
seat war in Seward and Stevens counties 
hastakena new turn. Judge Botkin of 
Seward county was to hold court at 
Springfield yesterday. Seward county, 
before its organization, was part of 
Stevens county. There is a county seat 
war on between Springfield and Arkalon. 
A mob composed of the old Seward faction 
were determined Botkin should not hold 
court at Springfield. 

The sheriff and posse were on their way 
to escort the judge to the court. When 
near the judge’s house they ran into an 
ambush, and Sheriff Dunn was killed. 

A Mrs. Larabee ran to Judge Botkin 
and told him of his danger. He fled over to 
Arkalon with his family. He has taken 
refuge in a house, and his friends are 

Holding the Mob at Bay. 
His friends are calling on all the able- 
bodied, law-abiding citizens throughout 
the county to rally to his support. Judge 
Botkin has sent the following letter to 
Governor Humphrey at Topeka: 
ARKALON, Jan. 5, 1882. 

The plot to kill me was sprung here this 
morning. A mob of twenty or thirty Woods- 
dale men and about eight Springfield men laid 
their plans to kill me from an anrbush on my 
road to court this morning at Springfield. One 
of the men gave itaway. At 3 o'clock this 
morning Sheriff Dunn and six deputies started 
out to scent the proposed scene of ambush. 
They ran into ambush themselves at daylight, 
and Sheriff Dunn and Sheriff-elect Roy Guy- 
man were killed.and Deputy Sheriff Sid Nixon 
is at this moment, :1 a. m., missing. 

The other three deputies made their escape. 
A. A. Kilgore and 8.0. Aubrey of Woods- 
dale, and C. L. Calvert, J. F. Vanvorhees and 
B. Orner, city marshal of Springfield, were 
planners. The mob is now in possessionof 
Springfield awaiting my arrival. 

I have just arrived at Arkalon. These out- 
laws, under the disguise of the Citizens’ Alli- 
ance of Woodsdale and Springfield, should be 
hunted down, but the civil authorities of the 
county are now powerless, as we have no 
sheriff. Please advise me. I will remain here 
until I hear. Borkin. 

War of Long Standing. 

Since July, 1888, there has been turmoil 
in thiscounty. The county seat contest 
between Woodsdale and Hugorot cnl- 
minated then in the massacre of Sheriff 
Cross and his deputies by Sam Robinson 
and his gang of twenty-seven from Hugo- 
not. 

There was an abatement of the killing 
then, until June 23 last, when James 
Brennan of Richfield, Morton county, shot 
and killed Sam Wood of Woodsdale, the 
acknowledged leader of the Woodsdale 
faction. 

This killing occurred in front of the 
little church in Hugoton, Judge Theodu- 
sis Botkin having converted the church 
into a court room, where the June term of 
the Stevens county district court was 
being held. 

Brennan was arrested, and after two at- 
tempts to give hima trial on the charge 
of murder he was taken back to the jailat 
Hutchinson to await the third and last at- 
tempt to secure a jury. 

This month, since Wood's death, hostili- 
ties have ceased in Hugoton, and now ap- 
parently have been transferred over the 
boundary line in Seward county,which has 
been peaceful heretofore, although it has 
always been acknowledged that Spring- 
field, the county seat of Seward, has been 
in sympathy with Woodsdale, and Arka- 
lon, the prospective county seat, in sym- 
pathy with Hugoton. 

Troops Ordered Out. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 6.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Roberts received a telegram from 
Governor Humphrey ordering him to dis- 
patch a company of troops at once to the 
scene of the troubles, and be ready to call 
out a larger force should more be wanted. 
The governor told General Roberts to act 
judiciously, but decisively. 


Administrationists Won. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The only election 
in which the Republicans of the District 
of Columbia participate occurred yester- 
day, and was the culmination of a hot 
campaign. It was for the selection of 
delegates to a convention at which two 
delegates to the national Republican con- 
vention are to be chosen. The Chase, or 
administration faction, carried sixteen 
out of twenty-two districts. 


Railway Wreck at Providence. 

PROVIDENCE, Jan. 6.—A special freight 
train on the New York and New England 
road broke apart at Cranston street bridge 
last night and ran to Broadway bridgc, 
Olneyville, wherea number of cars left the 
track. The cars were splintered up con- 
siderably. No one was injured. 


“Boxed"’ a Little Too Hard.

Department 
recommendations can be called to your 
attention in a later messi if necessary, 
with such endorsement orcriticism as they 
suggest. ‘This separates more 
the views of the departments, and gives to 
both greater emphasis and responsibility. 
It requires the chosen representative of 
the people, as his first duty, tossubmit to 
you their opinion, indicated by their votes, 
upon such public within your 
jurisdiction as demand your attention. So 
will elections mean a choice between prin- 
ciples and measures rather than betwcen 
men. 

The close dependence of the people upon 
their state government, the great and im- 
mediate control it exercises over them and 
their liberty, property and welfare, make 
the duty imperative of keeping that gov- 
ernment eflicient and responsible in its 
work, and of changes 
or reforms necessary to this end. 
With the tendency each year to in- 
crease its duties and to multiply its 
subjects, and thus to enlarge i power 
over public and individual interests, the 
greater is the necessity that power 
should be festrained by such official re- 
sponsibility as will keep it well within the 
control of the people, and make every ad- 
ministrative officer answerable to them, 
“The first requisite of efficient adminis- 
tration,” says an experienced writer, “is 
power and responsibility to a constituency 
which can readily call it to account.” 
Machinery of government, which worked 
easily and well when its duties were com- 
paratively few and simple, may be too 
cumbersome to meet its many and compli- 
cated duties of later days, and entirely in- 
adequate to bring the government, now 
more and more felt by the people, within 
their control. Faithful and efficient 
vice may make a bad system work well, or 
mitigate its lack of responsibility; but 
sound administration cannot permanently 
be had under such conditions, nor until 
the system itself is changed and corrected. 

In my judgment the time come 
when the. attention of the lature 
should be directed to the exec > branch 
of our government, to the at increase 
ofits duties, the lack of uniformity or 
system in the organization created for 
their discharge, and its entire f 
responsibility, except in the hig 
ter and conscientious service 
its various departments.

our constitutional government, 
sary for an intelligent consideration of 
this matter. For years after the 
adoption of our constitution in 1780 there 
were few administrative offices to be ap- 
pointed or supervised by the governor. 
While the constitution definitely fixed the 
appointment and tenure of judicial and 
military officers, it left to the legislature 
the power “to provide by fixed laws for 
the naming and settling all civil officers 
within the commonwealth,the election and 
constitution of whom are not in this form 
of government otherwise provided for, and 
to set forth the several duties, powers and 
limits of the several military officers of 
the commonwealth.” It was not then 
foreseen, nor has it been at any time since, 
how great would be the growth of execu- 
tive work, and how varied and intricate 
the subiects of public and private interest 
with which it would deal. Consequently, 
neither by the constitution or by any leg- 
islative act, has there been established any 
uniform system; but, as the exigency of 
the moment demanded, an office has been 
created,apparently without much thought 
of its relation to the executive machinery 
already or thereafter to be established. As 
in the multiplicity of laws it becomes im- 
perative at last to codify and systematize 
them, soin the multiplicity of offices the 
same necessity may exist. 

The growth of the commonwealth, the} 
creation and increase of her penal, re- 
formatory and charitable institutions and 
of new subjects of public supervision} 
or control, have compelled the legislature, 
under the authority conferred upon it, to 
establish numerous offices and depart- 
ments as the necessary machinery for the 
administration of this work. Most of these | 
are of comparatively recent date, created 
with little regard to uniformity of gov-| 
ernment or direct responsibility. There are

This 
tenure is fixed by law, and gives the occu- 
pant a right to hold for its full 
term, inthe absence of express statute 
provision for removal. In many of the 


statutes there is nu such provision, and 
where it exists there is no uniformity. 
Members of four commissions and the 
medical examiners can be removed for 
suflicient cause by the governor, with the 
consent of the council; members of eleven 
can be removed with 
or without cause by the governor, but 
only with the same consent. Only eight 
ofticers, outside of the district police, can 
be removed by the governor alone, upon 
his own responsibility. Thatis the extent 
of his effective and responsible executive 
control. Five boards of trustees are re- 
movable “for sufficient cause,” but with- 
out any provision 
As to Who Shall Exercise This Power. 
Of the remaining administrative boards 
and officers appointed for a fixed term, in- 
cluding the boards of lunacy and charity, 
of health, of education, of prisons, the 
state members of the board of agriculture, 
and other officers holding important pub- 
lic trusts, there is no power of removal in 
y, except by the cumbrous machin- 
ery of impeachment. More than 120 im- 
portant executive officers are thus,duringa 
tenure of office varying from three to eight 
years, beyond the reach and control of any 
executive power. All of these officers per- 
form public duties, expend public money 
and adn ter public trusts, In some 
way they should be made responsible to 
the people. Otherwise there is danger of 
friction and conflict. Arbitrary acts can- 
not be controlled, misconduct cannot be 
punished, nor can anyone be held directly 
end properly responsible forofficial action. 
\s an illustration of our irresponsible

Method of Prison Management. 
At present the warden in charge of the

All must agree that the safe and Demo- 
cratic form of government is to make these

This isin accord 
with the constitutional intent, as ex- 
pressed in the declaration of rights, that 
“All power residing originally in 
the people, and being derived from 
them, the several magistrates and officer 
of government, vested with authority, 


whether legislative, executive or judicial, 
are their substitutes and agents, and are 
at all times accountable to them.”

In giving to the legisla- 
ture authority to create administrative 
offices, and to fix their tenure, duties and 
powers, the constitution contemplated 
that such authority would be exercised 
with due observance of its injunction to 
make such officers accountable to the 
people, and to preserve to the people their 
power over them. 
How Can This Best Be Done? 

It is not practicable to elect them. They 
must be appointed; and, to be responsible 
to the people, they should be under the 
control of the elected servants of the peo- 
ple. They cannot be made responsible 
directly to the legislature, for that is ex- 
pressly forbidden by the constitutioa. The 
legislature which created the office, can 
abolish it; but responsibility dependent 
upon such remedy involves destruction of 
the administrative machinery whenever a 
particular administrator is inefficient or 
unfaithful. There remains only its power 
of impeachment, restricted to cases of 
“misconduct and maladministration in 
office.’ This involves trial and conviction 
formal charges, and requires so 
much time and effort that it cannot be an 
effective and constant means of making 
administrators responsible to the people. 

The power of removal, as a necessity for 
responsible control, must then be vested 
in the executive department; and I sub- 
mit that it can best be vested in the head 
of that department. Our constitution, in 
creating his office, declaredthat he “shall 
be a supreme executive magistrate:” and, 
further, “‘that he should in all cases act 
with freedom for the benefit of the pub- 
lic.” It nowhere limits his executive 
supervision of executive work, nor sug- 
gests that his direct and immediate re. 
sponsibility to the people should be les- 
sened by statutory creation of depart- 
ments, boards and offices beyond his con- 
trol. If they are not within his control 
they are beyond that of the people. 

Provisions much like ours in the con- 
stitution of Pennsylvania have been con- 
strued by her supreme court as vesting in 
the governor the absolute power of re- 
moval. In its decision the courtsays: “The

pended. He is at all times authorized to 
exercise ‘the supreme executive power. 
The fact that an officer may be removed by 
the dilatory process of impeachment cre- 
ates no argument against the summary 
power of removal by the governor. Crime, 
imbecility or gross neglect of duty, may 
demand that an officer shall be removed 
at once. The power to protect the people 
of the commonwealth by prompt action is 
wisely given to the governor. In giving 
ronstruction tothe constitution, we can- 
not assume that he will abuse that high 
trust.” 

Our constitution, framed and adopted in 
the midst of war, when military powers 
were uppermost in the minds of the peo- 
ple, and remaining unchanged In this Te- 
spect through wars and rebellions within 
and without the commonwealth, gives to 
the governor at such times power almost 
autocratic. The exercise of this power by 
a governor accountable to the people has 
been ever—but especially during the civil 
war, by ‘the great Andrew—eflicient, re- 
sponsible, and to their entire satisfaction. 
It is hardly conceivable that the constitu- 
tion intended that the governor, thus 
trusted with great responsibility and 
power in time of danger, should in civil 
administration have but little power, and 
be inname only the “supreme executive 
magistrate.” 

Ta appointments to office there may well 

confirming power. It is approved by 
experience of more than a century in 
..vonal and state government; it affords 
an opportunity to correct mistakes, and to 
defeat any improper or personal influen- 
ces governing an appointment; but it still 
leaves to the executive a field for selection 
practically unlimited. If not abused and 
made a power to dictate, it does not in- 
fringe upon executive responsibility. 
Whether this power can better be ex- 
ercised by the senate, as in the national 
government and in many states, or by the 
council, Coes not seem to me of the great- 
est importance; nor does the question 
wheher the council itself shall remain or 
be avolished, although in but three of our 
fortr-four states is there an elected execu- 
tivecounrcil. 

But whether power to remove shall be 
shared br the council is of great import- 
ance, anl vitally affects executive re- 
sporsibilty. This power is necessary for 
proyer executive control. If not entrusted 
to ore abne, either its efficiency is lost, or 
greatly inpaired by divided responsibility. 
Suck diided responsibility, or no re- 
sponsibilty, is the system of executive 
managenent established in this common- 
wealth molly by statute law, mostly of 
recentenctment. Experience has shown 
as practial results of such a system:— 

First—Tat neither the governor nor the 
people thrugh him have any adequate power 
over the executive departments, of which he is 
the head, ht his power is practically limited

It is equally clear that such responsibil- 
ity cannot be exacted without the grant of 
corresponding power. * * * It may be 
said that it is dangerous to clothe him 
with so much authority. The answer 15 
thatsuch powermust be lodged somewhere 
if good government is to be attained, and 
wherever placed it is essentially executive 
in its pature. The mayoris the chief ex- 
ecutive of the city, and therefore he is the 
proper officer to exercise it.

The same phrase and the same silence| 
are found in the constitution our com-| 
monwealth. The first congress, in estab- 
lishing executive departments, expressly 
conferred the power of removal upon the 
president. In the debate upon that ques- 
tion, Madison, one of the framers and ex- 
pounders of the national constitution, 
declared its purpose as follows: “It is 
evidently the intention of the constitution 
that the 
First Magistrate Should Be Responsible 
for the executive department. So far, 
therefore, as we do not make the officers 
who are to aid him in the duties of that 
department responsible to him, he is not 
responsible to his country.” The act con- 
ferring this power was carried in the 
senate by the casting vote of Vice-Presi-

dent Adams, who gave at length his 
reasons for his vote. Speuking o 
hese, his grandson, Charles Fran-

It is far easier and more agreeable for a 


public officer to have less rather than 
greater responsibility; and the exercise of 
power over oflices is the most irksome part 
of executive duty. Such power, I repeat, 
“makes any man conservative; its selfish 
use for patronage only is fortunately sure 
to be both disagreeable and destructive.” 
Iam confident that you will receive this 
recommendation in the spirit in which it 
is offered, and, seeking only the public 
good, will give to it your careful consider- 
ation. 
Executive Boards and Officers. 

Again I call the attention of the legisla- 
ture to the subject of executive boardsand 
offices, in the firm belief that some steps 
can be taken tending to simplify the work. 
In its consideration you will have before 
you the report of the special committee of 
the last legislature, which has made an in- 
vestigation of the matter during the re- 
cess. Apparently in the past some boards 
and offices have been created to meet an 
exigency of the moment, without due 
thought of their proper relation to exist- 
ing administrative machinery, or to the 
question whether or not it could do the 
new work; and there never has_ been, I be- 
lieve,a comprehensive consideration of 
this machinery as a whole, with a view to 
reduce it to a system, with proper depen- 
dence, responsibility and harmony between 
its separate parts. 


I do not beiieve that the mere consolida- 
tion of boards and offices, having distinct 
fields of work without necessary depend- 
ence on each other, is any gain. This was 
tried without success with the boards of 
health, and of lunacy and charity. But 
greater efficiency and economy can be had 
by the abolition of some unnecessary 
Offices, where the transfer of their duties 
can be made to some other authority as 
well or better fitted to do the work. With- 
out attempting to coverthe field or to out- 
linean administrative system, I call to 
your attention some instances where such 
changes, in my judgment, can properly be 
made.

AN INVESTIGATION BEGUN 


Concerning the Assault on the Balti- 
more’s Sailors at Valparaiso. 

VALLEJO, Cal., Jan. 8.—The investiga- 
tion into the assault of the Baltimore sait- 
ors at Valparaiso began yesterday at 
Mare Island in the presence of Judge Ad- 
vocate General Remy, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Gartier and United States 
Commissioner Hanley. 

John W. Talbot, apprentice on the Bal- 
timore, was the first witness. He was one 
ofthe liberty party Sept. 18. He stated 
that C. W. Riggin, the boatswain’s mate, 
one of the killed, was with him during the 
afternoon. About3o'clock they went to 
gether in a saloon called the “Shakes 
peare” in the southern part of the town. 
The proprietor ordered them out, declar- 
ing that a mobof disbanded sailors and 
soldiers were preparing to attack the Bak 
more’s men and he did not want any trou- 
ble in his place 

Riggin and Talbot left the place and 
went to the “True Blue” saloon. ‘About 
4o’clock, coming out,’”’ said witness, “I 
saw Riggin being threatened by the Cauil- 
jan sailors, in man-of-war uniform. Irn 
across and tried to separate them. One 
of the Chilians spat in my faze, and I 
knocked him down. Instantly a crowd of 
over 100 people appeared in the street, and 
we jumped on a passing car. ‘The mob 
followed and stoned the car and we were 
instantly surrounded. I saw Riggin fall 
and tried to reach him, but was stabbed 
inthe back and turned to run. After 
going afew blecks I turned into a door- 
way and was again stabbed in the back. I 
got in, however, got into a corner and de- 
ed myself with a chair. 

“The mob followed me, and a Chilian 
sailor ina man-of-war uniform stabbed me 
again ‘The bartender finally put them 
outand barricaded the door. The mob 
clamored outside for admittance, and after 
an hour a policeman arrested me and took 
me to jail guised me so they would 
not notice that I was an American sailor.

On the identical spot where King Sol. 
omon procured “‘golddust, peacocks and 
monkeys,” a syndicate with $5,090 000 
capital stock issued and a ten stamp 
mill erected, has just pounded out $55. 
000. Mount Ophir, of scriptural ro. 
nown, is close by. The old rocks, which 
were too low grade for King Solomon’s 
reduction processes, are being ground 
up and they average half an ounce to 
the ton. This gold field of Solomon’, 
which has been idle all of the centurieg 
nntil now, is on the Malay peninsula. 

The people who have gone in to de. 
velop it have had to cut seven miles of 
road through the jungle and clear sixty 
miles of river. They are just beginning 
to realize on their investment, The 
company with the big capital has a eon. 
cession on twenty square miles of this 
gold field. The formation is black 
slate. A shaft sank 100 feet on the lode 
has uncovered enough ore to keep the 
mill going a year. The ore will yielg 
two ounces to the ton. In one place on 
the concession there is a hill 250 feet 
high and half a mile long. 

The company has tunneled into this 
hill about half way from the bottom ang 
found ore ranging from seven penny- 
weights to seven ounces of gold. The 
reef varies in width from two to nine 
feet. Even the loose rocks scattered 
about on the hillside yield half an ounce 
of gold tothe ton. The superintendent 
said to the American consul recently: 
“I did not think there was anything of 
this kind so extensive in the world, 
Wherever you try you find gold.” Raub 
is the modern name of the ancient el do- 
rado.—Wilmington Letter. 


A Remarkable Stone Thrower. 

It is supposed that we have no men 
nowadays who could compete on even 
terms with the old archers. A man 
named Uri Bailey recently died in Penn- 
sylvania who was worthy of a place with 
the old time soldiers. His skill in throw- 
ing stones was said to be marvelous. He 
was mentally deficient, but a giant phys- 
ically. His aim with stones at any mark 


or game was as unerring as that of the 
most skillful handler of the rifle. He 


annually bagged scores of small game— 
pheasants, rabbits, quails and squirrels, 
which he killed with stones. 

He could kill a bird on the wing or a 
rabbit at full speed almost as easily as 
he could kill it at rest. He had a large 
leather pouch attached to one side of his 
coat, in which he on all occasions car- 
ried a good supply of carefully selected 
stones. An exhibition of his skill, which 
was always a favorite with him, was to 
set up a scythe blade, edge toward him, 
and at the distance of 100 feet cut 
apples in halves by throwing them 
against the edge of the blade. 

He could almost exactly halve two 
out of every three apples he threw. 
Rabin Hood’s great feat of skill was to 
setup a peeled sapling at « considerat 
distance and split it with an arrow. We 
do not see that this is more difficult than 
splitting the apple on the scythe blade.

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ACCIDENT iNSURANCE. 


The Supreme Court Fails to Affirm Com- 
missioner Merrill's Ruling. 


Bostoy, Jan. 9.—The full bench of the | 
supreme court gives an opinion, refusing 
to agree with Insurance Commissioner 
Merrill in his recently expressed views on 
accident insurance. The Employers’ Liabil- 
ity Assurance company has recently is- | 
sued policies insuring employers against | 
liabilities for accidents to persons using 
their elevators, accidental personal in- | 
juries caused in any way by the employer 
er his ovmm workmen, and injuries caused 
by the horses or vehicles of the insured. 
Commissioner Merrill thought this illegal. 
An appeal to the supreme court results in 
the following decision: } 

The supreme court sees nothing in the insur- | 
ance act of 1877 or its amendments to warrant | 
depriving citizens of any useful form of insur- | 
ance because it is newly devised or offered by 
gncompanies. The court holds that the 
ature has, by its granting of charters in 
certain cases, considered at least one of the 
classes objected to as belonging to the accident | 
insurance type. | 

The court holds that no distinction be- 
tween these policies can be made and gives | 
its opinion as follows: 

Inouropinion all of them are legitimate 
varieties of accident insurance, and may 
be lawfully issued by the petitioner and 
by any company formed under the 
statute of 1887, chap. 214, sec. 20, cl.5. 
The fact that the petitioner has issued them | 
isnocause for the revocation of its license. 
The petitioner is entitled to adecree declaring 
that the policies mentioned in the de- 
fendant’s notice are not in violntion of law. 


MAY HAVE BEEN MURDERED. 


Suspicious Circumstances Connected with | 
the Death of Daniel McCarthy. 

WOBURN, Mass., Jan. 9.—A serious as- 
pect has been assumed in the case of Dan- 
iel McCarthy, who was found burned toa 
crisp at his .home Thursday evening. 
There are reasons for believing that he | 
was foully dealt with, and that his house | 
was set on fire for the purpose of destroy- 
ing the evidences of the crime. An axe | 
was found near where the body lay. i 

It was well known that McCarthy was | 
the possessor ofsome money besides own- 
ing his own home, and it was generally 
supposed by those who knew him that he| 
usually had money in the house. Chief 
Engineer Ferrin was inclined to the belief 
that McCarthy was trying out lard in his | 
kitchen, he having had a pig killed the| 
day before, and that the fat had boiled 
over and caused the fire and McCarthy’s 
death before he could escape from the | 
house. 

He was horribly burned and blackened, 
and no examination for marks of violence | 
has yet been made. Chief Ferrin and Chief 
of Police McIntosh have talked the matter 
over and are led to think that he may have | 
been murdered. 


WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW. 


Priee of Cotton the Lowest for Forty | 
Years—Other Business is Fair. 

New York Tan. 9.—The first’ week of 
the uew year has been marked by an im- | 
portant decline in the prices of wheat and | 
cotton, which have been held of late a lit- 
tle too high for foreign estimates, Cotton 
has dropped to the lowest price since early | 
in 1849, viz., 7.44 cents for middling up- 
lands. Receipts at the south continue 
greater than last year,and though exports 
are also greater, the stock accumulated 
and largely carried by banks at various 
points has a depressing influence. This 
affects trade throughout the southwest. 

At Nashville trade is only fair, though 
money is easier. At Little Rock trade is 
dull; Galveston very conservative, with 
failures much exceeding those of last year. 
At Savannah trade is quiet. New Orleans 
banks are easier. ‘lhe demand for sugar 
and rice is strong and active, at slightly 
better prices, 

Trade in other parts of the country is 
fair for the season. Boston business is bet- 
ter insome lines, with considerable ac- 
tivity in dry goods,new goods being opened 
and selling freely.

side of the shaft. The cage was blown 
through the roof of the tower and fifty feet 
into the air. 

A tongue of flame shot up the shaft and 
above the ground fully 100 feet, which was 
followed by a terrific report which 

Was Heard for Miles Around, 

and shook all the neighboring country so 
violently that people in the surrounding 
towns, four and five miles away, thought 
an earthquake was shaking the ground. 
The men already above ground were 
prostrated by the force of the explosion, 
but did not receive severe injuries. The 
scenes about the mouth of the shaft, im- 
mediately following, were fearful in the 
extreme. Weeping wives, mothers and 
sisters flocked to the scene from the vil- 
lages, their faces blanched with dread, and 
many hysterical tothe, pcint of insan- 
ity. 

The air shaft was the way of escape for 
the entombed miners. Many of the miners 
were able to make their way out, and were 
warmly welcomed by their friends. The 
injured were quickly taker to places of 
shelter and were tenderly cared for. 

Awlul Suffering of Survivors. 

One man witha broken leg climbed all 
the distance of 400 feet through the air 
he reached 
the surface. Others, who were terribly 
burned, labored painfully up the ladder, 


| Strips of flesh falling from their handsand 


arms as they grasped the rangs. Itic he- 
lieved fully one-haic of the entombed 
miners escaped by theair shaft, though 
many of them received mortal injuries. 

The news of the disaster spread quickly 
through the villages surrounding Krebs. 
Every physician at once hastened to 
Krebs. Hundreds of miners from the 
Braidwood and McAllister fields also-hur- 
ried to the scene. 

The Work of Rescue 

was begun at once and his continued ever 
since. The work was terribly hazardous. 
The explosion entirely changed the topog- 
raphy of the mine. Many tunnels were 
closed entirely and big loose boulders 
were balanced perilously on shelves of 
rock adjoining the air shaft and the main 
shaft, which a breath of air might hurl 
down upon the rescuers. 

The rescuers have recovered about forty 
bodies. The rescuers worked at both the 
air and main shafts. Those identified 


| were immediately carried away by rela- 


tives or friends, 
A Ray of Hope. 

The rescuers can hear taint knockings 
and far-offjshoutings. They are digging 
in the direction whence the sounds come 
and hope to rescue some of the men alive.

AN HONORED OLD VETERAN. 


Death of Admiral Rodgers, Who Served 
His Country Long and Faithfully. 


WASHINGToN, Jan. 9.—Rear Admiral C. 
R. P. Rodgers, U. S. N., (retired) died last 
evening. 

The admiral had been in constantly fail 
ing health for some years, his principal 
trouble being heart disease. On Christ- 
mas day he had an attack of indigestion 
which prostrated him very much. The 
action of the heart began to fail and from 
that time he was kept alive only by the 
use of powerful stimulants. He contin- 
| ned to grow weaker, his heart’s action be- 
coming more and more irregular and 
feeble. Early yesterday morning he ral- 
lied slightly, called for the morning paper 
and looked at the headlines, but he soon 
began to sink and passed away shortly af- 
|ter 6o’clock last evening. At intervals 
| during the day he gave evidence of being 
}conscious of what was passing around 
him, recognizing the members of his fam- 
ily and his physician. 

Christropher Raymond Perry Rodgers, a 
son of Commodore G. W. Rodgers, was 
| born in Brooklyn, Nov. 14, 1819. He was 

appointed midshipman: in 1833, and was 
| actively engaged in the Seminole war. He 
| was promoted to be lieutenant in 1844, was 
engaged in blockading the coast of Mexico 
in 1847, and took part in the siege of Vera 
Cruz. He was commissioned commander 
| in 1861; served as fleet captain of Rear Ad- 
miral Dupont’s fleet at the battle of Port 
Royal, and commanded the naval forces in 
the trenches at the capture of Fort Pulaski. 
He was fleet captain in the attack of April 
| 7, 1863, on the defenses of Charleston. He 
was commissioned captain in 1866, became 
| commodore in 1870; was afterward chief of 
' the bureau of yards and docks, and was in 
| 1874 made rear admiral and superintend- 
ent of the naval academy. In 1878-80 he 
commanded the naval forces of the Pacific. 
In November, 1881, he was placed on the 
retired list.

Noted Women of the Civil War. 

To many women and to very many men 
since the war the name of Mother Bicker- 
dyke has been the name of the modern Ma- 
donna, the mother of man, the woman 
whose breast has pillowed more stricken 
heads and closed more dying eyes than any 
other in all the world, perhaps. When 
Mother Bickerdyke reigned in her big hos- 
pital kitchen at Chattanooga she made 
frequent visits in an army wagon drawn 
by 1aules to the country homes and farms 
across the mountains, over terribly rough 
| roads and through deep mud, to gather in 
yations for “her boys.” 

During the cold winter her hospital boys 
did very well, but in March, as storms 
drenched the trees and earth about the 
camp, they sickened and many died. Some 
were furloughed and sent north, but many 
were left behind. Eighty thousand Union 
soldiers had tramped over the Tennessee 
mountains, but only a few remained ex- 
cept the wounded and sick. Mother Bick- 
erdyke took to Huntsville all who were left, 
and she had charge of the large military 
hospital. But scurvy followed the dread- 
ful privations of winter, and nothing could 
save them except vegetables, fruits or 
pickles. 

Mrs. Porter took charge of the boys and 
“the mother” started out for supplies. She 
spoke in public halls and churches, with 
appeals for her “dying boys.”’ She received 
gifts of dried fruits in Nashville; the little 
children sent her barrels of potatoes and 
the aid societies gave her jellies and canned 
goods. She stopped at the capital on her 
way north, spending a week with friends 
and begging vigorously. 

One day, while General Grant was in 
Washington on business with the presi- 
dent, he was driving with some gentleman 
on Pennsylvania avenue when he saw just 
in front of the horses, in the street, asunny 
faced woraan waving both hands and call- 
ing at the top of her voice: ‘General! I 
say, general!’’ 

The horses were pulled up suddenly. 
The gentleman who was driving said hur- 
riedly: 

“Who in thunder is that?” 

But before the words left his lips the 
general, with a smile, leaned out, exclaim- 
ing: 

“Why, Mother Bickerdyke! How came 
you here? I left you with the Army of 
the Tennessee! What do you want?” 

“Pickles!” 

“Pickles!” repeated the general. 

“Yes, sir, pickles! My boys and your boys 
are dying for pickles, and you’re just the 
man I want today! We need 500 barrels 
shipped south this minute!” 

“All right, mother!’ responded General 
Grant. ‘Pickles you shallhave, and right 
away too. Go back to the boys; they need 
you!” 

“Thank you, general. I’ll be there. I’va 
had a blessed trip! Fruit, vegetables and 
now pickles. God bless you, general!” 

With a wave of her hand, a toss of her 
head and the kind of smile that went 
throu.zh the hearts of her sick and dying 
boys, she turned away, satisfied with ‘ther 
general.” 

The gentleman from the state depart- 
me nt who rode beside him that day laughed 
at the whole affair. General Grant simply 
seid: “It’s no laughing matter. When 
Mother Bickerdyke wants anything it has 
to be found, and that, too, in a hurry.

Set 
bowls, with hot and cold water are very 
convenient many times, but it isa question 
‘whether they should be introduced into 
imy sleeping rooms, and they certainly 
sshould not be, unless the connections and 
the work of the plumbers are such that 
under no possible circumstances can there 
be danger to health. The momentary con- 


veniemce is poor recompense for the death 


or the serious sickness ofa beloved mem- 
er of the family.—Good Housekeeping.

It is well for the present to use the bal- 
loon as a supplementary sustaining instru- 
ment; bat let us always keep in mind that 
we shall thank it as soon as possible for its 
services and show it the door.

Water Supplies. 

Mayor Gurney, of Newburyport, ex- 
pressed the opinion in his inaugural that 
the water company of that city is a 
‘“‘ grasping monopoly.”’ 

The shortest way out of the difficulty is 
to obtain control of the water works 
through the authorized legal channels 
and thus break the monopoly. In that 
connection we wish to call attention to 
the remarks of another, Mayor Hayes, of 
Lynn, who also considered the water 
question from a financial standpoint. 
Said he: 

“In the thirty-five cities in the United 
States which own their own water sup- 
plies the total cost of all the works has 
been upwards of $185,000,000. The annual 
receipts from these water works are up- 
wards of $13,000,000. The cost of main- 
tenance is something less than $4,000,000. 
Deducting the cost of maintaining the 
public water works in the country from 
the amount of annual rates received, and 
there remains a balance sufficient to pay 
more than 5 per cent. income or interest 
on the cost of the works, 


** In financial circles water bonds are 
considered the next best investment to 
United States government bonds. They 
would probably not average to bear a rate 
of interest to exceed 4 per cent.”’ 

Figures like these are reassuring to the 
timid man who fears that the city would 
get “‘terribly stuck’’ if she should invest 
in water.—Cape Ann Breeze.

HATRED FOR EUROPE 


Making the Situation Danger- 
ous Thrughout Persia. 


RUSSIAN PEASANTS ARMING 


—_—- 


One of the Richest Provinces Famine- 
Stricken—Dynamite Plotters in Court. 
Egypt's New Ruler Said to Be Strongly 
Biased Against the English. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—Advices from Teheran 
state that the situation is dangerous. The 
shah and his ministers were in council all 
night, discussing how to placate the 
people, who are excited to a degree not be- 
fore known in Teheran during the reign of 
the present shah. The rage of the multi- 
tude against i.e tobacco monopoly has 
been merged in a fanatical hatred of 
everything and anything European, the 
Russians excepted, and there are loud 
murmnrs for an appeal to Russia to take 
the country under its protection. 

Itis this that alarms the shah more 
than any other cause, and he is willing to 
temporize with the rioters sooner than 
promote a conflict that might give Rus- 
sia an excuse for restoring order. The 
shahissaidto be under the impression 
that Russian intrigue is at the bottom of 
the outbreak, and Grigirovitch, a Russian 
secretary of legation. is suspected of being 
the arch plotter. 

The Gravity of the Situation 

is indicated by the fact that the shah has 
called to his aid the chief mujtanid, who 
resides at Kerbela, and is looked on as the 
vice regent of the prophet. This chief 
priest is intensely conservative and op- 
posed to innovations. The shah and his 
ministers pleaded with the chief mujtanid 
to use his sacred influence in restoring or- 
der. The chief mujtanid required, as a 
condition of his interference, that all Eu- 
ropean institutions should be abolished. 

He said in a threatening way thatif the 
country was to have foreign rule he would 
appeal for thatof Russia. Finally the 
chief mujtahid compromised on an agree 
ment for the total abolition of the monop- 
oly in tobacco, 

The people, however, are still in an 
angry mood, and the priests, under the di- 
rection ‘of the chief, are doing all they 
can to placate them. Those who lost 
friends by the hands of the soldiery in the 
riot are among the most aggressive. 


BIG DEMAND FOR FIREARMS. 


Awful Tales of Suffering in One of Rus- 
sia’s Richest Provinces. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 9.—A telegram 
from the province of Veronesch reports a 
member of the provincial government as 
saying that the province of Veranesch, one 
of the richest in Russia, is suffering 
terribly from famine. The majority of the 
peasants’ huts are deserted. There has 
been a geaeral emigration to other prov- 
inces, especially to Siberia. The death 
rate has doubled. Marriages have almost 
ceased. The receipts of the drink shops 
have declined one-fourth. Forty-five per 
cent. of the horses and cattle have been 
sold to knackers. The town of Veronesch 
is infested with haggard beggars. The 
townsfolk are doing their utmost to re- 
lieve the distress. The peasants show an 
utter lack of self-help. ‘They rely entirely 
upon theczar. The gentry are very ap- 
prehensive. 

Gunsmiths declare that there has been 
an unusual peasant demand for firearms, 
and that their stocks are almost entirely 
exhausted. The gentry declares that the 
system under which every peasantis ex- 
pected to hold land is a serious evil, as the 
peasants are thus unwilling to be hired 
except at a rate making farming unprofit- 
able. Another evil is that German and 
other foreign estate agents and engineers 
have been driven from the country and 
there is no one to replace them. It is not 
thought that the government discourages 
technical education, but the schools are 
for the most part closed on account of the 
insubordination of the pupils. The gov- 
ernment is building raiiways in regions 
where those already existing are not used, 
while fthe great grain-producing district 
of South and Central Russia is neglected. 


BRITISHERS ARE WORRYING 


Over the Succession of Prince Abbas to 
the Egyptian Throne. 

LonpDoN, Jan. 9.—More or less worry is 
being exhibited over alleged evidences that 
young Prince Abbas, the heir to thethrone 
of the khedive, hasa bias against things 
English. It is said that the new ruler will 
probably cause more or less annoyance to 
the British bondholders and others inter- 
ested in preserving the status quo, before 
he is tamed down by the persuasive 
methods which England has hitherto so 
successively employed with his prede- 
cessors, Ismal and Tewfik. The Tories 
“want to know, you know,” why the 
prince was allowed to get his education on 
the continent, instead of in England, thus, 
of course, imbibing anti-British senti- 
ments, 

Tewfik’s death will have a decided effect 
in France, it is feared, in the way of stim- 
ulating French and Russian intrigues at 
Constantinople. Great Britain will be 
compelled to exercise increased vigilance 
in the east, and the successor to the late 
William White as British ambassador 
to Turkey will probably be the very best 
man that can be selected among the diplo- 
matic experts of England. 


DYNAMITE PLOTTERS 


Brought Into (Court and Charged with 
Conspiracy—Startling Discoveries. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—The dynamite plotters 
having, it is said, connections in the 
United States and onthe continent, who 
were arrested Thursday night at Walsall, 
near Birmingham, were formally charged 
before a magistrate yesterday, and were 
remanded in order to enable the police to 
complete the evidence against them. 

The police have discovered the secret 
foundry for the manufacture of bombs, 
and the place where explosives were made, 
and a firm of iron founders have informed 
the authorities that in November they 
were offered extensive orders for hollow 
castings similar to a bomb which was pro- 
duced by the chief constable in court. 

Among the articies seized was a supply 
of anarchist pamphlets teaching the man- 
ufacture of explosives, beside a quantity 
of material for bombs and bolts.

DENVER, Jan. 11.—Judge Rising pre- 
sided over the criminal court at the hear- 
ing of the motion for a new trial and fora 
suspension of sentence of Dr. Graves to 
next term of court, presented by the de 
fendant’s counsel.

PEES AND ‘ PERQS” 


Will Be Abolished if Demo-= 
crats Have Their Way. 


IDEAS OF ALLIANCE MEN 


Will Fail to Meet with Approval from 
Democrats—Prospect That but Little 
Will Be Done in Either Branch of 
Congress This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—An effort will 
be made by a number of Democratic rep- 
resentatives in congress to have the ap- 
propriations committee recommend that 
the fee system in federal offices be abol- 
ished so far as can well bedone. A num- 
ber of congressmen, especially in the 
southern states, urge that the continuance 
of the fee system results in much hardship 
to people in their states through deputy 
marshals and other court officers strain- 
ing the laws for the purpose of making 
cases in court, and thereby increasing the 
emoluments of their offices. It is urged 
that the government would really save a 
great deal of money by paying salaries to 
such employes as are necessary in fee 
offices, and requiring that all fees shall be 
turned into the United States treasury. 
Vigorous opposition, however, is expected 
to this reform. 

One of the attempts to do away with 
the perquisites in federal offices is of in- 
terest to postmasters of the first class. At 
present stamped envelopes are furnished 
to postmasters at acostof 15of a cent 
for each envelope. No profit is realized on 
these by the postmaster when he sells 
them in large lots. When sold singly or 
in small quantities there is a profit of 45 
of a cent on eachenvelope. Mr. O'Neill of 
Missouri, who intends to urge congress to 
change this practice, says the result isa 
considerable profit at the end of the year 
to the postmasters, who are in receipt of a 
regular fixed salary. He will urge that 
hereafter stamped envelopes be furnished 
at costin 5-cent lots (the price of the 
stamp not included). The government, 
he says, should not make a profit on these 
and other conveniences it furnishes to the 
people, but should give them at cost 
wherever practicable, and any profits aris- 
ing where the exact cost cannot be con- 
veniently fixed, should not goto salaried 
officers. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL MILL 


Likely to Grind Very Slowly and Ac- 
complish but Little This Week. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The Fifty-sec- 
ond congress has not as yet materially ad- 
vanced any legislation, noris the present 
week likely to work any change in this 
particular. The senate is waiting on the 


originate; and, in the absence of rules, the 
house committees are unableto report any 
measures. 

On the calendars of the senate there is 
nothing of general interest, and there is 
little prospect of reports coming from 
sommittees at an early day in the week, so 
that beyond listening to speeches and con- 
sidering nominations, in executive ses- 
sion, there will be little for the senate to 
do.

It isstil! embarked on thesea 
of “general parliamentary practice,” and 
until a code of rules is framed, the course 
of proceedings will depend upon the con- 
ditions that arise fromday today. The 
committees have as yet done nothing more 
than effect an organization, so that itis 
unlikely that any measure will be on the

Under the temporary order of the house, 
made to facilitate business, today is de- 
voted to introduction of bills under a call 
of the states. The committee on accounts 
expects to report early in the week a reso- 
lution making the usual assignment of 
clerkships to committees. There is some 
opposition to the allowance of clerks to 


the smaller committees, which may lead 
toa prolonged debate on the necessity for 
economy in expenditures, 

Mr. Blount, chairman of the foreign af- 
fairs committee, who has moveda reconsid- 
eration of the vote by which the house re- 
fused concurrence in the senate resolu- 
tion making an appropriation to charter a

ALLIANCE LEADERS’ VIEWS 


Will Not Be Indorsed by Democrats, 


According to Congressman Cox. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Congressman 
Cox of Tennessee, in an interview criticis- 
ing the action of the Alliance presidents 
and the resolutions adopted by them here 
a few days ago, says: ‘“‘Why, the resolu- 
tion shows duplicity on its face. In one 
breath it says they will affiliate with no 
party or parties, and ask that every party 
take it under its fold. Now, the Demo- 
cratic party is mever going to indorse the 
Ocala platform as it stands, nor will the 
Republican party. 

“The People’s party has already indorsed 
the Ocala demands, and if the Alliance 
means to throw its strength to the party 
that indorses its peculiar views and de- 
mands, the main ones of which are the 
sub-treasury and land loan schemes, both 
clearly at variance with the theory of this 
government and sound political economy, 
why then they are already in the People’s 
party, sofar as these demands will ever 
get any sort of party endorsement. Nine- 
tenths of my constituents are agricultur- 
alists, and i am in full sympathy with 
them in their just grievances, but no 
Democrat who understamds the principles 
of this government can ever indorse the 
chimerical ideas of the extreme Alliance 
leaders.”

out about the chief industry of the 
swarthy sons and daughters of Italy 
who make the fertile hills resound with 
their songs and laughter while they 
pluck and sort the fruit from the shapely 
trees. 

Men and boys wereperched on ladders 
amid the dark green leaves, and pictur- 
esque figures they made with their bright 
colored shirts and brilliant eyes. Each 
of these gatherers has strapped around 
his waist an odd wicker basket shaped 
like a crescent. This is called the 
“bugnolo,” and receives all the perfect 
fruit its bearer plucks. It is about a 
foot deep, and admirably adapted for its 
special use, being light and not likely to 
impede the worker’s movements. The 
fruit deposited in this is neither bruised 
nor crushed, one of the chief require- 
ments for oil of the ‘‘first quality.” 

The work of the women and children 
consists of carefully picking up the olives 
dropped by the men from their lofty 
perches. This fruit, which is usually 
bruised in its tumble, is put aside for the 
“second quality.” 

The first olive is gold, the second silver, 
the third worth nothing, says the old 
proverb. Olives are a most delicate crop

Proposed Monuments. 


A monument to Gen. Forrest is to be 
erected at Memphis, Tenn. 

The former pupils of the late Samuel 
Bement, master of the Bartlett school of 
Lowell, are to erect a monument to his 
memory. A preliminary meeting was held 
Jan. 5. 

A life-size equestrian statue of Gen. 
George B. McClellan, one of the 
equestrian works of bronze in this country, 
will be unveiled in Philadelphia on Sept. 
17, 1802, the thi:tieth anniversary of the 
battle of Antietam. It will be mounted 
upon a high, massive pedestal of granite, 
handsomely inscribed with bas-reliefs of 
bronze. 

The design of H. H. Kitson of Boston 
for the Dyer memorial fountain, to be 
erected at Roger Williams park, Trovi- 
dence, R. I., was selected by the park com- 
missioners last week. The other competi- 
tors were Charles Dowler and T. J. Pier- 
pont of Providence and the Westerly 
Granite Co. 

A design has been selected for the Hen- 
nessy monument at New Orleans, La. It 
was that presented by Mr. Albert Wetblin, 
and it represents a broken column, twenty- 
six feet high, with a base measurement 
seven feet six inches, and will stand on a 
mound four feet in height. Drapery will 
be thrown over the top of the column and 
over that a policeman’s belt, with baton 
suspended. Just over the base of the 
monument will be displayed the coat of- 
arms of Louisianaand a policeman’s badge. 
There will be a heavy molding around the 
top of the monument proper, and beneath 
it will be constacted two burial vaults, one 
for the remains of the dead superintendent, 
and the other is intended to be the final 
resting place of his mother. A Schillinger 
pavement will be constructed around the 
monument, the whole to cost $3,300. 

But one stone more beside the capstone 
is to be added to the pillar of the Libby 
Hill monument being erected at Rich- 
mond, Va., by the Private Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Monument Association.

GIRLS MEN DO NOT LIKE. 


A Dissertation on Several Kinds of 
Young Women One Generally Meets. 
The men who can marry, and who nowa- 

days are usually thirty-three, are men of 
certain experience and by no means fools. 
They are attracted by good looks, whether 
in the foolish or the wise virgins, and are 
carried away by unusual beauty, as they 
were in the days of Helen, and will be 
when the world cools: but they are quite 
vonscious of the advantage possessed by 
the sensible and the cultivated. They 
know what terrible bores ignorant girls 
can be, how utterly unreasonable they 
often are, and how much more liable they 
are in middle life to grow acrid, snappish 
or positively ill tempered 

There is no one so perverse as the woman 
without intellectual interests whose situa- 
tion happens to be at variance with her 
ideas of comfort, or who, being comforta- 
ble, is conscious of the faint contempt or 
rather slight avoidance of those around 
her. Women are perfectly well aware 
when men listen from politeness alone, and 
those among them to whom that lot falls 
grow as bitter as some disappointed spin 
sters. 

I'he men of thirty three know perfectly 
well how great a part friendship plays in 
married life, how it deepens affection, and 
how difficult itisto feel friendship fora 
woman whose early charm has passed, who 
does not understand one word in six you 
say and who can neither sympathize with 
failure nor understand why you have suc- 
ceeded. Camaraderie, one of the most de 
lightful of all the bonds of union, is im- 
possible between the able and the silly. 

The men, too, are aware that it is the 
clever girls, not the simpletons, who are 
free from the senseless extravagance which 
is, perhaps, of all the foibles which are not 
exactly vices, the most permanently irri- 
tating in wives. That thing, at least, 
culture has done for the majority of cul- 
tured women—it has taught them how to 
count. Theimmense majority of cultivated 
girls are economical. Frugality is their 
road to independence. They could not live 
their lives if they cost their fathers too 
much, and they learn to know the value of 
money and toavoid debt with horror. They 
are not, perhaps, devoted to “housekeep- 
ing’’ as some of the unlettered are, mean- 
ing, three times out of five, endless and 
harassing interference with their servants; 
but they can keep house, when they know 
their incomes, at an outlay well within 
them.

The habit 
is a mere gesture in reality, a colt’s kick of 
pleasure in the free field, and not, as it 
often is in old women,a sign of vicious 
temper; but it constantly ruins a bright 
girl’s chances, and has done much to create 
in society an impression which is, on the 
evidence of facts, entirely unfounded. 
Cultivated girls have, in fact, a trick of 
thinking that argument is conversation, 
and that contradiction shows mental fear- 
lessness—a trick which men, even tolerant

Fires in the Rooms. 

Rooms that have no fires in them soon 
become so damp that furniture becomes 
ruined by mold and decay. Every part of 
the room becomes infected by unwholesome 
moistures, which have a bad effect upon 
everything init. The importance of keep- 
ing fires in sleeping rooms, especially dur- 
ing damp weather, is great from a health 
point of view. If the room is slept in daily 
it should be aired thorougbly by raising 
the window, and if possible a fire, or some 
other method of heating the air, should be 
adopted. The simplest is a grate fire. This 
old fashioned way of heating rooms is, 
after all, one of the best and most health- 
ful. It does not fill the room with gases 
so common from coal or steam heating ap- 
paratus. The grate fire quickly rarefies 
the impure air and, when proper ventila- 
tiod is given, expels it. 

Ifa fire is made in a room, however, it is 
more important than ever that good venti- 
lation shall be given. Many have the idea 
that the fire alone purifies the damp air, 
whilein reality it deteriorates it and makes 
it worse than before if kept inclosed in a 
tight place. The fire will render the air of 
a tight room noxious in an incredible short 
spaceof time, but when ventilation is given, 
too, the very best effects are obtained. At 
night the fire can be kept going in the 
sleeping room, but the upper sash should 
be opened. The fire will then rarefy the 
air and expel it, while new fresh air will 
come in to be breathed. Restless, sleepless 
nights will not come to onesleeping in such 
an apartment.—Yankee Blade.

Dr. Sar- 
gent’s average of 1,835 observations, the 
ages ranging from sixteen to twenty-six, 18 
slightly higher, and Mr. Galton’s 770 
measurements of Englishwomen, from 
twenty-three to fifty-one years of age, gives 
alsoa higher average. A comparison 
tween Dr. Bowditch’s and Mr. Galton’s ob- 
servations of the weight of women in ordi- 
nary indoor clothing show the range of 
weight is greater in the Americans, and 
also seems to indicate that there is little 
difference between the shortest as well as 
between the lightest women of the two 
nationalities, but that the tallest English- 
women surpass the tallest American wom- 
en in height, while the heaviest American 
women exceed in weight the heaviest Eng- 
lishwomen.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

WATER AND SEWERS. 


Some Valuable Suggestions by the 
Mayor of Lynn, 


‘WOULD UNITE DEPARTMENTS. 


| Annual Rental Recommended for Enterirg 
Sewer.—City Ought to be Drained Cheap- 
er than Watered.—Person Only Pays for 


What He Gets. 


| The LEDGER has already quoted from 
| the inaugural address of Mayor Hayes, of 
| Lynn, but there are many other points of 
interest to Quincy readers, who are study- 
jing the problems of water and sewerage 
|systems, and we copy more at length. 
| Mayor Hayes says: 

“TJ am of the opinion that the general 
|policy pursued in the management of 
public water supplies might be profitably 
extended to other municipal departments. 
The essential feature in it is that an 
annual! rate is charged the person directly 
benefitted by the improvement instead of 
| having the expenses of the department a 
general tax levy. I recommend that steps 
be immediately taken to consolidate the 
| water and sewer departments of this city, 
land that substantially the same methods 
, be adopted in regard to sewerage as now 
| obtain in the management of water. Of 
‘course those who have paid their sewer 
assessments have made final settlement 
with the city, and here no change could be 
made if desirable. But in the further ex 
| tension of the sewerage system, I recom- 
|mend that drain pipes be carried to prem- 


ises 


At the Public Expense. 

|In substantially the same way as water 
|pipes are now conveyed by our public 
| Water Board, and that the owners of 
| buildings be charged an annual rent for the 
| use of the sewer pipes; that the Water 
|Board have charge over all drains and 
| sewer pipes in the streets as they now have 
charge of water pipes, and be invested 
| with the authority to shut off the supply of 
water in case the sewer rate is not paid. 
| All corporations enjoying street franchises 
should be required to apply to the Superin- 
| tendent of the Water and Sewer Depart- 
| ments for permission to open the streets. 

| “This is substantially the instalment 
| plan applied to the important matter of 
| public sewers. The city loans its credit 
j and ability to construct the sewer, and the 
citizens pays for the benefit to his estate 


| burdensome. It is difficult to give a close 
estimate, but a comparison in the cost of} 
| water and sewer construction, indicates 
| that a city like Lynn can be more cheaply 
drained than watered. Once constructed,

of sewer pipes is comparatively light. It 
may be safely said that a less annual rate 
than is now charged for water would not 
only make our sewer system se)f-sustaining 
|but enable us to extend the pipes to the 
|outlying and most desirable residential 
| portions of the city, and in a few years 
| have the city drain supersede the private 
|cesspool as the city water pipe has the 
| private well. The most important require- 
| ment for a healthy city is to bring into it 
|a pure and bountiful water supply. And 
the next important step for the protection 
| of the public health is to get rid of the im- 
pure and waste water. The water and 
drain pipes should go together. 

| ‘The business methods adopted to bring 
water into a city and to take it out have 
| been radically different. One is a source 
of constantly increasing income, the other 
ofa 


Censtantly Increasing Debt Burden. 
Not only do they differ widely in financial 
results, but in the extent and efficiency of 
the systems. We have 92 miles of water 
pipes in our streets and the city is well 
watered even in the outskirts. On the 
other hand our sewer system is very limited. 
We have 125 miles of streets and 2& miles 
| of sewers, but 22 per cent. of the city street 
|are drained. The outlying section of the 
| city is almost wholly without proper drain- 
age. 

‘Our Water department is self-sustaining, |

GRAVES MUST HANG 


‘Judge Risiag Denies an Arrest of 
| Judgment. 


THE FIRST WEEK IN, FEBRUARY 


Is the Date set for his Execution—The Doc- 
tor Greatly Moved by the Announcement 
—he is Taken to the Penitentiary in Chains 
—his Wife not yet Aware of his fate. 


DENVER, Jan. 12.—Dr. Graves appeared 
in court yesterday, pursuant to the order 
of Judge Rising, and was denied an ar- 
rest of judgment, and sentenced to be 
hanged some time during the week 
beginning Jan. 31, 1892. Dr. Graves will 
probably wish to sev his wife before being 
taken away, Thanks to the excellent care 
that is being given her, her condition con- 
tinues to show steady improvement. The 
doctor passed the day in the same calm 
manner as at the previous days last week. 

Dr. Graves appeared at 10 o'clock. His 
face was flushed. He bowed and smiled 
to his friends and acquaintances, and then 
entered into a long, earnest conversation 
with Tudge Furman. When the hum of 
voices was hushed at the tap of Judge 
Rising, the court 

Procee ded to Cite Authorities 
upon the points on which the defense re- 
lied to support their position in asking for 
arrest of judgment 

He held that the first count in the in- 
dictment was sufficient. The other counts, 
he said, were also good, and, therefore, the 
motion for an arrest of judgment was de- 
nied.J fBeing told to stand up and receive 
the death sentence, Dr. Graves said, in re- 
ply tothe usual question: ‘Your honor, 
Ihave had nothing whatever to do with 
the death of Mrs. Barnaby. I have never 
confessed to anyone that I sent the fatal 
bottle. Yon may proceed, your honor.” 

Judge Furman having added that the 
defense had nothing more to say, Judge 
Rising, turning to the accused, said that 
the trial had been a fair one, the jury had 
not been tampered with, and, in his 
opinion, the evidence 

Clearly Warranted the Verdict 
they had found. If the court had erred, a 
remedy is at hand, for the supreme court 
can be applied to; and, if an error has been 
made, the ruling can be set aside, and 
justice can be had in that high court. 

Judge Rising then read the verdict, and 
concluded with the following words: 

“T now remand you over to the custody 
of the sheriff of Arapahoe county, who 
shall, within 24 hoars after receiving these 
instructions, cause you to be taken to the 
state penitentiary at Canon City and 
handed over to the warden; and on some 
day, at some hour; fc be designated by 
that official, in the week commencing on 
the 31st of January, you shall be taken to 
jthe proper place within the walls 
of the penitentiary and shall be hanged by 
the neck until you shall be dead.” 

When the fatal words were spoken, Dr. 
Graves turned deathly pale and clasped 
his hands nervously. Judge Furman then 
arose and 

Asked for Ninety Days 

| in which to prepare his bill of exceptions. 
After considerable argument the request 
} was modified,and sixty days was asked,but 
| denied by the court on the ground that, if 
| granted, it would carry the case beyond 
the time of execution. Judge Rising stated 
that he would allow fifteen days, and in 
the event of the defense failing to prepare 
their bill in that period he would grant no 
further time. 

Wken asked by counsel, Judge Rising 
stated that, in his opinion, the governor 
had no power in the present case to grant 

a reprieve. 

The expresslon of the countenance of 
Dr. Graves changed adozen times while 
the arguments were going on. He glanced 
from the judge to District Attorney 
Steven and then to his lawyer, the man 
he sought out of all others in the world, 
and the man upon whom he depended 

To Save Him from the Noose. 

He listened intently to every word uttered, 
for upon them depended his life. 

When court adjourned, the attorneys 
for the government breathed a sigh of re- 
lief, and Dr. T. Thatcher Graves cast a 
furtive glance at the crowds as they passed 
out of thecourt room. As soon as the ad- 
journment was taken, Judge Furman left 
the court house and Dr. Graves was taken 
back to his cell. 

Dr. Graves was taken to the peniten- 
tiary at Canon City. Steel cuffs were on 
his hands and chains bound his feet. This 
is the first time he has been exposed to 
such indignity. He took the situation 
coolly, and was courteous and pleasant to 
the officers in charge. 

Dr. Graves will be kept in solitary con- 
finement from now on to the day of his 
death, the hour of which will not be made 
known until after the execution. 

Judge Rising held an investigation into 
the conduct of the officers who conveyed 
the doctor to the jail, and who alleged 
that the accused made a confession. The 
officers stated under oath that they did 
not ply the prisoner with questions, bat 
the doctor grew loquacious of his own ac- 
cord. The court exonerate] the deputies 
of all unbecoming conduct.

Outline of the Contents of a Circular 
Issued by Heathens. 

Loxpon, Jan. 12.—The translation by 
L. C. Hopkins of the anonymous Chinese 
pamphlet about which so mueh. has been 
said, and which was distrivuted}free last 
autumn along the river Yangtze, is being 
quietly circulated in this cy. KK is en- 
titled ‘Death to the Devil’s Doctrines.” 
On the title page the wordimg runs as fol- 
lows: “Let everyone carefully read and 
repeat to others. No matter how numer- 
ous the devils, let them be annihilated.” 

“Printed and published by the Three 
Religions, distributed everywhere within 
the nine regions, (China); the four kind- 
hesses, viz., those received from heaven, 
earth, sovereign and parents, to be well 
pondered and requittal endeavored to be 
made by each; the devilis to be guarded 
against and the families protected. Let 
those who fear harm from the devils print 
this in large quantities.” 

The pamphlet is made up of atrocious 
statements and sentiments, clothed in the 
most abominable language. So vile is the 
work that it is impossible to do more than 
to refer to its matter. From the story of 
the immaculate conception of the Virgin 
Mary down tothe most ordinary features 
of present Christian missionary work in 
China, this obscene pamphlet touches 
nothing but to defile. It was clearly 
written to excite the fanaticism of the 
most ignorant of a totally debased popu- 
lation, for to none other could it appeal 
with the expectation of exciting anything 
but disgust and contempt. 

The writer, who declares that he is 75 
years old, says: ‘Alsothey (the Christian 
devils) rate women more highly than men, 
and alike in the government of the state 
and of the household, the control in most 
cases is excercised by the devil-woman.” 
It isalso set forth that ‘‘whenever a con- 
vert dies, the devil-priests do not allow 
relatives to approach the body, but bury 
it themselves, gouging out the eyes, which 
they also sell to be made into drugs.” 

The above is afair sample of the very 
meager portions of the pamphlet which 
will bear repetition.

If you do, then let us pray that | 
some philanthropic impulse may move you | 
to give some of it away to the rest of us.

Without Cause.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Post today 
publishes a synopsis of the testimony 
given at San Francisco in the inquiry held 
by United States District Attorney Garter 
into the case of Patrick Shields, a fireman 
on the ship Keweenaw, who was arrested 
in Valparaiso and brutally maltreated. 
Shields, who is 30 years old, was born in 
Ireland. He has been a resident of the 
United States for sixteen years. He never 
obtained naturalization papers. Shields 
testified that the Keweenaw reached Val- 
paraiso Sept. 20. He was given liberty and 
went on shore. Because he refused to 


give two policemen money he was ar- 
rested and jailed. He was given very 
little to eat, and was set to work 


sweeping streets, grinding corn and clean- 
ing horses. 

On the streets and in the yard, Shields 
said he was fearfully treated. He was 
beaten from the back of his head down the 
back. His back was black and he was 
severely cut on the temples. This abuse 
was kept up for ninedays. The authorities 
gave no excuse for ill-treating him except 
that he was an American. After nine 
days he was released. He was unable to 
get aboard his ship and was again arrested 
the next day. No charges were made 
against him. He was badly beaten. The 
officers drove him into the prison yard, 
where, Shields says, he was subjected to 
the most inhuman treatment, being ren- 
dered unconscioas by the blows. When he 
recovered blood was running from his 
nose and ears. The Chilians would not 
allow him a trial. Finally he was released. 
His body was in a pitiable state. 

The United States consul sent him on 
board his ship and had a surgeon of the 
U. S. S. Baltimore dress his wounds. 
When he had partialfy recovered, Shields’ 
statement and claims for damages were 
laid before the Chilian authorities, but 
nothing was done about it. 

Andrew McKinslea, an Irishman, 
said he was an American citizen, was 
with Shields before the latter was ar- 
rested. Hewas also arrested soon after 
Shields. He testified to the brutal treat- 
ment received by Shields, and said he 
himself was also assaulted. He escaped 
from the prison. 

Captain William H. Jenkins of Boston, 
commander of the Keweenaw, testified to 
the pitiable conditéyn of Shields when the 
latter returned to the ship. Captain Jen- 
kins said Judge Foster asked him if Shields 
was an American. He replied that Shields 
was under the protection of the American 
flag. None of the Chilian officials gave any 
excuse for the treatment of Shields. The 
captain also described attacks which he 
witnessed on the Baltimere’s sailors.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—After Secretary 
Blaine had gone over the peaceful indica- 
tions in the Chilian situation in an inter- 
view with the president yesterday, Secre- 
tary Tracy followed him in an interview, 
in which he went over the warlike indica- 
tions, and especially the wide discrepancy 
between the Chilian account of the Balti- 
morefincident and the statements of the 
Baltimore’s men. 

Secretary Tracy continues his prepara- 
tions for possible war. Work at the ord- 
nance shops at the Washington navy yard 
is running on the increased schedule of 
twelve hours perday, and everything is 
being done to hurry the completion of the 
guns under construction and preparation 
of carriages and mounts. 

Che twelve-inch gun, which was shipped 
over the Pennsylvania road on Friday, 
cost nearly $5000 in freightage. The car 
will immediately return for the other 
twelve-inch gun, while the two ten-inch 
weapons will shortly be sent to the Mon- 
terey. That vessel will be ready for ac- 
tive service within two months, with her 
four big guns in place and enough of her 
armor to protect her vitals. She will go to 
Valparaiso, and will be a formidable and 
disaster creating object in the waters of 
an enemy.

PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


James Trefethen Denies That 
He Killed Tena Davis. 


IT LOOKS LIKE A SUICIDE. 


She Was Alive When She Fell Into the 
River—Autopsy Shows Mud and Water 


{n Her Lungs, but no Signs of Vio- 


lence—Trefethen and Smith Jailed. 


MALDEN, Mass., Jan. 12.—James A. 
Trefethen was brought before Judge Pet- 
tengill yesterday on the charge of causing 
the death of Deltena S. Davis, the Everett 
girl whose body was found in the Mystic. 
Trefethen was brought over from the 
Everett lock-up with his brother-in-law, 
William H. Smith, who is charged with 
being accessory to the murder. The stuffy 
little court room was so packed with 
people that it would hold no more. Tre- 
fethen sat in front of the dock beside his 
brother-in-law. Theaccused man did not 
appear to be at all disturbed by the charge 
against him. His brother-in-law is a good- 
looking young man. Smith broke down 
completely when he was arrested, but he 
looked unmoved yesterday. The two ac- 
cused men had nothing to say to each 
other, and sat as far apart as they could 
get, each on an end of a line of seats in 
front of the dock. 

Trefethen’s counsel, Marcellus Coggan, 
held a long consultation with him while 
the previous cases were being disposed of. 
The lawyer decided to ask fora continu- 
ance and stated before the case was 
called that the plea would be not guilty. 
After talking with Trefethen Lawyer Cog- 
gan called Smith over to his side and gave 
instructions about pleading. Trefethen 
was called up and 

The Complaint Read to Him. 

It charged him with killing Deltena J. 
Davis on Dec. 24. When asked to plead 
Trefethen said ‘Not guilty” in a firm 
voice. Smith was then called up and 
charged with being an accessory to the 
murder before the fact. Smith said, “I am 
not§guilty.”’ 

Lawyer Coggan then addressed the 
court. “Weask for a continuance, your 
honor,” he said, ‘‘for such a time as will 
suit the government, but I hope it will be 
for a short time.” 

Mr. Coggan said he did not want to 
hamper the government at all. Then 
Judge Pettingill continued the case to 
Jan. 22, at Malden. The court asked if 
there was anything to be heard in the 
matter of bail for the accessory, Srnith. 
Mr. Coggan said: 

“T think, your honor, a reasonable bail 
might be obtained for Mr. Smith. I don’t 
know how strong the evidence is against 
him, however.” 

Bail was fixed at $10,000 for Smith, and 
Trefethen was 

Committed to Cambridge Jail. 

The body of the girl lay in Nicoll’s 
undertaking establishment in Medford all 
night, and yesterday Medical Examiner 
Durell began his examination. He was 
assisted by a newspaper man who acted as 
his clerk. 

At the close of the autopsy Medical 
Examiner Durell said: “Tena Davis was 
alive when she entered the water, and 
there is no evidence of any violence upon 
her body. Some of the vital parts, how- 
ever, have been retained for chemical 
analysis, which will be conducted by Dr. 
E. S. Wood, the expert of the Harvard 
medical school. There is nothing in the 
autopsy to contradict the theory that the 
girl may have been strangled before being 
thrown into the water. She was not then 
dead, however, as the examination con- 
clusively shows that she breathed after 
being in the water. So far as I can say, 
this girl 

Met Her Death by Drowning 
and had not suffered from any operation 
or violence. Mud and water were found 
in her lungs.” 

The relatives are now in charge of the 
body. 

A singular fact was told yesterday by 
the dead girl’s brother. He says that the 
picture which Trefethen had was secured 
about two years ago by him. Before the 
disappearance of the girl was made public 
Trefethen went to Mrs. Davis’ house on 
Ferry street with a young man. He called 
for Mrs. Davis and told her that his com- 
panion was a detective whom he had 
hired to look into the case. This detective 
claimed that it was necessary to have an- 
other picture of Tena, so he was shown her 
photographs and took one. 

It has since been ascertained that the 
“‘detective’’ was none other than William 
H. Smith, the man charged with being ac- 
cessory to the murder. The question now 
is, what did Smith want the second] pic- 
ture for? 

Mrs. Davis was yesterday informed of 
the finding of the body. She bore up 
bravely, as she expected the worst.

The “Oyster’’ ot the Turkey. 
Many will recall the oft repeated story 
of the young epicure, Brillat Savarin’s 
son, who ordered thirty turkeys for his 
dinner. When his father reprimanded 
him for such extravagance on an occa- 
sion when he dined alone, the youth re- 
called the fact that there was one portion 
of the turkey which the father had al- 
ways reserved for himself—the very tid- 
bit of the bird—and as there were but 
two small portions of it in each bird the 
order could in no way be called extrava- 
gant. This tidbit is known as the ‘‘oyster” 
of the turkey, and probably not one car- 
ver in twenty can tell you exactly where 
it lies. It is not, as many suppose, a 
piece of the white meat of the breast. 
| The breast is composed of only two dis- 
tinct layers on each side, the upper and 
lower fillets. The ‘‘oyster,” in fact, isa 
portion of exceedingly tender dark meat, 
which lies in the hollow on each side of 
the backbone near and just above the 
second joint. 

By examining the bare carcass of a 
carved turkey the two hollows where the 
“oysters” lie will be easily perceived, and 
one will note that their shape is a long 
oval similar to that of a Rockaway oyster. 
Unhappily this tidbit is often ignored 
by the carver or is sliced with the second 
joint. It should be served intact to any 
one at table who can appreciate the best 
bit of the bird.—New York Tribune. 


She Wanted Codfish. 

She had come over to New York to do 
some shopping with friends from Brook- 
lyn, whose guest she was. Her garb and 
bearing betokened an abundance of this 
world’s goods, and her unreserved speech 
plainly indicated to other patrons of 
Delmonico’s who were within sound of 
her voice that she had made some pur- 
chases of a costly character.

DANGER ON THE ELEVATOR. 


People Who Should Be Careful How 
They Use the Rapid Lifts. 

The general use of rapid traveling ele- 
vators is having an éffect upon the peo- 
ple who use them that is causing a good 
deal of speculation as to whether it is 
safe for a person having a weak heart to 
ride up and down on them habitually. 
Some persons believe that the rapid mo- 
tion and sudden stops are liable to pro- 
duce heart disease. Doctors are not posi- 
tive on the subject, but their opinions 
seem to lend color to the theory that a 
person with a weak heart should not 
ride frequently on such elevators. 

“This is certainly a very interesting 
question,” said Dr. Thomas J. Mays, 
who makes diseases of the heart a 
specialty. “I have heard people com- 
plaining of a sinking feeling in these 
rapid transit elevators, but whether the 
movement of the elevator has any effect 
on the heart or not I am not prepare 
say. When a person’s heart is disease 
in any way the slightest change of en- 
vironment will affect it, of course. The 
movement of the cleyator causes a 
change of environment, but it may or 
| may not cause an aggravation of the 
| heart trouble. Doubtless it quickens 
the movement of the heart, but without 
investigation of the subject it would 
seem to me that the movement of a 
rapid transit elevator would only affect 
those persons whose rts are affected. 
However, I am not d to givean 
| Opinion without study of the question.” 
Dr. Frank Woodbury, another physi- 
cian who gives heart troubles special 
attention, also said he had not studied 
the question, but he was rather inclined 
to think the movementof a rapid transit 
elevator would affect a person; “but,” 
said he, “I think i¢ would have more 
effect on the nerves than on the heart. I 
came down in one of those elevators 
this morning with a lady, and she com- 
plained of a sinking feeling, as if she 
was going to faint. Not having given 
the matter any serious consideration, I 
fun not prepared to give an opinion, but 
I should think nervous people would 
very probably be affected by the sudden 
and swift upward or downward motion 
of an elevator.” 

Dr. John B, Shoemaker was another 
physician who declined to express an 
opinion. “I have heard the matter dis- 
cussed,” said he, “but Ihave not given 
it personal attention. The motion of a 
rapid elevator undoubtedly has a tem- 
porary effect on some people, but whether 
it affects the heart permanently or not 
I cannot say.” 

Another physician said that many 
persons’ nerves and hearts are affected 
by the excessive use of tobacco, and the 
rapid motion of the elevator will always 
affect them. The heart is always af- 
fected by the constant use of tobacco, 
and its movement easily quickened by 
excitement of any kind. This is espe- 
cially the case with persons of a nervous 
temperament, and those persons always 
have sinking feeling when a rapid transit 
elevator suddenly starts or stops. 
Whether these rapid transit elevators 
have a permanent ect upon the heart 
or nerves, he would not venture an 
opinion.—Philadelphia Record.

| and surrendered to Jack Crowninshield, 
the big captain of the East Indiaman 
Coromandel, lying down at the dock and 
| taking in cargo for Colombo. 
| The skipper was as smart a sailorman 
| as ever took a sight at the sun and the 
| Coromandel was as splendid a ship as 
lever flew the saucy stars and stripes 
from her monkey gaff. Mind you, lam 


ago, when Salem was a busy, thriving 
maritime town with her merchants en- 
gaged in the Indian trade, and when her 
|ships, laden with oriental silks, spices, 
hides and other products, were continu- 
}ally coming into port. 1 was a lively 
lad in those days, having taken to the 
sea like a goose to the pond, and when 
my captain, Jack Crowninshield, got 
spliced to Clara Kinghan in the little 
stone church on the hill | was there as 
large as life. 

The skipper seemed more flustered 
than she did, and as they passed down 
the aisle it was admitted that a likelier 
couple had never before been united at 
the altar. They went to Boston to spend 
the honeymoon, and! went back aboard, 
took off my Sunday-go-to-meeting togs 
and went aloft with my tar brush. 

All our crew was already shipped, as 
we were to sail in three weeks’ time, and 
we were trying to see how pretty we 
could make the old packet look before 
} we cast off from the dock and pointed 
her nose to blue water. Our sailors 
were neither Dutchmen nor dagoes 
such as one meets with in these degen- 
erate days, but good Americans—the 
finest seamen in the world. Pompey, 
the coal black cook, was an American, 
too, and nobody could handle the fore- 
sheet 2s well as he; and | tell you his 
pork and beans was a dish that would 
make you blubber like a baby for more 
and his plum duff was so indescribably 
luscious that every Sunday forenoon 
while it was a-sizzling in the coppers 
you would find the watch on deck, all of 
them under the lee of the galley with 
the water fairly running out of their 
mouths as they inhaled the fragrant 
odors of plums and spice. 

The Coromandel was one of the fast- 
est clippers hailing from Salem, and it 
was the ambition of every old woman 
who kad sons to dispose of to get them 
aboard of her. Mothers used to bring 
their boys down to the dock and waylay 
the skipper. Some of them would fall 
down on their marrowbones and just 
beg of him to take their boys. It wasa 
proud day forme when I was shipped, 
and on that occasion I felt as haughty 
as a dog with two tails. This was my 
second voyage, and the skipper took 
quite an interest in me. I was given 
charge of his cabin and used to keep his 
traps in order when at sea, the steward 
being a little old and shaky on his pins. 

The day before the ship was to sail 
Captain Crowninshield brought his wife 
back from Boston and installed her in 
the dearest little old fashioned cottage 
that ever was. It was covered with 
creepers and vines, and in the little gar- 
den that surrounded it hollyhocks, sweet 
williams and any amount of other scent- 
ed posies grew luxuriantly and perfumed, 
the air. 

Mrs. Crowninshield came aboard t)e 
ship that afternoon, and while her bus- 
band was at the custom house ge ting 
his clearance papers and transacting 
other business she and I fixed up the 
captain’s cabin. It did my heart good 
to see that dainty little woman decorat- 
ing the cabin with ribbons and putting 
everything in apple pie order. The con- 
| trivances for his comfort that were 
evolved from her shapely little head 
were so ingenious that ! fairly opened 
my mouth with admiration. A lucy 
| fellow was Jack Crowninshield, always 
eating the fat and drinking the sweet of 
life. 3ut while this labor of love Was 
occupying the little woman’s mind and 
busy fingers big tears were welling up 
in her blue eyes, for tomorrow was the 
day of sorrowful parting, and she would 
not be likely to see that big husband of 
hers for at least two years. | fell in love 
with her at sight, and for nearly two 
years I dreamed about her. 7 

In the morning there was a large 
crowd to see us off. When the skipper 
stepped aboard I noticed he looked sad 
and grave—so different from his usual 
reckless and jovial appearance. Mrs. 
Crowninshield did not see the ship off. 
The strain would have been too much 
for her. They gave us three cheers as 
we spread our canvas to the breeze and 
sailed out to sea. The wind was fair 


| and it was a delightful August day. 


We gave her every stitch she would 
stagger under and Salem was soon out 
of sight. 

Nothing particular happened during 
the passage out. The skipper confided

However, I made up my mind that if

along through the northeast trades and 
the flying fish came aboard I used to | 


pick out the finest and largest and pre- 


serve them for keeping, after the recipe

|on panels of wood given to me by the | 


carpenter, and with their wings extended 
with ingenious skill (though I say it who | 
shouldn’t) they looked quite ornamental. j 

The captain did his best to make a 
smart passage. The Coromandel was in 
her best trim and was kept moving all 
the time. When we. got down to about 
35 degs. south latitude, and werein hopes | 
of getting a piping westerly breeze with | 
which to run down, we were hampered | 
by a dead calm. It was quite lucky for | 
me, but the skipper fretted and fumed | 
like a newly caught bear in a pit. He | 
wanted to make the smartest passage on | 
record. The ship was surrounded by | 
flocks of Cape pigeons, Cape hens and an | 
occasional albatross. The pigeons, which 
are birds of beautiful plumage, were 
caught easily with hook and line. All 
you had to do was to throw over your 
line baited with a morsel of salt pork 
and haul them in hand over fist. I 
caught several hundred and grew quite | 
expert in skinning them and curing the 
skins. They were all intended for Mrs. | 
Crowninshield. 

It wasa triumphant hour for me when 
{captured an albatross. 1 am an old, | 
broken down man now, having been a 
sailor boy and man for more than fifty | 
years, and chiefly in the southern trade. | 
For voyage after voyage I have tried to 
catch an albatross with bait, but failed 
always. Cape hens—the vultures of the 
sea—you can capture at will. They will 
bite at any garbage. But the albatross | 


jis a cleanly bird and I never knew one 


to be taken with hook and line. 

This morning, however, | was on the 
forecastle head, hanging out a shirt to | 
dry, when the albatross blundered on | 
board. He was a magnificent bird, one 
of the finest I ever saw. He settled down 
on the deck and looked like a sailor that | 
had lost his bearings. In a moment en- | 
sued a battle that beat hollow the tilt of | 
the Knight of the Sorrowful Figure in | 
his duel with the windmills. 1 grabbed | 
him by the neck and he thrashed at me | 
with bill and wing. The watch below, | 
hearing the noise, came running on deck | 
and rescued me, all covered with blood. 
For the next two days I was engaged on 
his skin. It used up all my arsenical 
soap, and I had to get a bottle of red 
pepper from the steward to complete the 
task. It wasall for Mrs. Crowninshield. 
Did any misfortune happen the ship | 
after the killing of the albatross? Nota 
misfortune. 

The ancient mariner was an adept in 
romantic fiction. You can kill alba- 
trosses without any weather breeding 
results. I have no superstition, but 1 
will tell you something gleaned from 
ripe experience. Fish, flesh and fowl 
may be sacrificed at sea without any su- 
pernatural results. But I have never 
known a pig to be stuck aboard a ship 
but that either a gale of wind followed 
or something disastrous happened. This 
I will swear to. 

* * 

We got to Colombo on the hundredth 
day out from Salem—a capital passage 
in those days. Every rupee I could scrape 
up was spent in gathering together curios 
for Mrs. Crowninshield. My father, a 
well to do Salem merchant, had thought- 
fully placed in the captain’s hands a 
couple of hundred dollars to be doled 
out to me during ourstay on the Indian 
coast. I bought a big cedar wood trunk 
with quaint silver handles, and in this 
moth: proof receptacle I stowed away all 
my ‘precious bird skins and mounted fly- 
ing fish. My love grew madder than ever. | 

‘1 had a letter of introduction to a| 
charming English family living near Ka- } 
duwella, a Singhalese village on the 
southern bank of the Kalany river, about 
aday’s journey in bullock wagon from 
Colombo. I easily obtained leave of ab- 
sence while the ship was discharging her 
cargo, and spent a week there thoroughly 
enjoying myself. My host made things 
very pleasant for me, and we took many 
excursions in the neighborhood that 
pleased me much. 

One of the famous resorts thereabout 
was a Buddhist temple, irreverently 
called a joss house by heathens and bar, 
barians. Cut out of the natural rock, it 
was shaded by banyan trees, whose big 
leaves, shaped like a heart, quivered con- 
tinually in aspen fashion. 

Inside the temple, which was guarded 
by a fat, good natured priest clad in a 
yellow robe, reclined the image of Bud- 
dha, leaning on his leftarm. The priest 
showed us around the temple, and I ex- 
plored every nook and corner. Carefully 
concealed behind a curtain was a little 
niche in which were arranged a number 
of little idols, evidently the priest's own 
particular Lares and Penates. One was 
the quaintest and most pictures jue thing 
of the kind you eversaw. Itwas carved 
out of a block of teak, and was four feet 
high. It had three heads, each of which 
Was supplied with three eyes of greenish 
stones which looked like emeralds, 

The priest wouldn't sell me this idol, 
and in fact looked quite offended when 
I offered to purchase it. He was propi- 
tiated and appeased, however, by the 
welconae gift of a rupee. 

I was bound to get that idol for Mrs. 
Crowiainshield. Accordingly I laid my 
plans with what I thought was rare 
skill. I bought a little canoe from a na- 
tive for a trifle and concealed it in the 
jungsle near the river. I knew that if I 
atte mpted to steal the idel and take it to 
Coekegnby overlansl I shonld be detected,

NEW DEVELOPMENTS 


Show That Tena Davis Was 
Murdered by Drowning, 


SOME IMPORTANT EVIDENCE. 


Given by a Man Who Heard the Unfor- 
tunate Girl Plead for Mercy on the 
Lonely Bridge—Facts Which Will Bring 
Her Slayer to Justice. 


Boston, Jan. 13.—Says the Herald: The 
Herald is in a position to make public this 
morning, after careful research, the all- 
important clew which led up to the arrest 
of J. A. Trefethen as the betrayer and 
murderer of Tena Davis, and the appre- 
hension of William H. Smith as in some 
way concerned in the crime. This impor- 
tant piece of evidence has been zealously 
guarded by the detectives and officers on 
the case, for fear that it would be used 
against them by the defendants im setting 
up an alibi before it could be supported 
and used in court. 

Although the Somerville police have not 
appeared conspicuously in the matter of 
this startling crime, yet the developments 
show that the whole case came to their at- 
tention first. Edward Fuller,who first dis- 
covered the body in the muddy creek off 
the channel of the Mystic river, near the 
draw of the Middlesex avenue bridge, 
callgd the attention of Drawtender Lahey 
to the fact. It was the drawtender who, 
with his boat, recovered the remains. His 
first thought was to notify Captain Perry 
of the Somerville police, who had inter- 
ested himself in the case enough to go over 
the ground Saturday with the Malden and 
Everett deputies. Chief Parkhurst imme- 
diately notified the Medford, Malden and 
Everett officers that the body had been 
found, and also Medical Examiner Durell 
to view the remains. 

Following on the heels of the discovery 
of the body cume the important evidence 
the same day, that the young woman had 
not committed suicide, but had been 

Murdered in Cold Blood 

by being thrown into the Mystic river. 
Sunday afternoon a resident of Somer- 
ville, whose name is withheld that the law 
may uot be obstructed, came to the Som- 
erville polize station ina state of excite- 
ment, and with much agitation related to 
the chief of police the story of the un- 
doubted murder as he himself witnessed 
it on the night in question, Dec. 23. He 
also cleared up what has been a mystery 
to the press—the hour at which the crime 
was committed. 

He told the police that he was onthe 
mystic river near the draw ina boat the 
evening the dark deed was committed. It 
was S o'clock. The tide, which on Dec. 22 
ishigh at 5:15a.m. and p. m.—the only 
day in the year that it is so—was about 
half out, He was first attracted to the 
bridge by a cry for help. It was a woman’s 
plaintive voice he heard. 

She Pleaded for Mercy 

forthe sake of God that her life might be 
spared. He heard a man’s voice but in 
the Carkness and drizzling rain he could 
not distinguish the faces, only the forms. 
Names were called, and The Herald’s in- 
formant was given to understand that the 
witness heard the woman use the word 
“Bert,” by which familiar title Trefethen 
was usually addressed by Tena Davis. 

The cries of the woman and the conver- 
sation seemed to the witness to last even 
longer, probabiy, than they really did, and 
when the victim realized that her fate was 
sealed, and that her lover intended to 
drown her, she burst into shrieks which 

Ended with a Splash 
in the water of the channel below, fully 
thirty feet from the bridge rail. Soon all 
was silent. The girl had gone down, risen 
again, floundered about, and then, by the 
weight of her heavy winter clothing, sunk 
lifeless to the bottom. 

The autopsy of Medical Examiner Durell 
showed that Tena Davis met death by 
drowning. This is literally true, but that 
She was thrown overboard by a man who 
stood and watched her struggles until she 
sunk beneath the muddy waters of the 
Mystic there is now no doubt in the minds 
of the officers of the law. 

The man who gives this testimony is 
perfectly reliable, and says that he is

It was on the strength of his statement 
that the officers arrested Trefethen and 
Smith. The former is regarded by the 
police as the principal.

BEHRING SEA AGAIN. 


Points of interest Settled at a Meeting 
of the Cabinet. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The Behring 
sea question was before the cabinet yes- 
terday. It is understood the case has 
taken a favorable turn within the past 
few days and that Secretary Blaine has 
been advised that Lord Salisbury will 
agree to his suggestion as to tke method 
of selecting three of the arbitrators from 
countries which have no interest in the 
questions at issue.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The Daily Nation 

of Buenos Ayres, under date of Nov. 20, 

1891, publishes a long letter from a former 

Chilian refugee at the American legation 

in defense of the American minister in 

Chili. The following is the letter in part: 

The Press of this city published a telegram 
from Santiago De Chili, dated Oct. 30, 1891, in 
which the correspondent states that Don 

| Eduardo Matte paid Mr. Egan, the American 
minister in Chili, $4000 for the time that an 
asylum was granted tohim at the American 
legation, and that others paid $100 per day. 
| Soon after our arrival in this city, that tel- 
| egram was shown us, and we hastened to con- 
| tradict a report which is wholly false and 
which can only have been sent with 
the deliberate purpose of injuring «a 
most worthy gentleman, who has gained 
| the respect and attachment of the Chil- 
|ians by his noble and generous be- 
havior toward all who have asked him to 
| grantthem an asylum, whether they were 
| revolationists or adherents of the established 
| government. Since the success of the revolu- 
| tion, Mr. Egan has 
j Refused Asylum to Nobody, 
| notwithstanding the considerable number of 
| refugees who have been at the legation ever 
| since the trouble began, and he has always 
manifested displeasure whenever any of them 
has offered to pay his board. 

When a mob threatened to attack the lega- 
tion, Mr. Egan looked out forthe safety of the 
refugees even before he did for that of his own 
family, after which he came out of the build- 
ing with his wife and children, some of whom 
were quite small, and told the people that 
they should not remove the refugees without 
passing over the dead bodies of the members 
of his family, and that he would fire upon any- 
one who attempted to enter his house. 

Mr. Egan’s firm attitude restrained the peo- 
ple, although it is possible that the leaders of 
the mob had received orders to do nothing 
more than frighten the minister, so as to force 


| him to send away the refugees, or to induce 
| the latter to surrender voluntarily, in order 


to save the trouble to the distinguished gentle- 
man who so generously granted them an asy- 
lum. Fortunately, Mr. Egan, so far from 
being intimidated, begged his guests not to 
think of abandoning their asylum, since, so 
long as they were covered by the American 
flag, he feared nothing, either for himself or 
forthem. He added that they need not care 
how long they remair.ed at the legation, for if 
the government refused to grant them pass- 
ports to leave the countny, they could remain 
at the legation for a year or more, feeling cer- 
tain that he 
Would Not Abandon Them 

or diminish his attentions and good will. We 
often saw him jump up from the table and 
give hisarm toone of the refugees who had 
difficulty in walking, owing to his wounds. He 
never allowed anyone but himself to help his 
guests to food at the table. 

All that can be said in praise of the generous 
and delicate attentions received by the refu- 
gees at the legation from Mr. Egan is very ‘far 
from being commensurate from what is °de- 
serving. Now standing all the annoyances to 
which he has been subjected since the tri- 
umph’ of the revolution. he has not said a 
word that could offend the refugees or even 
wound their national pride. It is proposed for 
us to say in conclusion, that if the slanders 
which have been uttered abroad against them 
by Messrs. Matte, Edwards, Montt, and other 
revolutionists, to whom a generous asylum 
was granted, just as we now protest against 
them, other refugees will protest hereafter, 
when they shall hear of them. 

The writer of this was a refugee at tho 
American legation from the time of the revo- 
lution until quite lately, until he was able to 
leave the country.

An Indian boy belonging to the Sioux 
tribe hasa pair of pets which are not 
only strange and interesting, but are 
usefulas well. These are two large bald 
eagles. 

The young Indians are fond of hunt- 
ing, but are not allowed to own or carry 
guns, and the result is that they are 
compelled to use the bow and arrow, 
which they use with great expertness. 
The boy shot an old eagle and wounded 
it. It flew to its nest, and he followed 
until he saw where the home of the bird 
was. He then killed the wounded bird 
and waited until its mate appeared and 
also killed it. 

Climbing to the nest he found two 
young ones, which he took home with 
him and began a course of training 
which has resulted in his having the 
birds so fully under control that they 
come and go at hiscommand. He takes 
them out, and when he sights any quar- 
ry he turns his eagles loose, after fasten- 
ing their beaks so that they cannot eat 
the animal, and the birds immediately 
give chase and bring down the prey.

THE IRISH BATTLE. 


Charges Against McCarthyites 
Have Roused Their tre. 


AN INQUISITIVE ANARCHIST 


Supposed to Have Attempted an Experi- 


ment with a Bomb in Parliament 


Fields—Widespread Ravages of Influ- 


enza Throughout Europe. 


Dusty, Jan. 13.—Edmund Leamy, who 
presided at a meeting yesterday of the 
leaguein this city, made a number of 
Serious charges against the anti-Parnell- 
ites. Among other things he hinted at an 
agreement, said to be in existence, by 
which the leaders of the McCarthyite fae- 
tion were assured of comfortable offices 
whenever home rule should be declared, 
if the change of government should come 
about through their aid. Leamy declared 
that, as for himself, he would prefer the 
misrule of the present castle officials to 
that of a crowd of mere place-hunters, 
whose characters would probably be of the 
worst. 

These remarks, being reported to the 
McCarthyites, have roused the latter to 
the highest pitch of indignation. The 
prominent anti-parnellites who were 
spoken to last night, declared that Leamy 
would, if possible, be compelled to give 
names, in support of his assertion, and 
that then libel actions would be begun at 
once, in the course of which Leamy’s 
statements would be disproved in a court 
of law. 

The Parnellites privately allege, 
whether they believe it or not, that Tim 
Healy has in his possession a written 
guarantee of the Irish lord chancellorship, 
with an Irish peerage, under the title of 
Viscount Healy, in case the McCarthyites 
are the winning faction when the Liberals 
come into power. 


DIDN’T WAIT FOR RESULTS. 


An Anarchist Supposed to Have Been 
at Work in the Parliament Fields. 
Lonpbon, Jan. 13.—A fully loaded bomb, 
such as anarchists are supposed to take an 
interest in, havingafuse attached to it, 
was found yesterday beneath a bush inthe 
parliament fields, Highgate. Not far 
from the bomb a burned match was also 
discovered. It is supposed that the bomb 
was placed where it was found by an 
anarchist desirous of experimenting in the 


explosive force of the instrument 
of destruction. The experiment is 
judged to have been abortive, owing 


to the timidity of the anarchist 
who was desirous of witnessing its explo- 
sive power. He is supposed to have 
struck the match, attempted to ignite the 
fuse, to have taken to his heels at the first 
splutter, and to have been afraid to re- 
turn and examine his explosive property.

“What are my charges? Twenty dollars 
for teaching the business, and it isn'ta 
penny toomuch. Just think what a wom 
an would save in one year by making and 
altering her dresses for herself! There are 
dozens and hundreds of saleswomen, to 
say nothing of other working girls, whe 
have to be forever planning how to look 
stylish on salaries of five and six dollars a 
week. By purchasing their goods in the 
stores where they work they can get them 
at a considerable discount, and if they 
can save the expense of a dressmaker so 
much less money goes out of their pockets. 
Too tired to sew after working hours? 
That’s all you know about it! I’ve seen 
girls who could dance all night after 
standing all day behind the counter, and 
look as fresh as daises the next morning. 
Sewing is no harder work than dancing. 

“How many lessons? As many as they 
care totake. We don’t like to have any 
one go away from us until she has learned 
all we can teach her in the way of cutting, 
fitting, draping and the rest of it, and 
some learn fast, while others learn slow. 
Dressmakers born, not made? No, I don’t 
agree tothat. Folks say it about cooks, I 
believe, but it is different with dressmak- 
ers, though of course some women are 
handier with their fingers than others, and 
some have got more sense about listening 
when you give’em directions. I myself 
was a real slow coach when I was learning 
the business, and more than once, after 
spoiling good material, I felt like throw- 
ing down needles and scissors and giving 
up, but I stuck it out, and now what I 
don’t know about making a dress isn’é 
worth knowing. 

“Thotrouble with some girls is that after 
they have taken a few lessons they begin 
to think themselves first class dressmak- 
ers, and want to leave us and slash away 
for themselves. I tell them I don’t want 
them to leave me until they get it well into 
their heads that there’s all the difference 
in the world between the right and the 
wrong way of doing anything about 4 
dress. What are my hours? Iopen shop 
at 8 o’clock in the morning and close it at 
10 o’clock at night. My room is much 
fuller in the evening than during the day, 
as that is the time the girls come who can't 
leave their work till 6o’clock. We teach 
Fifth avenue ladies and saleswomen and 
living out girls and—well, any lady that 
comes along. I believe our hardest work- 
ing pupils are housemaids who are trying 
to fit themselves to be ladies’ maids.

A Process for Making Tin. 
Heretofore it has been impossible to 
get lead to adhere to iron without the 
aid of tin. This can now be done by the 
following means: First, pickle the plates 
in a bath to remove the scale, a weak 
electric current being sent through the 
bath. Remove the plates to a bath ot 
lime water and thence to one of fresh 
water. From this place them in a bath 
consisting of a neutral solution of zinc 
and stannic chlorides, thence toa drying 
chamber heated by steam. When dry 
place them in a bath of molten lead 981¢

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A New .uireboar 

A new kind of lifeboat has been con 
structed to the order of the Boulogne 
Humane society on a model designed by 
one of its members. The construction 
of the new boat is simple and econom- 
ical, and could be adapted to any sea- 
going rowing boat. The invention con- 
sists in the introduction of airtight cop- 
per chambers, broad at the gunwale 
and diminishing at the bilge, placed on 
the outside of the boat, where they are 
equally distributed, so as not to interfere 
with the sweep of the oars. The tops of 
the chambers shelve down outward, 
forming a smooth gunwale, ten inches 
broad amidships and tapering away fore 
and aft. 

These compartments are protected 
from injury by a casing forming double 
bulwarks, inasmuch as the shape of the 
hull preserves perfectly its boatlike ap- 
pearances. It means really a little 
more beam and consequently more sta- 
bility. The proposed new feature does 
not at all affect the speed of the vessel. 
In addition to these compartments cham- 
bers can be fitted fore and aft. It has 
been usual to place the air or cork lined 
chambers inside lifeboats, especially on 
board of ships’ lifeboats. 

The outward application of these air 
cases gives greater solidity to the boat’s 
side in the event of being staved in, and 
will tend to prevent accidents such as 
happen through people bringing their 
weight to bear on one side of a boat when 
pulling a person out of the water. A 
boat fitted as described has been tested 
with the combined weight of six persons 
assembled on one side 

All this weight failed to overturn the 
boat, the water tight compartments 
brought into contact with the water 
resulting only in giving the boat a par- 
tial list and so far proving its resisting 
power and buoyancy. The new boat is 
171g feet long, is built of elm and cost 
$125.—London Graphic. 


The Greatest Building in the World. 

An astonishing feature of the Colum- 
bian exposition will be one of the palaces 
grouped in the heart of the fair grounds. 

It will 
bear the same relation to this exposition 
as the Eiffel tower did to that of Paris 
in 1889, and indeed its possible use as a 
vantage point from which to see the fair 
grounds has terminated in the negative 
the discussion for and against the con- 
struction in Chicago of a rival to the 
great tower of Paris. This greatest of 
all the exposition buildings, and of the 
buildings of the world, will present to 
Lake Michigan a facade of sucha length 
as to suggest the wall of a city, yet it is 
so admirably designed, so light and 
graceful in its effect upon the vision, 
that its true extent can only be compre- 
hended when its dimensions are ex- 
pressed in figures and by comparisons. 

{t is one-third of a mile long, and to 
ompass it round about is to walk a 
mile. The roof of it is 1,688 by 788 feet, 
and the span of the dome, the largest 
ever attempted, is 388 feet. The roof is 
230 feet from the ground, and the build- 
ing has forty acresof ground floor. Two 
of the vast machinery halls of the Paris 
exposition could be wheeled through it, 
and the Anditorium, the building of 
which Chicago is most proud, could be 
pushed under this great roof, tower and 
all.—Julian Ralph in Harper's.

The rudder of the French ironclad Bren- 
nus, which was recently launched at Lori- 
ent, was 18 feet high and 13 feet wide, 
weighing 17 tons.

A THOUGHT OR TWU. 


BUCHANAN HAS HIS LITTLE SAY 
ON MATTERS AND THINGS. 


| What M. Paul Deschanel May Learn Con- 
cerning the Labor Question in America. 
The 


Printers are Careless—No Sure 


Thing On Peace in Labor’s Ranks. 


The presence of M. Paul Deschanel, 
| member of the French chamber of dep- 
| utiles, In the United States is interesting 
jto those who think. The eminent 
French statesman is here, charged with 
a special mission by his government, 
and that mission presents an anomoly 
that must strike forcibly the American 
student of social reform. It was an- 
nounced at the time of his arrival that 
Deschanel had come to this coun- 
try with the intention of spending 
several months in traveling through 
the various states ‘‘studying the great 
| socialistic and labor questions of the 
day.” Thg French government when it 
sent M. Deschanel on this mission was 
vidently not aware that the great news- 
| papers and other “leaders of thought” in 
this country had branded our “social- 
istic and labor question” as an importa- 
tion from continental Europe. Accord- 
ing to these authorities we haven't any 
| such movement here outside of the ranks 
of the ‘‘malicious and ignorant refu- 
gees from European despotisms.” 


The men with whom Deschanel will 
probably pass his time while in this 
country will tell him that the producers 
here are sharers in “four great prosper- 
ity,” and that-in the United States we 
haven't any ‘“‘working class,” as ‘“‘we are 
all workers,” and if it were not for a 
few demagogues (the majority of whom 
are foreigners) we would be running 
over with peace tnd good cheer. How- 
ever, the sign is good one. While the 
general disposition is to pooh-pooh the 
idea of injustice and suffering among 
the people, there is an undercurrent of 
statesmanship in many countries which 
is compelling an investigation of con- 
ditions that threaten disasters. The 
French people are always near the front 
in matters of this kind. M. Deschanel 
voices the sentiments of France in the 
following words: 

Ido not doubt at all that the civilized world 
is rapidly approaching, if it has not already 
reached, a period which will give birth to such 
acrisis as was the French revolution, or per- 
haps to even a greater crisis. It is because we 
recognized the vity of the situation that 
such men as myself are m ng our strongest 
efforts to understand therights and the wrongs 
of the laboring classes, with the view of giving 
them at least ameascre of what is their due 
and so ay z the terrible disaster which 
would res arise in their might 
and renew the scenes of terror and bloodshed 
by which our ancestors wrested their rights 
fror istocracy which had trodden upon 
h t 1e socialistic orators of today de- 
clare that the classes they represent are being 
trodden upon. 


The printers, or, more properly, the 
compositors, have always laid claim to 
superior intelligence as compared with 
other wage workers. In fact I have met 
some printers who were as big headed 
| as P. M. Arthur, and were disposed to 
jEpaeees indignantly if called working: 
}men. The ‘art preservative” is a ‘‘pro 
jfession” with those chaps. But J 
want to say, and I say it as a com 
positor who regrets that such is the 
truth, that in the national and in- 
ternational congresses of labor which 
I have observed the men who in most 
represented organized printers 
were, in an understanding of economic 
questions, the tail enders among the 
small calibered. It is not necessary to 
particularize; I will be understood with- 
outit. There is no gainsaying the truth, 
however, that the printers have among 
them many men of superiority, men well 
up in economics and thoroughly versed 
in labor organization; but because of 
jealousies in some instances and lack of 
serious consideration in others, the 
weaker men are generally sent to the 
front and the craft which should lead in 
the labor movement keeps almost con- 
stantly in a rear rank.

In my letter published just prior to 
the meeting of the American Federation 
of Labor 1 expressed the opinion that 
the Federation and Knights of Labor 
would not establish a copartnership in 
labordom. Notwithstanding the friendly 
surface indications made manifest at 
Birmingham, | am still of that opinion. 
Those familiar with trades union mat- 
ters are aware that the A. F. L. could 
not make any deal with the Knights 
which would be binding upon the 
unions, as under the scheme of fed- 
eration each affiliated organization 
maintains its autonomy and has final 
jurisdiction over its trade matters. 
Hence all that the Federation of Labor 
could do weuld be to recommend favor- 
able consideration of the Knights’ over- 
tures. But the convention didn’t do 
even that much. In answer to the 
proposition of the Knights the Birming- 
ham convention presented a scheme of 
its own, drawn in accordance with 
simon pure trade union and federation 
ideas, which if adopted would banish 
the K. of L. organizers from the trades 
fields. On its part the Federation would 
give no more charters to mixed organi- 
zations. Of course the Knights will not 
accept this proposition, and the old 
rivalry and conflict will continue. The 
same men as of yore will lead the op- 
posing hosts. Sad! 


The new rule in the construction de- 
partment of the navy, which makes it 
necessary that a successful applicant for 
work shall be an efficient mechanic, is 
approved of by all trades unionists. The 
rules of the unions, which require a 
sufficient apprenticeship to make the 
worker a thorough mechanic before al- 
lowing him a card and union protection, 
are frequently condemned by persons 
who can see only “tyranny” in union- 
ism; but the investigations of the secre- 
tary of the navy have shown that these 
rules are a protection to the employer. 


The annual reports of the more thana 
score of charity organizations in New 
York city show that hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars have been expended to 
telieve the poor of the metropolis dur- 


ing the past year. Of course a great 
deal of this money has gone to main- 
taining the societies and to greasing the 
complicated machinery of distribution 
which they employ, but probably more 
than half of the sums expended have 
been for food and clothing for the needy. 
And has poverty been decreased in the 
city? Has the number of destitute 
and suffering been diminished by this 
apparently lavish giving? The statis- 
ticians of the various societies say not. 
They admit when questioned upon the 
subject that the grand army of poverty 
is steadily growing and that greater 
and greater precautions have to be em- 
ployed to prevent the charity organiza- 
tions being taxed beyond their capacity 
by impositions, etc. No sensible re- 
former would quarrel with the well 
meaning men and women who give food 
to the hungry and clothing to thenaked, 
but itis marvelous that in the face of 
these returns there can be found one in- 
telligent person who does not under- 
stand that charity is only a crutch 
which enables crippled humanity to 
hobble along with a diseased leg that is 
becoming weaker and weaker. The dis- 
ease must be eradicated. 


Another fatal accident on the New 
York Central railroad is added to the 
chapter of crimes chargeable toa regime 
which believes in intrusting the lives of 
thousands of citizens to ‘‘men who do 
not attempt to run the whole corpora- 
tion.” It may not have escaped the no- 
tice of the reader that serious accidents 
have been very frequent on the Central 
since it made war upon labor organiza- 
tions and began the system of blacklist- 
ing men large enough morally to stand 
up for their rights. Men who will work 
long hours and submit to any kind of 
treatment without protest are not al- 
ways easily impressed with the serious 
side of anything—the safety of a rail- 
way train or anything else. Of course 
a brakeman had to bear the burden of 
the horrible disaster at Hastings.

PRISON LABOR IN UTAH. 


A Salt Lake Grand Jury Scores the Sys- 
tem of Convict Contracting. 

The report of arecent Salt Lake grand 
jury contains the following: 

During the session a matter was 
brought to our attention that we felt it 
our duty to investigate thouroughly, it 
being one of the great public questions 
of the day, viz., the question of prison 
labor. It would seem from the testi- 
mony before this body that in the con- 
tract work lately performed in this in- 
stitution prisoners were worked to a 
considerable extent, not to the profit of 
the government nor of the territory, but 
to the profit of the contractors and to 
some extent the acting warden and 
United States marshal. 

Prisoners were hired out to contractors 
at the rate of one dollar per day, there 
by duplicating free labor that would 
cost from two to three dollars per day 
This we deprecate as inimical to honest 
labor and calculated to deprive free 
men, law abiding citizens, from the op- 
portunies of earning on public work an 
honest living for their families. A large 
amount of the money received for this 
labor is alleged to have been appropri- 
ated toa penitentiary library fund, but 
on investigation it was ascertained dur- 
ing the early part of this session that it 
was then on deposit to the private credit 
account of the acting warden of the pen- 
itentiary, while it was claimed to be 
held in trust asa library fund. This in 
itself we feel it our duty to criticise and 
condemn. 

Since that time it is claimed fhe greater 
part of this fund has been expended for 
the above named purpose. It has been 
further shown that the acting warden 
and United States marshal have jointly 
played the role of subcontractors, using 
prison labor to advance private interests. 
Many other things have been alleged de- 
rogatory to the honesty and integrity of 
the management, and this investigation 
has disclosed several instances of irregu- 
larities that must reflect seriously on 
the administration of this institution. 

Some other serious charges have been 
under consideration before this jury 
which did not seem to justify the return 
of indictments, and as we understand 
the district attorney has called them to 
the attention of the court we shall make 
no further mention here. Several other 
smaller matters have been called to our 
attention which we do not think justifies 
any special consideration. 

The attention of the court is called to 
the alleged brutal whippiag with a 
horsewhip of one prisoner for an alleged 
assault and the hanging by the thumbs 
of another for the purpose of extorting 
a confession.

In C. Osborne Ward's “History of the 
Ancient Working People” is a chapter 
devoted to Spartacus, the great Thracian 
gladiator who fight Rome for four 
years and won nearly all his battles with 
that imperial » wer.

Of all the fratricidal passions that 
curse and wither the hopes and career 
of the organizations of labor, jealousy is 
the most venomous and deadly. Born 
ofthe human spirit, it runs in lurid 
juices, as of the cobra’s fangs, and strikes 
death under cover of fascination. With 
the adder’s blindness it envenoms the 
atmosphere by puffs mistaken for 
zephyrs and balm, and to the innocent, 
like Spartacus, it throttles the spii:it with 
the dark moral shadows of doom.

END OF THE INQUIRY. 


Captain Schley of the Cruiser on the 
Stand at Vallejo. 


VALLEJO, Cal., Jan. 14.—The Baltimore 
inquiry was completed yesterday after- 
noon. Several officers testified as to the 
failure of the Valparaiso court to estab- 
lish anything to the detriment of the sail- 
ors, and the care which the judge of 
crimes exercised in avoiding questions 
that might bring reflections on the Val- 
paraiso police. 

Captain Schley showed the inception 
and growth of the anti-American feeling 
among the Chilians, and the many dis- 
rourtesies he was subject to. He saw over 
seventy men on shore shortly before the 
riots began, and they were all sober. 

Captain Schley said the junta stated 
they surrendered the Itata because they 
could not indorse palpable violation of the 
laws of neutrality. Nevertheless, after her 
delivery the whole tone of the people 
changed. The papers stated the United 
States was guilty of an act of injustice 
which could never be forgotten. 


DOCTRINE OF PRETERITION. 


Discussed by a Committee of the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly. 

NEw York. Jan. 14.—The committee of 
the Presbyterian general assembly _on the 
revision of the confession of faith met 
again yesterday. In section iii., of chap- 
ter 3., the words “innumerable multi- 
tude” were substituted for the words 
“some of mankind” on the recommenda- 
tion of a large number of presbyteries, 
The words “not on account ot” were sub- 
stituted for ‘‘without’’ in the same chap- 
ter. The doctrine of preterition will be 
either sustained or expurned from the 
confession. The committee is divided on 
this question. Upon this point a great 
many presbyteries have disagreed and 
split. The action of the committee on 
this vital question is being awaited with 
interest by the entire Presbyterian church. 


Regarding the Whisky Trust. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Agents of the 
department of justice have been making 
inquiries among the whisky dealers of 
New York and Boston for the purpose of 
determining whether the whisky trust is 
violating the anti-trust law or not, as 
charged by the Alexandrian Drug and 
Seed company of Atlanta, Ga. Attorney- 
General Miller, when questioned, declined 
to state what the results of the investiga- 
tion were, or what course the department 
would pursue, 


Big Block Burned. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 14.—-The Yerk 
Power block on Center street, near the 
Central viaduct, was totally destrayed by 
fire jast night. The total loss is estimated 
at $140,000. Among the principal losers 
are the Champion Safety Lock company, 
the Kean and Doty Manufacturing com- 
pany and the National Iron and Wire 
company. The Cleveland ship building 
company’s establishment was also dam- 


aged. 


Four Ice Houses Hurned. 

PROVIDENCE, Jan. 14.—Four empty ice 
houses, ownep by the Pohasset Ice com- 
pany—James H. and Thomas Walsh—were 
destroyed by an incendiary fire early last 
evening in Johnston. To replace the 
burned structures will cost #4000; insur- 
ance, $2200. Owing to the dense fog pre- 
vailing it was some time before the fire 
was discovered. Wellington Smith, a 
volunteer fireman, fell 22 feet and sus- 
tained injuries which may prove fatal. 


Death of Lady Stanley's Brother, 
—Orrawa, Jan. 14.—Lady Stanley, wife 
of the governor general, has received a 
cablegram from England announcing the 
death of her brother, Colonel! Bellers,from 
an attack of influenza. 


A Remarkable Indiana Ghost. 

The little town of Nappaner, Ind., is 
all torn up over a ghost which it is said 
has been appearing for the last two 
months. Those who have seen it report 
that it has been playing all sorts of 
pranks unseemly in a ghost. Among 
other things reported is that it ap- 
proached a boy, took a saw from his 
hands and disappeared. Also that it 
put three sets of harness on one horse, 
and tied three horses together by their 
tails; also, that it stacked all the farm 
implements in a pile in a barn and scat- 
tered alot of meat abouta yard. The 
ghost is said to have the form of a man 
and vanishes and reappears with star- 
tling and uncomfortable frequency.—

Some of them wear good 
clothes and pretend to be gentlemen. 

It may be admitted there has been a 
gradual improvement ever since Dickens 
wrote his ‘‘ American Notes,’’ and held us 
—— up to ridicule as the champion expectora- 
tors; but there is room for much more. 
We should, in this respect, at least, carry 
our parlor behavior with us wherever we 
go. That this may be easily done is proven 
by the example of women, who seldom or 
never offend in this particular. If the 
visitation of grippe should have the effect 
of scaring the general public into a refor- 
mation of the spitting habit, it might be 
the means of ultimately saving more lives 
than it has destroyed.—Philadelphia

Issue an Address in Favor of Starving 
Peasantry of Russia, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Miss Clara Bar- 
ton, president of the American National 
Red Cross society, has issued a statement 
tothe American people, calling attention 
to the failure of the house to concur in the 
senate bill appropriating $100,000 for 
transporting donations of grain and other 
food from the western states to the starv- 
ing peasantry of Russia, declaraing that 
the contributions are to be distmbuted 
among the sufferers by the Red Cross 
branch of Russia, and suggesting that the 
people of the east contribute money to pay 
for transporting to Russia the gifts of the 

west. 

Miss Barton estimates that 20,000,000 
people are facing starvation in Russia. A 
letter from the Russian charye d'affaires, 
appended to the statement, says that the 
Red Cross society is recognized by the 
Russian government as an acceptable 
medium for the distribution of the dona- 
tions referred to. 


Arrived at Quarantine. 

SAVANNAH, Jan. 14.—The British bark 
Catherine has arrived at quarantine, bring- 
ing Captain Patterson and the crew of five 
men of the schooner Ring Dover, from 
Rockland, Me., with lime, for Charleston. 
The schooner was abandoned last Friday 
on fire, the crew being compelled to take 
to the boats after having been five days on 
deck. The schooner was about 400 miles 
off shore, south of Hatteras, when aban 
doned. The crew were picked up the same 
day by the Norwegian bark Loochoo, and 
were transferred to the Catherine last 
Sunday. 


Died of Bronchitis. 

NEw HAVEN, Jan. 14.—Rev. George W. 
Wooding, aged 72 years, died at. his home 
in this city of bronchitis. He was a mem- 
ber of the Southern New England M. E. 
conference and had been stationed in a 
number of churches in towns along the 
Connecticut river and in Rhode Island. 
For ten years he was chaplain of the 
Connecticut state prison at Wethersfield. 
He leaves a widow and one daughter.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Jan. 14.—An offi-

BIG FIRE 


The Duke of Clarence is Reported Bet- 


ter—Seven Persons Burned to Death 


in Berlin—Condition of Minister Lin- 


coln—General Foreign News. 


VIENNA, Jan. 14.—A conspiracy to poison 
Prince Ferdinand has been discovered at 
Sofia. The prince’s cook has been placed 
under arrest. Fifty officers of the army 
have also been arrested on a charge of 
conspiracy to murder Premier Stambuloff. 
The cook was instigated, it is claimed, to 
put poison in the prince’s food, while the 
army officers had been led by Russian 
intrigues to determine to get rid of Stam- 
buloff. The conspirators will be tried 
with the utmost severity, and those con- 
victed will, undoubtedly, suffer the fate 
of Major Panitza, who was shot for con 
spiring against Ferdinand and his minis- 
ters. 


A REMARKABLE SPECTACLE. 


at Leeds—Loss Said to Be 


£250,000, 


Lonpon, Jan. 14.—The great fire at 
Leeds is said by those who witnessed it to 
have furnished a mest remarkable specta- 
cle. The railway station beneath which 
the fire started was jointly owned by the 
Midland, the Northeastern, Northwestern 
and Sheffield and Lincoln companies, and 
was built upon stupendous arches adjoin- 
ing the canalized river Aire. The spaces 
in the arches were rented for warehouses. 
In one of these warehouses, Watson’s 
stores, the fire originated, The stores 
contain hundreds of tons of the most in- 
flammable commodities—soap, rosin, tal- 
low, oil, benzoline, tar, etc. Water was 
powerless to extinguish the flames fed by 
these materials, and the efforts of the fire- 
men to control the conflagration were 
futile. 

Within two hours the fire had forced its 
way tothrough the roofs of the massive 
archesand attacked the railway station, 
which covered ten acres of ground. The 
building soon yielded to the fury of the 
flames and fire spread to adjacent prop- 
erty. The railroad tracks fora consider- 
able distance were ruined, and several 
bridges over the Aire and across the arches 
were also destroyed. The girders of the 
bridges, warped by the intense heat, fell 
into the river, and some of them. striking 
barges moored in the stream, sank the 
latter and their contents, thas adding to 
the loss caused by this singular disaster. 

Meanwhile the masses of boiling rosin, 
tallow and tar poured into the river, until 
{t resembled a vast seething cauldron. 
When the station building fell in, and Mr. 
Schotield was buried in the masss, his 
brother, who witnessed the awful scene, 
fainted. Trafic on all the roads centering 
in the station was stopped for many hours. 
The loss by the fire will, itis estimated, 
exceed £250,000. ,

WEEKLY REVIEW OF TRADE. 


The Enormogs Exports Overshadow All 
Other Features. 


New YORK, Jan. 16.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says the recent 
enormous exports overshadow all other 
features in the commercial situation. 
They insure large supplies of money, if 
ever needed, but at present the markets 
are everywhere well supplied, except at 
southern points, and better supplied there | 
thanfa week ago. 

Another fact of importance is that the 
fron output was not diminished in Decem- 
ber, as is usual, owing to the stoppage of 
furnaces during the holidays,but was 188,- 

82 tons weekly, against 188,135 Dec. 1, and 
167,599 a year ago. The marketis steady 
though the enormous output gives buyers 
an advantage. There is fair inquiry for 
rails, and good business in plates, while 
structural mills are well employed,though | 
with comparatively few new orders. Cop- 
per is flat, and in tin there is little change, 
but lead is weak at 4.20 cents, and the | 
market for coal very dull. The wool pro- | 
duction last year is estimated as consider- 
ably larger than that of the year before, | 
but the stocks on hand are somewhat 
larger. The market shows no important 
change. | 

Bad weather checks business at Boston, 
and dry goods are quiet, wool sales 
amounting to 3,095,000 pounds, and boot 
and shoe manufacturers are fairly busy. 
The trade in leather is moderate, in hides 
dull, and in lumber the movement is 
steady. 


THE BARDSLEY DEFALCATION.- 


Another Meeting of the Finance Sub- 
Committee Regarding It. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan 16.—The sub-com- 
mittee of councils finance committee 
appointed to investigate the Bardsley 
defalcation held another meeting last 
night and received the final report of the 
expert accountants. A large mass of 
accumulated correspondence was read and 
placed on file. During the meeting while 
the question of the school funds which had 
been misappropr‘ated by Bardsley was 
under discussion, Mr. Smithers announced 
that he had secured information that the 
state was withholding from the city treas- 
urer all the moneys due the city, pending 
the suit for the state moneys lost through 
Bardsley while the city treasurer is pay- 
ing over regularly all money due the 
state. 

In the report of the city comptroller to 
councils on Oct. 1, he announces that 
$313,365.60 was due the city, and was pay- 
able before the close of the year, but none 
of it had been received. He said that in 
addition to this sum the city would be en- 
titled to $2800,000 during the year, and if it 
should be withheld by the state it would 
cripple the city finances. A resolution was 
made requesting the mayor to secure an 
amicable adjustment of case with the 
state officials if possible.

area. If we were to compare the new 
faces with the faces of the men whom 
the new senators succeed—smooth faced 
Reagan, Payne, Evarts and Wilson of 
Maryland, and light bearded Spooner, 
Inga'ls and Pierce—we should find a 
large balance in favor of beards. To be 
sure, we have lost the patriarchal chin 
whiskers of Brown, of Georgia, the 
flowing “‘sideboards” of Wade Hamp- 
ton and the full beard of George F, Ed- 
munds, but nevertheless the United 
States senate now contains a larger 
 earapisccy ind a greater variety of beards 
than ever before inits history. Weare 
drifting farther and farther from the 
ideal senatorial face--the hairless, clean, 
clear cut Roman type which was s0 
common fifty and even twenty-five years 
ago. 

“It is %& remarkable fact that of eighty- 
nine men now sitting in the United 
States senate only nine have beardless 
faces. These are the vice president, 
who some years ago had a beard like 
that of ex-Senator Hampton, and Sen- 
ators Carlisle, Gorman, Hoar, Colquitt, 
Irby, Daniel, Perkins and Kenna. All 
the remainder have hirsute growth upon 
their countenances, ranging in bulk 
from the toothbrush mustache of Sen- 
ator Call, of Florida, to the ‘bearded 
lady” style affected by Mr. Peffer. A 
Capitol veteran who has taken pleasure 
in watching these things says that a 
quarter of a century ago more than one- 
third of the members 5 of the senate had 
smooth faces, among the number being 
Sumner, Ben Wade, Frelinghuysen, 
Lot Morrill, Fessenden, Dick Yates, 
Bayard, Satulsbury. E. D. Iorgan, 
Buckalew, Jim Nye, Henry Widson, A. 
G Cattell, John Conners, ‘Timothy 
Howe, McCreery of Kentucky, Reverdy 
Johnson, J. M. Howard, Lyman Trum- 
bull and many others. 

So, you see, our great state: men are 
becoming more and rnore a race of 
bearded men. Fifty years ago: a com- 
posite photograph of United Sta tes sena- 
tors would have shown a type without 
hair except upon the head. Tw enty-five 
years ago the picture would ? save had

small side growth and faintly marked 
throat whiskers, just creeping up the 
chin. Now a senatorial composite would 
result in a face with a conglomerate 
mass of hair on every part—cheeks, 
upper lip, chin and throat 

The rise of the mustache in this coun- 
try has been rapid and all conquering, if 
we may judge by appearances on the 
senate floor. A quarter of a century 
ago, it is said, there was not one mus- 
tache in the senate. Now sixty out of 
eighty-eight senators wear more or less 
hair on their upper lips, Joe Blackburn 
and Mr. Hansbrough having the largest 
crops. 

Would you believe that beards are 
geographically distributed—that sections 
of the country have their distinctive 
types? Well, it is so. Take, for in- 
stance, the vast, new region west of the 
Mississippi. Here is where you find the 
big beards, the men who have been too 
busy conquering the wi}derness or dis- 
emboweling the earth her riches to 
shave their faces, and who now find 
early habits stronger than any desires 
which they may have acquired in public 
life. It is from this region that come 
such beards as those of Peffer, Cockrell, 
Mitchell, Dolph, Stewart, Jones of 
Nevada, Jones of Arkansas, C@me and 
Chilton of Texas and Stanford. Nearly 
all the big beards in the senate are from 
this transmississippi region. In fact, 
the only exception is that of Stockbridge 
of Michigan. 

Again the smooth faced men are 
largely from the southern states, or the 
states in the border belt between north 
and south. Gorman, Carlisle, Irby, Ken- 
na, Colquitt and Daniel are the beard- 
less representatives bf this region, leav- 
ing only Hoar and Perkins as smooth 
faced senatorial representatives from the 
north. 

As if in protest against the mustache 
as somewhat frivolous in a dignified 
senator, « number of senators have

shaved their upper lips, leaving chin 
whiskers their only hirsute appendages. 
Among these are Allison, Coke, Palmer, 
Proctor, Wilson, Cullom and Hiscock. In 
all the senate chamber there is no more 
scrupulously groomed and regularly 
trimmed beard than that of Brice, of 
Ohio. ‘The handsomest, most soldier- 
like beard is that of Gibson, of Mary- 
land, though General Hawley is a good 
second. 

Senator Hill is one of the few states- 
men in the upper branch who wear both 
side whiskers and mustache. Senator 
Hiscock has the curliest beard in the 
chamber and Senator Washburn the 
only genuine pair of Dundrearys. Than 
Senator Cockrell’s, there is no more 
straggly set of whiskers in the Capitol. 
Senator Harris’ rather fierce looking 
mustache is as white as snow. In no 
senatorial beard is there more character 
than in Dan Voorhees’, a beard by which 
the owner would be known among 4 
million, even if nothing but his beard 
‘were found after an explosion. It is a 
fighting beard, too, grim and savage. 
Senator Manderson also has a beard that 
is full of character—precise, orderly, ra- 
tional, cautious. 

Senator Dixon’s sideburns are aristo- 
cratic, like himself, while Senator Mor- 
rill’s white side whiskers are of ancient 
type, handsome, studious, eminently re- 
spectable. By the way, why should we 
not have, in this land of fads, a fad re- 
duced to the pretense of science, as all 
fads are, which shall be able to read 
character in beards? And would there

It is proposed to erect a firemen’s monu- 
ment at Denver, Col., and funcs are being 
raised for that purpose. 

Funds are being raised for a proposed 
monument to the great composer, Mozart, 
to be erected at Buffalo, N. Y. 

A monument to John Lewis, the pioneer 
of Augusta County, is to be erected in 
Gypsy Hill park, Staunton, Va. 

Senator Quay has introduced a bill in 
Congress providing for the appointment of 
a commission to examine the lines of battle 
at Gettysburg and erect monuments, open 
driveways and make accessible and distin- 
guishable every part of this historic battle- 
ground. The bill authorizes the purchase

The commis- 
sion is to be designated as the Gettysburg 
Battlefield Commission, and the sum of 
$125,000 is asked to be appropriated for 
carrying out the work planned by the 
bill.—Monumental News.

MEETING OF MINERS. 


Organization of 200,000 Mem- 
bers Now in Session. 


CONTEST WITH VATICAN 


————— 


Over the Appointment of a Successor to 
Cardinal Mannuing—The Cause of Dis- 


tress in Rassia—Disagreement of a 


Jury—Other Foreign News. 


[Copyright by the New York Associated Press ] 
LONDON, Jan. 16.—The delegates to the 
Miners federation, now holding their an- 
nual meeting at Stoke-on-Trent, were ap- 
prised before assembling that their repre- 
sentatives in parliament desired that the 
federation should adopt a resolution of 
condolence with the royal family on ac- 
count of the death of the Duke of Clar- 
ence. Atelegram from their perliamen- 
tary leader, Mr. Pickard, himself ill with 
influenza, asked fora vote of sympathy 
with the royal family, adding: “The queen 
has always expressed sympathy with us.” 
Cries of *‘business’’ greeted the message. 
The member who moved the vote fof con- 
dolence reminded the delegates that the 
queen, in cases of accidents in mines, al- 
ways helped the distressed. In sullen 
silence the conference listened to speeches 
in favor of the motion, and then by a vote 
of 19 to 13 passed, without debate, an 
amendment to proceed to business. 

The Miners’ Federation has 200,000 mem- 
bers, and it isthe most powerful single 
union in the country. It has several rep- 
resentatives in the conmimons, and con- 
trols the votes of others. No workmen’s 
combination has so freely given aid to the 
distressed. Interferences with the family 
affairs of the royal family was felt by the 
delegates to beyond them, and they 
honestly said so. If all the trades unions 
of Great Britain were similarly tested, the 
result would be similar. The delegates 
immediately proceeded to vote sympathy, 
with substantial help for the starving nail 
makers of the midland districts, who have 
long been on strike. 

The upper and middle classes are most 
keenly touched by the incidents of the 
Duke of Clarence’s death. 

Thousands Clad in Mourning 
have flocked to Marlborough house to re- 
cord their names, and throughout the capi- 
tal well dressed folks generally are don- 
ning some badge of grief. 

The Princess of Wales, after the fu- 
neral,is going to some secluded spot in the 
south of Europe with her daughter. Both 
are in delicate health, and their condition 
is now the source of increased anxiety to 
the family. The latest announce- 
ment from Sandringham is that Dr. Lak- 
ing is watching the Princess of Wales and 
Princess May, fearing that influenza may 
attack them. Prince George, who is still 
weak from his attack of typhoid fever, is 
also the cause of anxiety. 

A fierce contest will be waged with the 
Vatican on the appointment of a succes- 
sor to Cardinal Manning. English Cath- 
olics desire the appointment of Bishop 
Vaughan, who is a Unionist, but the Irish 
party prefer the Bishop of Portsmouth. 

United States Minister Lincoln has 
nearly recovered from his cold. 


Gladstone Sorrowful. 

LONDON, Jan. 16.—La Jour publishes an 
interview with Mr. Gladstone at Nismen. 
Mr. Gladstone said that the death in one 
day of the Duke of Clarence and Cardinal 
Manning had been a dreadful shock to 
him, and he deeply felt the sorrow which 
the loss of the duke had caused to the 
royal family and to all the subjects of the 
queen. Mr. Gladstone said that he had 
been as popular with Cardinal Manning at 
Oxford, and that the cardinal was but a 
year and a half older than himself, 


Can Eat as He Pleases. 

LONDON, Jan. 16.—Minister Lincoln is 
progressing so well that his doctors have 
concluded that he can eat as he pleases. 
Mrs. Lincoln and her daughter have ar- 
rived from France. Many members of the 
diplomatic corps called to make inquiries, 
as wellas prominent officials, including 
Attorney General Webster and Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge. 


Claim They Cause Distress. 

WARSAW, Jan. 16.—Russian agents are 
distributing throughout Russian Poland 
manifestoes bitterly accusing Polish land- 
owners of causing distress by exporting 
corn and declaring that the czar is doing 
his utmost to alleviate the suffering due 
to famine, and has therefore prohibited 
the exportation of bread stuffs. 


Released from Custody. 


Loxnpoy, Jan. 16.— John  Borlas,

Of Being 


What Was Transacted at Friday's Ses- 
sion of Senate and House. 


Boston, Jan. 16.—In the senate orders 
were adopted to amend the publicstat- 
utes, so as to more clearly define legal fees, 
costs and expenses of suit, and of custody 
of property allowed as privileged debt in 
insolvency proceedings; as to amending 
the law, so that persons owning land that 
cannot be conveniently approached with- 
out crossing a railroad shall, when such 
land has been cut off, without compensa- 
tion to the owners, have a crossing main- 
tained by the railroad; as to amending the 
acts of 1880, entitled “An act to promote 
the abolition of grade crossings;”’ as to 
amending said chapter, so that the con- 
sent of the railroad commissioners instead 
of the consent of directors shall be ob- 
tained where a change of grade is involved. 

Bill Introduced—By West of Suffolk, a 
bill to authorize the appointment of an 
executive stenographer. It provides for 
tho appointment by the governor, with the 
consent of the council, of a stenographer 
for the executive department, at a salary 
not exceeding $1000 a year. 

In the house, discussion on the Boston 
police commission bill took up most of the 
day. The motion was lost. 


THE COUNTESS OF DUFFERIN 


Found in a Sinking Condition—Crew 


Rescued by the Arlington. 


New York, Jan. 16.—The bark Arling- 
ton, from Cork, reports on Dec. 29, at 
night, fellin with the bark Countess of 
Dufferin, from St. John, N. B., for Lon- 
donderry, with lumber, in a sinking con- 
dition. She stayed by her till daylight, 
and then with great difficulty took off 
Capt. Doble and his crew. ten in number, 
some of whom were badly frostbitten. All 
had suffered terribly, not having tasted 
food or water for six days, They were 
kindly attended to until Jan. 7, when the 
steamer Yesso (Br.) from Sunderland, for 
Baltimore, was spoken, and they were 
transferred to her in hope of a more 
speedy landing.

BRIEF CABINET MEETING 


For the Coming Message from the Pres- 
ident on the Chilian Matter Conjec- 
tured — Interests of Shipping Mer- 
chants — General Washington Gos 


sip. 


WASHINGTOX, Jan. 16.—The president 
has concluded the examination of the dip- 
lomatic correspondence in the Chil‘an con- 
troversy and sent the documents back to 
the state department. At the cabinet 
meeting, which was comparatively brief, 
lasting but an hour and a half, he an- 
nounced this fact and indicated that the 
next step in the case would not be long 
delayed. The whole matter was discussed 
in a general way but no action was taken, 
as there is nothing to be done until the 
correspondence has been published. f 
It is ascertained that the president will 
accompany the transmission of the cor- 
respondence by a message upon the sub- 
ject that will probably go over the ground 
of the entire controversy and advauce cer- 
tain propositions that will define the atti- 
tude of the administration in a very pos- 
itive manner. In view of the general be- 
lief that the president is considerably 
aggrieved at the position taken by Chili, 
this message is expected with more than 
rsual interest. In this annual message 
the president made two promises, one con- 
ditional and the other absolute. The lat- 
ter was that he would, at an early date, 
transmit the correspondence; the former, 
that in case Chili took needless timein 
answering, he would send a special mes- 
sage. It is understood now that he has 
determined to combine these two and to 
send his message simultaneously with the 
documents. 

The expectation is that he will have the 
message ready so that it can be submitted 
to the cabinet at its meeting on Tuesday 
next, and it is therefore thought that the 
earliest time thatitcan be sent to con- 
gress will be Tuesday afternoon, or, more 
probably Wednesday morning, as it is 
usual for such communications to be made 
to congress as soon as possible after the 
morning of the day’s session. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— The Chilian 
situation is gaining ground as a topic of 
discussion about the Capitol,andits differ- 
ent phases are being publicly discussed by 
members in the halls and committee 
rooms. Members, as a rule, when ques- 
tioned about the matter, decline to discuss 
it for publication until the correspondence 
in relation to it is made public or sent to 
congress. Some members have formed the 
opinion that war will be the outcome, 
others are confident that it will be sub- 
mitted to arbitration,and others are of the 
opinion that the matter will be settled 
quietly through the department of state at 
an early day. All those who have been ap- 
proached on the matter regard the situa- 
tion as serious, and one and all look 
eagerly for the correspondence, which will 
probably be sent to congress next week. 


Of Interest to Shipping Merchants. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—A bill of much 
interest to shipping merchants was in- 
troduced in the house yesterday by Repre- 
sentative Coombsof Brooklyn. It amends 
section 2774 of the revised statutes by pro- 
viding that any master arriving at a port 
“for orders,’’ and whose port of discharge 
or lading has not been declared shall not 
be compelled to declare such port of dis- 
charge of lading within forty-eight hours 
as the law now provides. It also amends 
section 2807, revised statutes, by providing 
that a vessel arriving at any United States 
port ‘for orders’ may have it so entered 
upon the manifest in lieuof the name of 
the port of discharge and lading. Mr. 
Coombs says the measure is needed to 
meet the requirements of modern business 
methods. a atl 
Silver Offerings.

From the Government of Chili to the 
United States. 


AN ESTIMATE OF AMOUNTS. 


Required for the Care of New England | 


Public Buildings During the Present | 


Year—Senate in Full Tide of Legisla- 


tion and the House Far Behind. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Secretary Tracy 
has made public the following dispatch,

on board to deliver two refugees. I have re- 
quested the American minister to say to the 
minister of foreign affairs that I am respon- 
sible tomy own government and not to that of | 
Chili in such matters and that I consider his 
criticism offensive and I will not accept it. 
EVANS. 

The decision of Senor Pereira, Chilian 
minister of foreign affairs, that the refu- 
gees might be taken out of any merchant 
vessel touching at a Chilian port by local 
authority, was a great surprise to the offi- 
cials here. They had been led to believe 
that the refugees would be permitted to} 
leave the country without further hin-|} 
drance. The navy department has been 
informed by Commander Evans that the 
refugees were to sail Saturday on their 
way to Europe. Secretary Tracy said last 
night that he would send instructions to 
Commander Evans at once. He will prob- 
ably order that the refugees be taken to 
some placeina neutral territory by the | 
Yorktown. 

There was no ground for offense to the 
Chilian government in the action of Com- 
mander Evans saluting the Spanish min- 
ister when the latter came on board to de- 
liver the refugees who had been under his 
care. The naval regulations require com- 
manders of vessels to extend this courtesy 
to a visiting dignitary. 

This latest move of the Chilian govern- 
ment is very unsatisfactory to such offi- 
cials in Washington as are willing to ex- 
press themselves with regard to the mat- 
ter.

HOLE IN HIS HEART. 


Louis Laussier Stabbed by 
Chames E. Adams. 


|HAD A SPARRING MATCH 


At a Ball in a Western Massachusetts 


Town—Theory That Murder Was Pre- 
meditated—Remarkable Developments 
at the Autopsy. 

LENOXDALE, Mass., Jan. 18.—A “grand 
concert and ball,” given by the colored 
people of Lenoxdale Friday evening,ended 
in a stabbing affray, asa result of which 
Louis Laussier,a young Frenchman, today 


; liesdead, while Charles Edward Adams, 


alias Charles Edwards, colored, is held in 
custody, charged with the murder. Len- 
oxdale is a little village nine miles from 
Pittsfield, and has a population of rather 


| lively tendencies. 


Laussier was carried helpless to the 
home of John O’Brien, the blacksmith 
with whom he boarded and in whose shop 
he worked. There he complained of a pain 
in his chest, and it was discovered that he 
had a very small cut on his left breast. 

A doctor was summoned, who announced 
upon examination that the man was not 
seriously injured. Nevertheless, young 
Laussier lay in bed all day Saturday, ut- 


| tering scarcely an intelligible word, and 


despite the opinion of the doctor, he died 
yesterday. 
What Happened at the Dance 

is thus related by Laussier’s friends: It 
was a colored folks’ affair. Young Laus- 
sier strolled into the hall, a little place 
over the postoffice, in company with his 
friends. Louis and a friend got to boxing 
and Adams came up and wanted to try it 
himself, Laussier rather prided himself 
on his cleverness, so he boxed with Adams, 
Some of his friends saw that Adams was 


angry. 

Finally the boxing ended with some hot 
Later on Laussier and one of his 
masculine friends were waltzing about to- 
gether when they were pushed against 
Adams and his colored partner. Adams 
was mad and the two men fell to blows 

And Went Down to the Floor. 

Aftera brief bit of scuffling the men 
Laussier at once com- 
plained that the colored man had bitten |

Startling Result of the Autopsy 

Was given by Dr. Holcombe as follows: A 
small cut was found at the union of the 
sternum and thethird rib. Turning back 
the tissues the examiner came across a 
en piece of knife blade, one inch long, 
dded below the level of the rib. This 
blade pierced the walls of the chest and 
penetrated the right ventricle of the heart. 

It remained in the heart and at each pul- 
sation the wound enlarged. Three quarts 
of blood, showing internal hemorrhage, 
were taken from the left cavity of the 
chest. The other organs of the victim 
were in a healthy condition. The blade 
was from an ordinary pocket penknife, in 
the doctor’s opinion. It was turned over 
to Detective Pease. 

Detective Pease and Sheriff Cutting of 
Lee brought Adams to the county jail at 
Pittsfield last evening. The theory the 
officers have makes the case of far more 
gravity than was at first supposed. 

It is said that they have evidence that 
tends to establish premeditated murder.

WILEESBARRE, Pa., Jan. 18.—A_ brutal 
murder occurred in the town of Maltby 
yesterday morning. A party of Hunga- 
rians were returning from a christening at 
the time, and stepped into a saloon, where 
some of them began to wrestle. All the 
men had partaken freely of liquor, and 
when Stephen Hardy and Mike Nottico 
were worsted by Mike Litheran, there was 
a great deal of ill feeling displayed. The 
defeated men finally left the saloon, and 
arming themselves with fence pickets, 
awaited Litheran. As soon as the latter 
appeared his countrymen adtacked him 
with the sticks and beat the life out of 
him.

Oklahoma is as Large as Indiana and 

Her Population is Rapidly Increasing. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 18.—Warren G.Sayre 
of the Cherokee Indian commission says 
that the commission has just closed nego- 
tiations forthe purchase of 90,000 acres of 
land from the Tonhawas and the Chero- 
kees. This land includes a part of what 
is known as the Cherokee strip, and con- 
nects the original Oklahoma territory 
with the states. He says the commission 
has purchased 13,000,000 acres of land for 
the government at a cost of $12,000,000, 
and that the original Oklahoma territory 
has been increased in size until it is now 
as large as Indiana. He thinks Oklahoma 
will have 400,000 population by the time 
the next president is inaugurated and that 
it will then become a state.

THE COMING CONVENTION. 


Gossip Concerning Those Supposed to Be 
the Choice of Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The contest of 
leading cities for the honor of the national 
Democratic convention has begun, and 
will be waged with vigor until Thursday 
next, when the national committee will 
decide the question. There are already sev- 
eral national committeemen here, but the 
majority apparently prefer to remain 
away until the date for action and thus 
escape the importunities of contesting 
delegations. 

It has been discovered among the ar- 
riving members of the Democratie na- 
tional committee from New England, the 
south and west, that there is a much 
stronger sentiment for Mr. Cleveland than 
has been admitted by the Democratic 
leaders, and especially by the friends of 
Senators Hill and Gorman. It has been 
charged that Senator Gorman has entered 
into an alliance with Senator Hill to pre- 
vent the nomination of Mr. Cleveland. 
This, however, Senator Gorman’s friends 
deny. They assert that the senator is a 
candidate for the presidency himself, and 
has an influential following. Judging 
from the sentiments of the Democrats in 
congress from the south and west, he is 
the choice of many Democrats in those 
sections, and is the second choice of the 
most ardent admirers of Hill in New York, 
Connecticut and New Jersey. 

One of the New England members, in 
speaking of the situation in New York be- 
tween Senator Hill and ex-President 
Cleveland, said that the contest between 
these two candidates had already assumed 
such a phase that a third candidate would 
have to be selected in the interest of har- 
mony. He said further that heand other 
friends of ex-President Cleveland would 
vote for holding the convention in New 
York. It was supposed that the friends 
of Senator Hill were at onetime favorable 
to New York, but they have since changed 
their tactics. 

The Cleveland influence in the-commit- 
tee is agitating Milwaukee, under the in- 
fluence of Senator Vilas of Wisconsin. He 
is a stanch advocate of his former chief. 
He says that such a selection would be 
beneficial in the northwest. It looks as if 
the friends of Senator Hill in the commit- 
tee will follow Senator Brice’s suggestion 
and concentrate on Cincinnati.

and the desirability of changing them; the 
feasibility of furnishing the upper story of 
the John Hancock schoolhouse for the 
accommodation of scholars and, after a 
conference with the School Committee, 
report to the City Council recommending 
such action as they may conclude will be 
for the best interests of the city.

Councilman Pratt hoped new members 
would ot bring up fresh objections to the 
propose! schoolhouse. The old members 
were familiar with the situation. Frequent 
conferences liad been heid with the School 
Committee, and it had never been hinted 
that a new biilding was not needed. He 
did not want the building further hampered. 

Coun: ilman Federhen resented calling 
the new members fresh, and thought it 
possible some of the old members might be 
fresh toward the new ones. He believed 
the School Committee would receive the 
committe courteously. His order did not 
hamper committee but left it free to act. 

Counci’ man Moxon said the School Com- 
mittee hal always received committee 
courteously. The ground covered in the 
order had all been gone over by the com- 
mittee a year ago and the unanimous con- 
clusion was that an eight room building 
was most desirable.

FATAL RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


A Little Girl Run Down by Express Near) 
the Atlantic Station. 


A shocking accident occurred at the At- 
lantic station of the Old Colony railroad 
Monday afternoon, when Mary Mahoney, 
a bright little miss between 6 and 7 years 
of age, a daughter of Dennis Mahoney of 
22 Walnut street, was struck by the 4.15 
outward Cape express train and mangled 
in a horrible manner. 

The train is due to pass the Atlantic

Rumor That the Yorktown Has Been 


Fired Upon at Valparaiso. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—A rumor was in 
circulation here last night thatthe United 
States cruiser Yorktown had been fired 
upon in the harbor of Valparaiso by 
Chilians. The rumor caused great excite- 
ment for a while. Secretary ‘Tracy 
treated the story very lightly, and was 
disposed to ridicule it. He said he had no 
news to communicate. 


AS VIEWED IN WASHINGTON. 


Feeling That a Crisis is Near at Hand. 
President Working on a Message. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Notwithstand- 
ing the impression created by what is 
given out at the executive mansion and 
the department of state to the effect that 
war with Chiliis not imminent, it is evi- 
dent from outside sources of information 
and from the prevalent feeling among the 
members of the foreign relations com- 
mittee of the house, who have kept them- 
selves advised of the situation, that this 
Chilian question is approaching a crisis, 
which it is expected will culminate during 
the coming week, 

The president has from the outset taken 
a firm stand in favor of demanding ample 
apology and reparation. The Chilian 
part of the correspondence is very arro- 
gant and offensive, and will undoubtedly 
arouse a feeling of universal indignation 
which will be sure to result in the formu- 
lation of the two committees having charge 
of foreign affairs of a course of action 
which will bring the offending country to 

A Summary Response 

to the American demands or to war. The 
Democratic members of these committees 
are as earnest in support of the attitude of 
the administration as are the Republicans, 
and from their own statements there are 
not likely to be any party lines drawn in 
the treatment of this question. The gov- 
ernment is now ready to carry out the 
will of congress, whatever that may be. 

The president denied himself to all visit- 
ors yesterday, and worked on the Chilian 
correspondence. He is preparing his mes- 
sage to congress in the privacy of one of 
the inner rooms of the upper floorin the 
White House. Itis still the belief that 
the message and correspondence will be 
sent to congress on Wednesday. 

No Prospect of a Settlement. 

Secretary Blaine was somewhat indis- 
posed, and deemed it advisable to remain 
indoors yesterday. His attack was some- 
what similar to that of a fortnight ago, 
but was not so severe and he recovered 
quickly from it. Senor Montt, the Chil- 
ian minister, called on the secretary at his 
house and remained about an hour. 

Secretary /laine, ih the course of a con- 
versation conducted with a friend, left it 
to be inferred thatthe probability of an 
amicable settlement of the difficulty with 
Chili is highly improbable—in fact, he 
broadly hinted as much when asked how 
the latest phase of the quarrel, the gross 
insult to Commander Evans of the York- 
town, has affected the situation. 

A rumor was in circulation in the navy 
department to the effect that Senor Montt 
had notified this government that an apol- 
ogy from Chili would be forthcoming. 
This could not be confirmed, and it was 
intimated atthe state department that 
there was no basis for the report. 

Instructions to Commander Evans. 

Secretary Tracy yesterday sent a cable 
message to Commander Evans of the 
Yorktown, at Valparaiso, instructing him 
to take the Balmaceda refugees under his 
protection to Callao and land them there, 
but to use his discretion as to the time of 
his departure. The departure of the York- 
town from Valparaiso would leave the 
United States without a single naval ves- 
sel in Chilian waters. It is not regarded as 
likely that Commander Evans will leave 
Valparaiso until he is relieved by another 
vessel or is satisfied that the condition of 
affairs in Chili justifies him in leaving the 
United States minister and consuls with- 
out means in getting out of that country 
should circumstances make it desirable to 
doso. It is therefore regarded as probable 
that unless negotiations take a decidedly 
favorable turn within aweek or so, the 
now at Callao, will be sent to 
Valparaiso so that the Yorktown can 
safely leave with the re fugees.

Looks Like Business. 

NORFOLK, Va., Jan. 19.—The excitement 
at the navy yard here has become more no- 
ticeable and the activity displayed about 
the place is marked. The officials deny, 
of course, that they are under orders from 
Washington to prepare for possible war, 
but their actions show plainly that some 
high authority has stirred them up. One 
of the strongest sigas of the warlike move- 
ments is the calculation now being made 
to ascertain what steps will actually be 
necessary in ense the Atlantic harbors 
should need prot+«:ion. 

The monitor | ussaic arrived yesterday 
from Annapolis. Orders were received to 
put the machinery and boilers in good con- 
dition.

The fifteen smooth- 
bore guns will be likely taken off and re- 
placed by eight-inch rifles. A telegram, 
which caused some war talk, which came 
from Washington Saturday, asked what 
was usually paid for overtime, day and 
night.

The Newark has goneto 
Yorktown for gun practice. 

Maps of Chili Being Studied. 

CuIcAGo, Jan. 19.—Yesterday a large 
number of maps of the fortified ports of 
Chili were received at army headquarters 
here from the wardepartment. The maps 
are said to show the exact position of ev- 
ery fortified spot alongthe Chilian coast. 
The largest map shows the exact location 
of every fortified spot in Valparaiso. 
There are four large sized forts there com- 
manding the harbor and eight or ten 
heavy batteries between the north and 
south limits of the city. About 100 guns 
are in use in these fortifications. General 
Miles declines to discuss the Chilian af- 
fair. His aide, Captain Maus, said: ‘“Val- 
paraiso is well fortified, but the heavy 
guns of our biggest warships could silence 
her batteries in a short time.’’ Captain 
Maus stated that army officersall over 
thecountry were brushing up their knowl- 
edge of the military strength of Chili, and 
there was a great demand for such maps. 


TRACHING SEW ING. 


YOUNG WOMEN 
MACHINES 


SHOW BUYERS OF 
HOW TO USE THEM. 


An Occupation Which 
Within a 
Machine Headquarters Now Employs 
Girls Who Do Nothing but Teach. 


Has Grown Up 
Few Years—Every Sewing 


The sewing machine teacher is an indis- 
pensable adjunct of the sewing machine 
office. She isinvariably a young woman. 
You seldom hear of her, itis true, ualess 
you have bought a new machine and want 
to learn how to use some of its new and in- 
tricate attachments. Yet there are several 
thousand of herin Gotham. From fifteen 
to a hundred teachers are employed in each 
office, according to the business done. 

Her work consists in following up every 
machine sent out either on trial or sold on 
the installment plan. Her work is partly 
to teach its uses, partly to see that it is 
properly cared for and that it has not been 
taken on trial with no intention of buying, 
and simply because the family had some 
sewing to do and sawa chance to do it 
without paying for the use of the machine. 

As yet no statistics have been gathered 
about the sewing machine teacher. She 
has not even attracted the attention of any 
of the numerous societies which devote 
themselves to investigating the working 
girl. The sewing machine teacher is one 
of the newer of the four hundred or more 
occupations into which women have en- 
tered in the past three decades. 

Itis also one in which women havea 
monopoly. Except in the case of heavy 
factory machines, all the teachers are of 
the gentler sex. She has some interesting 
experiences too. 

HER DUTIES, 

AtSin the morning sheis expected to 
be at the company’s office. There she re- 
ports the number of places where she 
called the day previous, how long she spent 
ineach place, what sort of care is being 
given the machines, if it be a machine 
placed on trial, whether the party is likely 
to buy or not, or whether they have just 
got it because they want the use of it for 
nothing. Then sheis givena list of new 
machines sent out in her district. It is 
nearly 9 o’clock when she starts out. She 
is expected to call in twenty or thirty 
places before quitting work at 6 o’clock. 
Asa matter of fact, she manages to give 
seventeen or eighteen lessons on an average 
each day. 

Her salary is not an exorbitant one, 
though she seldom complains of it. She 
certainly is better off than the factory or 
salesgirl. She must be able tospeak two 
languages at least. In the up town districts 
English and German are indispensable. 
Down town, English and German and abil- 
ity to make herself understood to the Ital: 
ians and Russians of the sweat shops are 
requisit« 

Asa as a girl takes up the role of sew- 
ing machine teacher w hen sheis between 
seventeen and twenty years old. Usually 
she sticks to it too. Ina large up town of- 
fice is one young woman who has been 
thirteen years in the business. She re 
ceives a salary for her work, and in ad- 
dition is given an agent’s commission for 
all the machines sent out on trial which 
she succeeds in selling. She likes the work, 
and considers herself pretty well fixed. 
Her estimate of her earnings gives an 
average of twelve dollars a week. 

The beginner is given six dollars a week. 
This is increased gradually if she seems 
likely to be a successful teacher, for there’s 
a knack about teaching the intricacies of 
gusset and seam as well as in every other 
trade, until the maximum salary of nine 
dollars is reached. Some of the teachers 
become very expert in their knowledg of 
the machines, and are as capable of taking 
them apart and repairing them as the ma 
chinist who constructed them. 

OPPORTUNITIES FOR GOOD. 

The sewing machine teacher has some 
interesting experiences inthe rounds of her 
work. She gets a knowledge of life, miser- 
able and poor life usually, and an insight 
into the home life of the poor, strange cus 
toms and general human nature that she 
could acquire no other way. It requires a 
certain amount of philosophy, too, to make 
her a successful teacher. As likely as not 
her first assignment will be toa dark and 
dreary back room in a tenement house, 
where a poor mother is trying to support 
her little ones making clothing for the 
stores. Shehas bought a sewing machine 
with newer improvements, with which she 
hopes to accomplish more. 

The sewing machine teacher must in all 
probability listen to the whole story. And 
if she be at all sympathetic, and the woman 
is unable to keep up her installment and 
loses both new and old machines, the oc 
currence is apt to have a depressing effect. 
Or she may have to go to a sweat shop 
where everything is overcrowded and gen- 
erally disagreeable. Or, again, it is a quiet, 
pleasant little home nest where a little 
woman is anxious to help the strong right 
arm by doing her own sewing at home. 

Yet the many contrasts, the heartrend- 
ing tales and the contact with hard, un 
lovely poverty seldom makes the sewing 
machine teacher unwomanly or bitter. 
She is a jolly, happy, sympathetic wom- 
an with a great well of thankfulness in 
her heart, because her own lot is so much 
easier than some others. 

Sometimes she makes good use of her 
powers of observation, and the results 
make startling little stories. For a news 
paper woman there is nothing like the oc 
cupation of the sewing machine teacher as 
a means of gaining useful knowledge.— 
New York News. 
Items About Shoes.

WIFE NO. 1 CLAIMS BODY, |

The wife 
selected to make her home in East Boston, 
while the husband located in Atlantic. 
With him was Alice G. Richards, who for 
the past four years has been kuown in the 
neighborhood as Mrs. William H. Watts. 

Monday Mrs. Watts, the legally married 
wife, appeared upon the scene and laid 
claim to the body of her husband. Alice 
also wanted it. Mrs. Charlotte H. Watts 
secured Mr. Pattee as her counsel, and he 
made application for an injunction, order- 
ing Alice G. Richards and others to refrain 
from interfering with Charlotte H. Watts 
in removing the body of William H. 
Watts for burial in Woodlawn cemetery, 
and also restraining Christopher A. Spear 
from issuing a permit for the removal or 
burial of the body to any other person than 
Charlotte H. Watts.

fhe Vote for Presidential Electors. 
Business in the Senate and House. 


Boston, Jan. 20.—The first public hear- 
ing of the session took place yesterday 
when the joint committee on election 
laws took up that portion of the govern- 
or’s inaugural address which recommends 
that the law be so amended that a single 
mark shall constitute a vote for ail the 
presidential eleetors of a political party. 
The only person to appear at the hearing 
was Warren Johnson of Cambridge, who 
is opposcd to the whole election law as it 
tow stands. The hearing was closed, and 
it is practically certain that the law will 
be amended as recommended by the gov- 
ernor.

And Have Prepared Pleadings in An- 


swer to the Plaintiff's Writ — Seven 
Points Against Directors of the Au- 


burn Shoe and Leather Bank. 


AUBURN, Me., Jan. 20.—In the action of 
the National Shoe and Leather bank 
against the bondsmen of Marshall C. Per- 
cival, viz.: Charles K. Mathews, Homer 
Percival, F. P. Haviland and J. Foster 
Percival, guardian of Charles M. Barrell, 


| to recover $20,000, the amount for which 
| these parties were on the bond of the de- 


cashier, the counsel for the de- 
fendants, Baker, Baker & Cornish, and N. 
& J. A. Morrill, filed pleadings yesterday 


| in the supreme judicial court in answer to 


the plaintiff’s writ. Four pleadings were 
filed, one foreach of the four bondsmen, 
all being alike. Following is the sub- 
stance of the 

Grounds of the Defense. 


First—The “writing obligation” was never 
approved and accepted by the plaintiff bank. 
Second—Marshali C. Percival at atl times 


well, faithfully and truly kept and performed 


all the conditions of the bond. 


Third—While Mr. Percival was cashier of 
the bank, the plaintiff bank semi-annually ex- 
amined the institution,making full settlement 
with him, and spreading upon their records 
the fact of such examination and settlement. 

Fourth—The plaintiff bank at the conclusion 
of each examination and settlement declared 
that in all respects the accounts wereaccurate 
and that all books, notes, drafts, se- 
cur moneys and other property of the 
bank had been honestly, strictly and faith- 
fully kept and produced; and if either of the 
statements or certificates were untrue in any 
respect the bank 

Deceived and Defrauded 

the defendant, and was guilty of such negli- 
gence and breach of duty toward him, as a 
surety on the bond,as estops the plaintiff from 
asserting any liability of the defendant for 
any violation of duty or wrongful acts of Per- 
cival as cashier, from and after the date of 
such settlement, untrue statement and cer- 
tificate. 

Fifth—The directors of the bank retained and 
continued Mr. Percival in office long after any 
defalcation or malfeasance in his office would 
have became evidentto the directors upon a 
careful examination of his books and accounts,

edge of such facts as rendered Percival unfit 
for cashiar continued kim therein, and were 
thereby gnilty of such negligence and want as 
relieved and discharged the defendant from 
liability ‘tom any subsequent wrengful acts of 
Percival. 

Sixth—The bank retained Percival in office 
long after it had actual knowledge that he 
was corruptly and fraudalently embezzling 
the moneys and property of the bankfand was 
defaulter and guilty of malfeasance, and, not- 
withstandiag such knowledge, concealed the 
same from the defendant, and

the same, firnishing Lim means, moneys and 
securities therefor. Yet, notwithstanding this, 
the directors in statements and ccrtificates 
from time to time published declared that the 
accounts were acctrat? and true, and that all 
the money, property,eic. of the bank had been 
faithfully kept and produced, ‘thereby decety- 
the defendant and inducing him not to con- 
tinue his bond. 

Seventh—From the ttme the bond was ex- 
ecuted, April 30, JS7§ beforethe bank had re- 
ceived its charter ard ‘become a corporation, it 
being expressly provided that the capital stock 
should be but $150,00,the capital stock was in- 
l at different times to $400,000, the last 
nerease being from $300,000 to $400,000 in 
November, 1887. This discharged the defernd- 
ant from all liabili for the wrongful acts, 
etc., of the defaulting cashier.

Encampment at Washington Promises 


to Eclipse All Previous Displays. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—General John 
Palmer, commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army, isin Washington. He says the old 
soldiers will make the coming encamp- 
ment in Washington the pilgrimage of 
their lives.

TROOPS FIRED UPON, 


Tennessee Miners Have Renewed Hos- 
tilities—Reinforcements Asked For. 


NASHVILLE, Jan. 20.—Early yesterday 
morning 2000 miners gathered on the hills 
about the Coal Creek stockade and kept 
up a constant firing around the two small 
houses which contain 200 st2te troops. [No 
one was hurt. The officer in charge of the 
troops has asked for reinforcements, and 
one company of infantry has been sent 
from Knoxville. Though the soldiers are 
well fortified,the miners outnumber them 
a hundred to one, and the miners of Ken- 
tucky are ready to join their Tennessee co- 
laborers. 

About two weeks ago a soldier accident- 
ally shot and killed a convict, and since 
then the miners have become more arro- 
gant and aggressive. They say that when 
they get ready they will exterminate the 
civil guards, state troops and the convicts, 
and forever end convict labor in the moun- 
tains of east Tennessee.

The official figure of the maintenance of 
the Lowell water works are now made pub- 
lic and are interesting. It cost about $180,- 
000 to run the water works last year, but 
the receipts being $216,600, gave a balance 
of $26,558 to the city. This includes the 
costs of duplicating a 30-inch supply con- 
duit at a cost of $28,655. The annual re- 
port, from which these figures are taken 
also shows that the department now has a 
surplus of about $75,000 over aud above 
the annual cost of running it, and the net 
cost of the works up to the present time 
is $2,413,164.

The Pope Has the Influenza. 


Panis, Jan. 20.--Paris has another sen- 
sation, with two duels already assured and 
possibly more to follow. The chamber of 
deputies yesterday was the sceneof un- 
usual excitement. President Floquet an- 
nounced that he had received an intima- 
tion from a Boulangist member, M. Laur, 
that he desired to ask Premier de Frey- 
cinet what steps the government would 
take regarding the attacks upon amem- 
ber of the cabinet. 

M. de Freycinet said it was clear that 
the object of the question was to have 
newspaper articles read from the tribune 
reflecting upon the government. He there- 
fore declined to discuss the matter. 

As M. Laur was leaving the tribune, M. 
Constans, toward whom the insinuations 
were directed, suddenly advanced and 

Struck Him in the Face. 

There was an uproar immediately. The 
government supporters wildly cheered M. 
Constans, while M. Laur, surrounded by 
friends, was led to his seat. President 
Floquet vainly rang his bell in an effort to 
restore order, and finally adjourned the 
sitting. Various groups of the deputies 
became engaged in violent quarrels. Dur- 
ing one of these disputes M. Delpech, a Re- 
publican, cuffed the ears of Deputy Caste- 
lin a Boulangist. 

As the result of this act, M. Dumartiel 
waited on M. Delpechin the lobby to ar- 
range fora duel with Castelin. At this 
juncture there was another row, result- 
ing in

About the same time, also, in the lobby a 
well-known journalist struck M. Bou- 
deiu, a Boulangist member.

Later on the interrupted sitting was 
resumed. A motion to consider the pre- 
vious question was then agreed upon by a 
vote of 438 to 44. 


GERMAN ENTERPRISE. 


New Expedition Expects to Accomplish 
Great Things on the Dark Continent. 


ZANZIBAR, Jan. 20.—The German expe- 
dition, under the command of Oscar Dor- 
chert, is about tostart for the Victoria 
Nyanza, taking with it the sections of the 
steamer Herman Von Wissman. Herr 
Dorchert was formerly commander of Dr. 
Peters’ Emin retief expedition, but had 
not proceeded a hundred miles from the 
coast before he was attacked by fever and 
compelled to return. The present expedi- 
tion is composed of between 5000 and 6000 
men, including shipbuilders, dockbuild- 
ers and other mechanies, who will con- 
struct a dockyard anc docks on the shores 
ofthe lake, and will put together and 
launch the steamer. 

The German East Africa company will 
advance 400,000 marks to construct the 
docks, and also 80,000 marks for the con- 
struction of roads. Both these amounts 
will be drawn from the fund of the anti- 
slavery lottery in Berlin. 


HORRORS OF STARVATION. 


Evidence of Misery and Suffering Almost 
Beyond Humar Endurance. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 20.—The male in- 

habitants of Chelabiask are leaving by 
hundreds to avoid seeing their families 
starve to death. The unburied carcasses 
of horses and cattle lie in every direction, 
together with human bodies. The only 
food left is dry mixed herbs. A traveler 
from that locality says hardly anybody 
appeared to have partaken of food for 
three days before his visit and all were ex- 
pecting death. The whole village took the 
last sacrament together. 


Seventy-three Bodies Recovered. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 20.—The search 
for the remains of the persons who met 
their death by the breaking of a bridge at 
Tiflis has been unremittingly continued 
Since the accident happened. Up to last 
reports seventy-three bodies had been 
taken from the water. Many more bodies 
are still lying at the bottom of the river. 


Practically in a State of Siege. 

VIENNA, Jan. 20.—Persian advices re- 
port much anti-foreign feeling in Persia, 
due to the belief that the English are re- 
sponsible for the tobacco monopoly. The 
police are protecting the residences of 
Europeans from mobs demanding their 
expulsion. The shah and the grand vizier 
do not venture out in pablic.

Utilization of Niagara. 

It is quite likely that the first large 
contract the company which is to sup- 
ply power from Niagara Falls will take 
for the delivery of power at a distance 
from its central station will be to light 
the city of Buffalo. This will require 
3,000 horse power. The present value of 
a horse power gencrated from steam in 
Buffalo is $35 per annum. The com- 
pany is now willing to contract to fur- 
nish on its grounds at Niagara Falls 
horse power per annum of twenty-four 
hour days at these rates: For 5,000 
horse power, $10 per horse power; for 
4,500, $10.50; for 4,000, $11; and so on 
down to 300 horse power, for which there 
will be charged $21 per horse power per 
annum, 

If there be not a very great loss of 
power in the transmission to Buffalo, it 
seems very likely that the company will 
have no difficulty in underbidding any 
concern now using steam as the motive 
power for the electric lights, as the loss 
by transmission is considerably less than 
20 percent. About the use of water power 
of the great falls in Buffalo within a year 
or so there can be no doubt. When it 
shall be brought to New York is another 
matter, but about that there are not so 
many elements of improbability as to 
excite men to scoff, for power has al- 
ready been transmitted electrically a 
great distance, and that, too, with rea- 
sonable economy.—Harper’s Weekly. 


Dangerous Experiments. 

There is a scientific person in Eng- 
iand just at present who apparently 
spends his whole time in hanging newly 
born izfants to a branch of a tree, or 
rather it is the infants who hang them- 
selves, in consequence of the scientific 
person’s encouragement and advice. The 
branch is putin an infant’s hands, and 
is then lifted into the air, when it is 
found that the infant will retain its hold 
and remain suspended by its hands for 
fully two minutes. The object of this 
performance is to show that man is de- 
scended from the monkey. It is the 
scientific person’s opinion that if an in- 
fant instinctively hangs by its hands 
from a branch of a tree it is because it 
has inherited a fondness for that athletic 
sport from its simian ancestors. 

This is all very well; but when the 
scientific person's practices come to the 
ears of the mothers of the infants with 
whom the experiments have been made 
it is probable that he will somewhat 
change his opinion as to the descent of 
man and will adopt the view that man 
has been developed, on his mother’s side, 
from a thrashing machine of complicated 
construction and tremendous strength.

Where Land Brings Fabulous Prices. 

Achronicler of the days of the good 
Haroun-al-Raschid, seated on a minaret 
of his paradise, with’ list of New York 
real estate quotations spread out before 
him, would be seized with an impulse 
to write the story of our prosperity in 
jeweled characters on cloth of gold. 
And if he should describe Manhattan as 
an island overlaid with precious metals 
and incrusted with diamonds, there 
would be little fault to find with the 
metaphor beyond its audacity. In a 
down town district, but a short time 
ago, land sold for $20,000 per frontage 
foot, the entire lot, 20 by 100 feet, bring- 
ing $400,000. Up town, in achoice neigh- 
borhood, about the same time, $50,000 
was the price paid for a frontage of 
20 feet by 100 feet in depth. Thus have 
the inexorable demands of traffic and 
the needs of huddling thousands for 
sleeping room and shelter transmuted 
the soil beneath the New Yorker's feet 
into auriferous strata whose value stated 
in figures becomes almost too dazzling 
for belief.—Harper’s Weekly. 


A Churchyard Garden. 

In Berlin there appears to be little rev- 
erence for the dead. The old cholera 
churchyard of 1831, which afterward 
became a cemetery for the poor, has long 
been neglected, though there have been 
funerals there during the last ten years. 
The place is now to be changed. In the 
lower part of the churchyard, where a 
new church is to be built, the graves 
have been opened and the skeletons and 
remains of coffins taken out to be buried 
in a general grave higher up, where it is 
intended to make a public garden. 

On the upper part of the churchyard 
two schools are being built. Other por- 
tions of the ground will be sold for 
building purposes, though it does not 
seem a very healthy site for human 
abodes.—London News.

Now the emperor per- 
mits his subjects to line the streets when 
he and his consort travel and to approach 
them with petitions, to which they listen 
in the kindest manner. The young em- 
press has commanded the custom of sac- 
rificing human beings in order to propi- 
tiate the Goddess of Silk Culture to cease. 
And she has assisted in planting mul- 
berry trees in the forecourt of the temple 
where the sacrifices once took place.—

of Money but a Few Years Ago—Story 
of the Rise and Fall of the “Women's 


Deposit Bank." 


Bostoy, Jan. 21.—Mrs. Sarah E. Howe, 
whose Woman’s Deposit bank proved 
such a successful swindle just previous to 
1880, but whose shrewdness did not serve 
tokeep her from the hands of the law, 
died yesterday of paralysis, at Tre- 
mont street. 

Adverse fortune had so wrecked her life 
that she died penniless, the expenses of 
her funeral dev ie ing upon her acquaint- 
ances of the c She had no friends and 
no relative so fs arasis known. For three 
months she had been li ving in a boarding 
and lodging house, carefully keeping from 
those she met -he knowledge that she was 
the notorious Mrs. Howe of woma n’s bank 
memory. As feeble as most old ladies of 
75, she experienced all the privations that 
fall upon a penniless, friendless pe rson. 

“The Woman's Deposit,’ 
Mrs. Howe was the ostensible 
head, was probably one of the most skil- 
fully managed plots to swindle women of 
moderate means that was ever devised. 
Even so shrewd a woman as “Gail Hamil- 
ton’? was so completely beguiled by its 
guise of “sweet charity’ that she recom- 
mended her friends to invest their money 
in it and even after its promoter had been 
found guilty of obtaining money under 
false pretences, she came to its defense in 
article published in

The Atlantic Monthly 

Its career began some time in I882in 
humble quarters on an obscure street at 
the South End. Invitations were ex- 
tended to unmarried women of small 
means to invest in the bank,not more than 
£1000 being received, and not less than 
#200. No married woman or man could 
become a depositor. In return they were 
to receive 8 percent, per month, payable 
quarte rly , the first payment of interest to 
be paid inadvance. At the end of a year, 
it will be seen, the depositor of $100 would 
in interest $120, And for years 
many persons did receive this income from 
their humble investments. 

To all inquiries made by inquisitive 
women as to where these fabulous sums 
of money came from, the reply was that 
a number of benevolent Quakers, wishing 
to benefit women of humble means, had 
made Mrs. Howe the custodian of their 


| charity, and that they were paying inter-

est out of theirown pockets without de- 
pending onthe money deposited to make 
any returns of income. This proved so 
completely satisfactory that fabulous 
sums of money poured into the lap of Mrs. 
Howe. 
Flashed with Success 
and not satisfied with her humble sur- 
roundings, inan unguarded moment she 
purchased for $40,000 the beautiful house 
on the comer of East Brookline and 
Washington streets, It was furnished 
sumptuously, a cupola and a conservatory 
added and the fronfparlor turned into a 
banking office in charge of Miss Julia 
Gould, or J. Gould, as she was familiarly 
called. The front door was jealously 
guarded to prevent the entrance of men, 
and no woman, unless introduced by a de- 
positor or agent, was allowed inside. A 
office was established on West 
Brookline street. Many women in Boston 
and other cities were made agents and re- 
ceived commissions for inducing their 
female friends to become depositors. There 
was, in fact, little short of a craze 
inside the place for purposes of invest- 
ment, and to all suggestions that the con- 
cern was a swindle came the unanswerable 
reply that the interest was paid promptly, 
and had been for years.

At last the affair attracted the attention 
of the press, but rather in the form of 
ridicule than serious mention. The Ad-

The police authorities 
had claimed that no criminal act had been 
committed, and refused to interest them- 
selves, but witnesses were found who 
could testify that Mrs. Howe had told 
them about the Quaker fund, and on an 
indictment for obtaining money under 
false pretenses, she was arrested and 
lodged in jail.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLA: Unc. 


Hearing on the Free Pass System—Sen- 
ate and House Doings. 


Boston, Jan. 21.—The hearing before the 
joint judiciary committee yesterday is 
likely toresult in a recommendation of leg- 
islation which shall eliminate the free pass 
from a_ legislator’s perquisites. It 
is probable, however, that the committee 
will recommend an amendment of the con- 
Stitution so thata member may receive 
pay for traveling between his home and 
the state house whenever called uponso to 
do inthe regular discharge of his legisla- 
tive duties. 

In the senate orders were adopted as to 
a revision of chapter 298 of the acts of 
1884, and of additions to and amendments 
the sreof, relative to ascertaining what cit- 
izens are entitled to the right of suffrage, 
80 as to provide for a more careful and 
thorough registration of votes and a bet- 
ter enforcement of the existing laws rela- 
tive thereto. 

The committee on cities reported a bill 
authorizing the city of Salem to issue 
bonds to the extent of $100,000 to refund 
the existing indebtedness of said city.

A PREJUDICED “JUROR. 


Another Sensational 
Regarding the Graves Case. 


DENVER, Jan. 21.—A startling story, 
which, if true, will throw some light on 
the verdict in the Graves case, has just 


leaked out. It is asserted that one the 
Jurors who found Graves guilty remarked 
before the trial that he would like to get} 
on the jury inorder to hang Dr. Graves. 
This man is said to have discussed the case 
frequently last summer, and to declare} 
that he was a firm believer in capital pun- 
ishment. 

Of course this means nothing, but if he} 
made the other remark attributed to him, 
he surely was not an unbiased juror. 
Could these allegations 
before the motion for a new trial was ar 
gued before Judge Rising, the doctor} 
would surely have been given another | 
chance.

The Government to Bring Suit for the 
Recovery of About $4000. 


Bostoy, Jan. 21. — District Attorney 
Allen has been instructed by the depart:

$4000, which, on a settlement of his ac 
counts as United States marshal, appears 
to be due the government.

That indiet- 
ment is still pending, and it is said that it 
is possibie that the pressing of the suit 
against General Banks may result in 
something being done in this matter, 
although nothing had yet been determined 
upon by the authorities.

FUNERAL SERVICES. 


Duke of Clarence Borne to His 
Last Resting Place. 


CEREMONIES WERE SIMPLE 


And Not Marked by Any Great Display. 
A Hint That the Duchess of Fife is to 
Be Prince George’s Successor—Other 
Foreign Mews of Interest. 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—The funeral of Prince 
Albert Victor of Wales, Duke of Clavence 
and Avondale, took place yesterday. 
The funeral ceremonies were commenced 
in the Sandringham parish chureh, 
where the body has been lying since Sat- 
urday last upon a bed of violets and lilies, 
in a plain but handsome oak coffin made 
from wood cut near the spot where the 
young prince died. The religious services 
at Sandringham church were confined to 
members of the royal family and to the 
household of the Prince of Wales. 

The whole route from the church to the 
Wolverton station of the Great Eastern 
railway was lined with spectators, and, as 
the piocession passed, joined the rear. A 
guard of honor from the Norfolk velun- 
teers, with guns reversed, met the cortege 
at the station. The whole scene was one 
of great solemnity. 

The funeral train arrived at Windsor at 
2:55 o'clock, p. m., and was received with 
much ceremony at the flower decorated 
station. The streets by that time were 
packed with sombre clad people, wedged 
in behind the troops and police who lined 
the route to the castle. As the coffin was 
taken out of the train and placed upon the 
gun carriage in waiting, a combined mili- 
tary band played the ‘Dead March,” and 
the procession started toward St. George’s 
chapel. 

Surprise Was Expressed 

that the Duke of Fife walked on the left 
of the Prince of Wales and in advance of 
the princes of the royal house, brothers of 
the Prince of Wales. The significance of 
this is said to be that the Duchess of Fife 
comes next in succession to Prince George, 
and that the Princeof Wales wished to 
give this public recognition to the fact. 

The remains were preceded by a number 
of members of the royal family. Follow- 
ing the body were all the personal attend- 
ants of the dead prince and the household 
of the Prince of Wales. 

Simple Ceremonies, 

Yesterday the chapel was almost devoid 
of decoration, even the stalls of the Knights 
of St. George which line each side of thein- 
terior were not draped with black cloth. 

he services were conducted by the bishop 
of Rochester, who personally officiated at 
all the ceremonies which, plain in them- 
selves, were rendered beautiful by the ex- 
quisite music whieh floated out of the 
organ loft and by the brilliant scene 
presented by the chapel full of bright 
uniforms, for nearly every person present 
wore a military or naval uniform or court 
costume. 

The Princess of Wales and the rest of the 
ladies of the royal family were absent, 
and the duke was accorded what may be 
termed a purely military funeral. At the 
conclusion of the religious ceremonies, 
Chopin’s “Marche Funebre”’ was played 
upon the organ, and the body was carried 
to its last resting place. 

Shortly after the chapel was eleared of 
its distinguished assemblage, the coffin 
was placed, without any further public 
ceremony, in the Albery Memorial chapel, 
the walls and floors of which were almost 
concealed by the mass of floral tributes 
sent to Windsor from all parts of England 
and the continent. 

An Affecting Scene. 

Late last evening a most affecting scene 
was witnessed in the chapel. The Prince 
and Princess of Wales, the Princess Vic- 
toria, Princess Mary and others gathered 
there privately to pray for thedead prince. 
The queen, so soon as her health permits, 
will also visit the spot and offer up prayers 
for her grandson. When this touching 
family scene was over, the coffin was 
placed in the vaults, and the princesses 
and their escortsreturned to nurse their 
sorrow in the family circle. 


Services in memory of the dead 
prince were held in Berlin. In Vienna 
similar service was held. A memorial 
service was also held in Paris. In 


all the§ European capitals memorial ser- 
vices were held under the auspices of the 
British miaisters. 

It is officially announced that the Prince 
and Princess of Wales are anxious to ex- 
press to her majesty’s subjects in the 
United Kingdom, the colonies, India and 
elsewhere the sense of their deep gratitude 
for the universal feeling of sympathy 
manifested for them in the loss of their son. 

Besides the services in the churches of 
the established faith, there were similar 
observances in most of the dissenting 
churches and in the synagogues, 


The Dead Cardinal 

Lonpon, Jan. 21.—No labored and per- 
functory eulogy is needed to impress upon 
the hearts of the populace the virtues of 
Cardinal Manning, nor to remind the peo- 
ple of what they have lost in losing him. 
Fully 50,000 persons visited the Brompton 
oratory yesterday to gaze upon the features 
of the deceased prelate. The offices for the 
dead were recited during the afternoon by 
acorps of 200 priests. The scene was a most 
solemn one. 


Steamer Burned at Sea. 

LONDON, Jan. 21.—The British steamer 
City of Dundee, which has arrived at Liv- 
erpool from Norfolk, reports Jan. 11 she 
sighted what was apparently 4 large 
steamer, burning fiercely. The vessel had 
been burned almost to the water’s edge. 
The City of Dundee saw a sailing vi+ssel in 
the vicinity and, concluding that t he peo- 
ple from the burning vessel were aboard 
of her, she proceeded.

Rio JANEIRO, Jan. 21.—Yesterday 160 
prisoners confined for various offenses in 
Fort Santa ( , onthe east side of the 
entrance to harbor, mutinied and over- 
powered and disarmed the guards and sol- 
die: “1 there.

This future arenue of African trade 
and European enterprise, and perhaps of 
European conquest as well, is a quiet 
little town of 4,000 or 5,000 inhabitants, 
perched on a law islet a mile long by 
400 yards broad. lying at the northern 
end of Arkiko bay and connected with 
the mainland. lite Venice, by a cause- 
way nearly a milein length through the 
smooth, shallow water of the roadstead, 
which is shelterel from storms by the 
long, straggling Isle of Dhalak across 
the mouth of the bay. 

The stueets, or rather lanes, of the 
miniature fort have a curiously diversi- 
fied appearance, tall houses of coral or 
stone alternating with little nests of 
sticks and palin leaves or of cane and 
dried grass, such as one sees along the 
iy hill sides of Algeria or along the

Nor is the 
population less motley than the town 
itself. Handsome, black haired, olive 


checked Italians; big, heavy, wooden 


faced Turks; supple, keen eyed, brigand- 
like Greeks: sturdy, red whiskered Brit- 


Providence have doomed to be ‘‘foreign- 
ers” instead of Englishmen; black, bulky 
Nubians, with thick lips and rolling 
eyes; tall, gaunt, high cheeked, savage 
looking Somaulis, from the wild African 
“No Man’s Land,” between Cape Guar- 
dafui and the straits of Bab-El-Mandeb; 
dark, sinewy, bare limbed Arabs, with 
shaven crowns and flowing black beards, 
and stately, white cloaked Abyssinians 
from the overhanging mountains, whose 
bold, warrior bearing, erect head and 
swaggering stride c me back ina 
moment to the wild mountain glens of 
Albania and Montenegro. 

The merchandise, too, is as varied as 
those who handle it. Knives, hatchets 
and striped cloths from England, rifles 
and daggers from Italy, Turkish sabers, 
Persian carpets, bags of Arabian coffee, 
and embroidered and turbans 
from Bengal, lie side by side with the 
ivory, beeswax, gum, hides, butter and 
grass mats which have just come down 
from the Abyssinian hills and are about 
to be shipped off to Europe via the Suez 
canal. 

To reach Massowah itself is now an 
easy matter, thanks to the monthly line 
of Italian steamers from Naples; but 
to penetrate thence into Tigre (the ad- 
jacent provtnce of Abyssinia) is not 
quite so simple as formerly, the Italian 
invasion and the severe fighting that fol- 
lowed it having embittered the native 
mountain clans against all foreigners 
alike. However, the thing may be done 
with proper management, though the 
journey itself is by no means a holiday 
trip. Over the dusty, scorching plain of 
the lowlands nothing can carry you 
safely but a camel, and the camel's or- 
dinary motion (as any man who has ever 
ridden one will readily admit) is very 
much like being perched on the top of a 
particularly high omnibus which keeps 
upsetting every two minutes. 

When the mountains are reached at 
last, and you exchange your two humped 
engine of torture for one of the hardy 
and untiring native horses, matters im- 
prove considerably, though a nervous 
man might object to ride at full gallop 
along the edge of a 300 foot precipice, or 
to pass outside a laden pack horse ona 
ledge path barely two yards wide. The 
heat is terrible.

If you are bound for the king’s court 
you will find plenty to look at even be- 
fore you get there, and when you do get 
there you will fmd more to look at still. 

The native dress of the king and his 
nobles is at once simple and striking, 
consisting of a long white frock or man- 
tle, embroidered with five broad stripes 
of bright crimson, which are supposed 
to typify the five wounds of our Lord, 
for these strange people (Nestorian 
Christians ever since the Thirteenth | 
century) are extremely devout in their 
dwn peculiar way, and even the dreaded | 
King John himself—a perfect Abyssinian | 
Henry VIl[—used to hear morning pray- 
ers and read a chapter of the Bible every 
day before going forth to dye his battle | 
sword in blood or to order off a score of 
innocent men to instant execution. This 
robe is usually tucked up so as to leave 
the limbs free below the knee, and the 
feet are protected by strong sandals. 
Most of the Abyssinian grandees are 
splendid horsemen, and the reckless way 
in which they dash up and down these | 
precipitous ridges, with the tip of the | 
foot just touching the silver ring that | 
serves them as a stirrup, might com- | 
mand the applause of any Gaucho on the | 
South American pampas. 

The king’s life guards are picked sol- 
diers, all fine and powerful men, armed 
with long native rifles and curved | 
swords of wonderful keenness and tem- 
per. Here and there amid their stately | 
ranks you may espy a stalwart fellow 
who wears on his neck a lion’s claw set | 
in gold, a decoration which may be 
called the Victoria Cross of Abyssinia, 
proving as it does that the lion to whom / 
that claw orce belonged has been slain 
in single fight by its present wearer—a ! 
feat which even these hardy mountain- | 
eers consider well worthy of notice. 

Conspicuous amid the crowd of richly 
dressed native attendants that surround | 
the ““Nehgus” (as the Abyssian king is | 
called) is the figure of a tall and portly | 
manina gorgeously embroidered robe, | 
with a flat, shining disk of metal hang- 
ing upon his broad breast at the end of | 
a light silver chain, this being the badge | 
of his office as the king’s head cook. The 
post is one of the best in the whole king- | 
dom, but it has its drawbacks, the hold- 
er of it being bound to remain ummar- 
ried, and never to quit the court without 
the special leave of the king himself, 
which is seldomif ever given. More- | 
over, among this high functionary’s 
countless duties is the tasting of every | 
article of food or drink, no matter what 
itmay be, which is to be set before his 
royal master. | 

One very characteristic feature of this | 
strange court still remains to be de- | 
scribed. A little apart from the throng 
you will notice a large group of hand- 
some native girls of various ages, from 
thirteen to sixteen, arrayed in pictur- 
esque national costume, and adorned 
with barbaric national finery. A paint- 
er might object to their receding chins 
and thick, pouting lips, but their black, 
lustrous, melting eyes, their long, silky 
hair and the wonderful symmetry of 
their slim, graceful form, are a study 
worthy of Titian himself. 

Should the king be pleased with your 
address, or with the presents which every 
one is bound to offer him, he will re- 
quest or rather command you to take 
three or four of these beauties away with 
you as your wives—s courtesy rather 
embarrassing to some prim, middle 
aged British envoy with astrong minded 
wife of hisown at home, especially as, 
by native custom,it is death for any 
man to decline a gift offered by the king 
in person. Strangely enough, the young 
ladies themselves appear to be quite 
satisfied with the custom which thus 
transfers them from one master to an- 
other, like sheep or cattle. Once given 
into your possession, an Abyssinian girl 
will toil for you, fight for you and if 
need should be, die by your side on the 
battlefield—imore than one weird story 
being current here of slender, dark faced 
soldiers who were seen figating side by 
side with some of the Italian officers in 
the great battle two years ago, and who, 
when found lying dead over the corpses 
of those whem they had striven in vain 
to defend, were discovered to be women 
in disguise. 

Only once within the memory of liv- 
ing men has that strange gift been of- 
fered and refused. When the terrible 
King John reigned over Abyssinia—a 
tyrant whose merciless cruelty was ren- 
dered doubly formidable by the daunt- 
less courage and great abilities by which 
it was supported—there came to him on 
a public myssion a spare, muscular, clear 
eyed Eng)ish officer, who had written 
his name in history some years before as 
“Chinese. Gordon.” 

In the courtyard of the king’s palace 
the two men met—the strong swarthy 


Abyssinian in his gorgeous ‘white and 
crimson dress, with gold rings in his 
ears and a lionskin sash aeross his bare, 
brawny chest; the Englishman in his 
plain, well worn uniform, with the look 
of calm, fearless confidence that had 
kept up the drooping spirits of his sol- 
diers on many a hard fought battlefield. 
Behind them stood four beautiful native 
slave girls, looking wonderingly with 
their large liquid eyes at the strunge war- 
rior from beyond the sea who dared to 
face their terrible master and talk to 
him as an equal. 

John pointed to the women and bade 
his guest take them for his Wives as a 
gift from the king. 

It was certain death to refuse and 
Gordon knew it, but he never hesitated 
one moment. He drew himself up stern- 
ly and his deep, firm voice rang out clear 


| and unfalteringly as ever: 


“I ama Christian, and what: you offer 
me is forbidden by my reLigion. Slay me 
if you will—but I wilt not do this 
thing!” 

The indrawn breath of the wffrighted 
bystanders sounded like a hiss amid

ing the year by large sales of land and now 
amounts to $279,585.46. The Board of 
Managers will undoubtedly, during the 
year, take the necessary steps looking to 
the erection of another educational insti- 
tution in our midst.”

| to be kept as a perpetual fund, guaranteed 


| by the town with six per cent. interest for- | 


ever for the purposes to be hereafter men- 
tioned, viz:— 

1. Whenever the income from the 
foregoing bequests shall be sufficient in 


| the opinion of the managers of said fund, 
or at least within twenty-five (25) years, 
after my decease, they shall establish and 
continue for the town of Quincy, forever 
a Female Institute, for the education of 
females, from the age of ten to twenty 
| years, who are native born,—born, I wish 
| to be understood, in the town of Quincy,

Lonpon, Jan. 22.—The funeral services | 
over the remains of Cardinal Manning 
were held in the Brompton oratory 
yesterday. When the solemn mass of 
requiem was commenced the queen and 
Prince and Princess of Wales were rep- 
resented by high members of their house- 
holds. All the ambassadors and foreign 
powers were also present. 

The coffin reposed in front of the altar. 
It was enveloped in a black pall, orna- 
mented with gold crosses, crimson cords 
and a fringe of bullion. Surmounting the 
coffin was the hat of the cardinal. The 
altar was draped with black, the only 
ornament visible being a solitary gold 
cross. Rt. Rev. John Cuthbert Hedley 
preached the funeral sermon. 

At the conclusion of the service the 
clergy preceded the body to the hearse in 
waiting. The first coach was occupied by 
the cross bearer and acolytes. Then fol- 
lowed the clergy, who preceded the hearse, 
and following came carriages with the 
relatives of the cardinal, the members of 
his household, diplomats, members of the 
nobility, Knights of Malta, a deputation 
of members of the house of commons and 
a deputation from the Irish parliamentary 
party. Following thesecame 300 carriages 
containing private citizens, and after them 
marched a large number of workingmen’s 
societies. The body was interred in Kensal 
Green cemetery. 

At the grave, which was an ordinary 
brick lined one, the priests chanted the 
“Benedictus,”’ and a prayer was said for 
the Cardinal’s soul. The coffin was 
sprinkled with holy water, and then low- | 
ered into its final resting place. 

The whole route from the oratory to the | 
cemetery was lined with people, who rev- 
erently bared their heads as the hearse 
passed by. It is estimated that there were } 
100,000 persons in and around the ceme- | 
tery.

The Spread of Influenza. 

The ontbreak of influenza is spreading 
fast. with its customary concomitant of 
2 highly increased mortality from res- 
piratory affections. In the metropolis, 
for one week, thirteen deaths were at- 
tributed primarily to influenza, the total 
death rate being 19.9 per 1,000, or slight- 
ly less than the prezseding week. It may 
be not«@l that the death rate at Plymouth 
for the week ending Noy. 28 was 38.3, 
or precisely double what it was three 
weeks previously. There has also been 
arise in the death rates of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne and Sunderland. Influenza con- 
tinues to be very prevalent in Scotland; 
it has appeared in a severe form at 
Sandy, one of the isles of Orkney. In 
Glasgow it is said that it has never been 
so widespread and severe as at the pres- 
ent time, and almost the same is true of 
Edinburgh. In both places the resources 
of the profession have been severely 
taxed. 

Abroad the accounts are of like im- 
port. At Berlin it has been prevailing 
during the past month. It has been 
very severe at Hamburg and Dusseldorf, 
and is also spreading rapidly in the Sile- 
sian provinces and Schleswig-Holstein. 
It has appeared again in Paris, where 
Professor Brouardel has stated that it 

yas responsible for 100 deaths during 
one week. The Australian mails bring 
accounts of the deaths of several promi- 
nent Melbourne citizens from influenza, 
and our New Zealand correspondent 
also speaks of its prevalence.—London 
Lancet.

THE NEW WESTERN LEAGUE 
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A Terrible Insect. 

Asailor on a coasting vessel which 
plies between Galveston and ports on 
the gulf has some very interesting spec- 
mens which he secured while on the 


toast of Yucatan. Among them is a 
large jar filled with enormous spiders, 


Which he says are looked upon with 
greatest fear by the Indians of the cen- 


tral portion of that country, and which 
are undoubtedly the largest ever seen. 

_ The body of the spider is fully five 
inches in diameter and the legs are 
short and thick, being especially adapted 
to running and climbing. They are 
about two inches long and are as big 
around as an ordinary lead pencil. The 
animal is of a grayish brown color, but 
is most peculiarly marked by deep red 
bands, which cross its body, extending 
clear around diagonally from shoulder 
to hip, crossing each other at the middle 
of the back and the center of the belly. 

The fierceness of the insect and the 
marking on the back have induced the 
Indians to name it the ‘‘Devil’s Soldier,” 
and they say that it is undoubtedly the 
worst foe to man in that whole country, 
making it almost impossible for any one 
to go into the interior, for it abounds in 
such numbers that no place is free from 
it, and its bite is certain death. 

Only one instance is known to Indians 
where aman has been bitten and did 
not die, and this man was wildly insane 
ever afterward.

Boston, Jan. 23.--Says The Herald: It 
Is very probable that William H. Smith, 
the alleged accomplice of T'refethen in the 
death of Tena Davis, did not sleep at 
home on the night of the dead girl’s dis- 
appearance from her mother’s house. 

Smith, up to the time of his arrest, was 
engineer in the New York and Boston Dis- 
patch company’s establishment, at 105 
Arch street, having charge of the engine 
and boilers of the concern. As near as can 
be ascertained, on the night of Tena’s dis- 
appearance Smith rang the night bell con- 
nected with the company’s office at about 
11:15 o’clock, and was admitted into the 
building by the employe in charge of the 
place. 

When asked by the latter what was the 
cause of his putting in an appearance at 
such an unusual hour,Smith answered 
that he had missed his train and was going 
to sleep in the engine house over night. 
The employe who admitted him had been 
in charge of the place nights six months 
previous to that time, but Smith had 

Never Passed a Night 
on the premises before during that period 
of time. It was his custom to bank his 
fires before going home in the evening,and 
so leaving them until the following day. 

Onthe night in question, which the 
clerk is quite sure was a couple of nights 
before Christmas, though he is not posi- 
tive that it was the night of the 23d, 
Smith went with the clerk when the latter 
ranginhis watch notice at 12 o'clock, 
and after that the two sat talking in the 
engine room until 2:30 o'clock, when 
Smith wenttosleep andslept until2 o’clock 
when he was awakened by the clerk. The 
twoc onversed together again forawhile,and 
Smith was last seen that morning by the 
clerk a little while after 6o0’cl0ck. The 
clerk went off duty at 7,as was his custom. 

The night clerk says that he noticed 
nothing at all unusual about Smith,either 
when he entered the building or during 
the several hours’ conversation they had 
together. The night, tlc clerk remembers, 
was cloudy, warm and somewhat rainy. 
This description answers perfectly well 
for the nigl# of Dec. 23, 

When Tena Davis Disappeared. 

It was not Christmas eve, for the clerk 
remembers working the next day. His im- 
pression, enforced by all the facts he has 
ben able to recall about the evening, is 
that Smith spent Wednesday night, Dec. 
23, at the office with hin 

Smith’s presence in Boston, and his re- 
maining over night in the place where he 
was employed when his wife said he was 
home with the children, may be an impor- 
tant link in regard to the 

Posting of the Mysterious Letter 
to Tena’s mother, if it can be absolutely 
determined the night he remained in the 
express company’s engine room was the 
night of the 23d. He might have mailed 
the letter between 6 and 7 in the morning. 

The night clerk is very friendly toward 
the suspected man, and discredits the idea 
of his having had anything to do with the 
death of the girl.

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MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Two Quick Sessions — Concerning United 
States Senator Dawes’ Successor, 


Boston, Jan. 23.—The two houses met 
at 11 o’clock yesterday, and in less than 
half an hour the legislators were off and 
away. There was no business of import- 
ance transacted in either branch. In the 
house, Mr. Rideout was given leave to in- 
troduce a resolve authorizing the payment 
of $125 each for four East Bridgewater 
veterans of the war, the same being bounty 
duethem.

EIGHTEEN CRIPPLES DEAD 


And Twenty Injured is the Record ef 
the Big Fire at Indianapolis. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 23.—Eighteen dead 
is the record of the frightful holcaust that 
resulted from the destruction of the Na- 
tional Surgical institute yesterday morn- 


line. The fire was discovered about mid- 
g. 


night and about 250 crippled people were 
in the institute at thetime. The build- 


ing was almost totally enveloped in 
flames. 
In the small rooms throughout the 


buildings were from one to four beds, all 
occupied by patients, many of whom were 
perfectly helpless. When they became 
aware of their peril their fright was aw- 
ful. They became frantic in their efforts 
to reach places of safety, but there were at 
least eighteen, perhaps twenty, who per- 
ished. 

When the fire was discovered every 
means of escape was cut off, and many 
perished. The flames ate up the entire 
interior of the building, and, when the 


| floors gave way and fell to the bottom, 


there is no telling how many people were 


killed. : 
The surgical institute was a veritable 
fire trap. The stairways were narrow, the 


halls dark and the whole structure a laby- 
rinth. In some parts of the building the 
stairs wereso oldand worn that extra 
boards had been nailed on the steps. The 
firemen performed many acts of heroism, 
and several of them were badly hurt. 

There was a total insurance of $51,500 on 
the surgical institute buildings, furniture 
and surgical supplies. The exact loss can- 
not be estimated, but it will aggregate 
at least $40,000. 

Early in the morning ghouls began their 
work the ruins, and no small 
amount of jewelry and valuables were 
stolen. 

Russell Troy was arrested. Money and 
other articles supposed to be stolen were 
found in his pockets.

| WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The recall of 
Minister Egan was formally requested of 
Secretary Blaine yesterday by Minister 
Montt, at the head of the Chilian legation 
in this city. It is said the Chilian gov- 
ernment base their request for the recall 
of Mr. Egan upon the allegations that the 
American minister has been guilty of 
making reports to Washington that were 
deliberately false and of engaging In in- 
trigues for the purpose of creating trouble 
between the United States and Chili. 


Game and a Suab- 


“The publication of the correspondence 
with Chili,” said a gentleman who is ac- 
quainted with it, “will conclusively dis- 
prove the assertions of the Chilian govern- 
ment. Mr. Egan has kept this govern- 
ment fully advised of the progress of 
events in Chili since his arrival there; but 
he has done so without partisan bias. The 
members of the United States government 
who are familiar with his conduct fully 
approve it, and President Harrison and 
Secretary Blaine are fully in accord in the 
estimation with which Mr. Egan is held. 

“This action on the part of the Chilian 
government, which is the first official in- 
dication of their dissatisfaction with Min- 
ister Egan, will have a tendency to pre- 
cipitate a crisis in the relations of the two 
countries. It is taken in official circles to 
indicate that Chili does not intend tomake 
reparation or apology for the Baltimore 
incident, unless it can attach conditions 
which will preserve the pride of the gov- 
ernment of that country and enable it to 
retain its respect and support of the people 
who would 

Resent an Unqualified Apology. 

“In accordance with the rules of diplo- 
macy Minister Egan may be recalled from 
Santiago, but it would not indicate in the 
least any reflection upon his course by 
this government. He will come home, it 
fs said, if he comes, only because his at- 
titude as minister of the United States at 
Santiago has been so loyal and aggressive 
that it has incensed the interests at that 
court, antagcistic to those of this coun- 
try, which were sufliciently powerful to 
influence thegovernment there to ask his 
removal. Aivices from Santiago show 
that the American residentsin Chili are 
in sympathy with Mr. Egan, and that 
other foreign residents wonder how the 
United States can continue friendly re- 
lations with é government, the minister of 
which holds such adverse sentiments as 
those which lave been expressed there. 

“Another reason which it was said was 
alleged tor Egan's recall was the note sent 
tothe Chilian government on Oct. 
which Senor Matta designated as aggres- 
sive in design and violent in language. 
This was the frst official notice taken by 
Egan of the Baltimore atfair, and it was 
prepared by express instructions of As- 
sistant Secretary Wharton under date of 
Oct. 23. This letter of instructions was 
the one generally attributed to President 
Harrison, and Mr. Egan’s note to Senor 
Matta wasan almost exact reproduction 
ofthe terms employed in it. This inci- 
dent, under the conditions prevailing, 
comes perilouslyneara suspension of com- 
munication between the two countri0s, and 
the development of the next day or two 
will be awaited with much interest.”

STARVING FOR LAND. 


SREED AND WANT DRIVING THE 
PEOPLE TO THE WATER'S EDGE. 


is There a Land Famine, or Is the Scarcity 
Due to the Machinations of Syndicates? 
Our People Must Retrace Their Steps 
and Do Well What They Slighted Before. 


{Special Correspondence.]} 

The spirit of progress moves ever 
westward. Now that the feet of those 
who march in the stupendous procession 
have touche] the shores of the great 
western ocean, What next? The march 
cannot continue into the sea; the hosts 
cannot form in mighty phalanx in the 
sky; man cannot bridge the ocean in one 
swift leap. But the 
civilization cannot cease. Perhaps now 
it will turn back and do its work over— 
develop the crude beginnings, fill up 
the gaps and right some of the wretched 
mistakesit has made, for modern civili- 
zation has hurried along too fast to do 
its work well. 

The area of the earth has been gone 
over, the inhabitants all visited with at 
least some small portion of its blessings 
and many of its evils; they are settled, 
or at least placed, and a sort of hap- 
hazard system of relations established 
between them. The change is great 
between the time when men wandered 
freely in the wilderness, dwelt in caves 
and lived on the game they killed with 
their stone weapons and today. But 
some of the privileges enjoyed by all in 
those barbarous races would not be 
slighted by many of the people of this 
age. They could not lose the right to 
occupy some spot of earth, and no power 
denied the right of every one to the roots 
he gathered, the animals he killed and 
the fish he caught in the streams. 

Still, a world overrun with people who 
could do no more than this would not be 
a desirable state of things. The cruel 
Malthusian theory would have had a 
continuous excuse for its ever being 
elaborated—wars, famines, pestilences 
being inevitable would likewise have 
been necessary to the survivors. But the 
spirit of progress should now assume 
new forms. It can no longer hurry over 
every foot of land in the world and place 
its ban or its blessing (as it may be 
considered) on all who oceupy it. It has 
accomplished this much to the last 
limit. The common peope of today are 
turning their eyes in evety direction all 
The broad 
expanse of the United States, which once 
seemed exhaustless, is nav nearly all 
“fenced in with a parchmant scroll.” 

There is practically novaluable free 
land within our boundarie. That deep 
instinct in human nature—to take firm 
hold of the soil as a founlation for all 
the other blessings of lif—has driven 
men into mountain fastesses, to alka- 
line deserts and deadly svamps in the 
hope of building houses hat could not 
be taken away from then. Wherever 
one fairly prosperous settbment is made 
by leveling rocky hills, rrigating des- 
erts or filling up swamps a thousand 
martyr lives have been sacrificed. Yet 
so intense is the land hunger that there 
are more thousands ever ready to follow 
the frailest inducements held out for 
possible homes. 

Even the shallowest conservatives are 
ceasing to ask the old question, ‘Why 
do you not go out on the land ani make 
homes for yourselves?” of the s:arving, 
homeless humanity that seems so super- 
fluous in our great industrial centers. 
For it is becoming too evident what 
terrible risks, what keen struggles, what 
superhuman endeavors, men and women 
will undertake when there is a bare 
possibility offered of gaining a firm foot- 
hold on the earth. 

No sooner had the government prom- 
ised to throw open for settlement some 
reserved tracts of land in the Indian 
Territory, than throngs of men and 
women swarmed to the borders, madly 
eager to gain the coveted region at the 
first signal. Men raced to the death, 
and women fought with men fora spot 
of earth to call their own. For days 
cld and young of both sexes stood in 
line under storms and rains, enduring 
stoically miseries that might well daunt 
the bravest, to make their titles good. 

There is no scheme so wild or hazard- 
ous, which promises possession of land 
to the landless, that does not find its ad- 
herents. Homes in the United States 
are becoming more and more difficult to 
obtain; people are turning with longing 
eyes to other American countries, coun- 
tries of which little is known, except in 
a vague way that they are hot, malari- 
ous and full of reptiles. ‘Perhaps,” 
they are thinking, “these countries may 
not be so bad after all; fruit is easily 
ruised there, and we need never worry 
about the price of coal.” 

And so, though the distance is great 
and the means of getting there very 
poor, steamers being few and far be- 
tween, though a seething surf surrounds 
them and wharves are unheard of, 
though fevers and poisonous reptiles 
lurk in the rauk vegetation and impene- 
trable swamps, though the worst of 
hardships await those who reach them 
in safety, many are eagerly going there 
for land. 

Heartless schemers who have shrewd- 
ly’ discerned this intense desire of home- 
less men have taken advantage of it and 
are proposing fraudulent colonization 
schemes. The only part they assume in 
the plans is to take all the money the 
poor colonists possess, then send tnem 
to wilds noone has ever explored, to 
brs.ve dangers no one can estimate. 

Homeseekers should thoroughly in- 
vestigate every scheme for colonization 
before placing their money and their 
future welfare in the hands of unknown

There would not be ‘‘vacant lots” enough 
within every city’s limits tomake homes 
‘or all the vagrants, paupers and tramps 
in that city. Where millions of beauti- 
ful homes might be made millions of 
eager hands are barred out by pieces of 
gaper backed by astatute law. Home- 
kss toilers may tramp over unused land 
so reach some wild, uninviting spot they 
dare call their own, but they must not 
stop or even lie down and die. 

Thus it is that civilization, now that 
ithas thinly spread itself all over the 
world, must change its nature, turn 
about and move in new directions. It 
has left worse regions of savagery in the 
hearts of its highest enlightened centers 
than its onward march first drove away; 
it has left shut up corners of darkness, 
misery and wrong, deeper than the 
blackness of ignorance its first advanc- 
ing light cleared away. These the future 
wise civilization will dispel. Every 
spot of ground in desirable countries 
will blossom into a garden or furnish a | 
habitation for human beings. 

No one living but will share the bene- 
fits of skill, invention, science and labor. 
There will be no ‘‘vacant lots,” no un- | 
used, untenanted tracts of good land. 
Then, if the people still need more land 
and newer fields for cultivation. the 
combined skill, wisdom and wes! : of 
the age will seek the best m of 
reaching difficult countries; of 
swamps, clearing away dense forests, 
leveling hills, enriching deserts and dis- 
pelling poisonous vapors. These terrible 
barriers will not be met single handed 
by pitifully weak, home hungry individ- 
uals, so that every foot of redeemed 
ground has its martyr. Though the 
“spirit of progress” has dipped its feet 
in the vast western ocean, there is yet 
room for its onward march.

William Hennessey, who was buried 
in Scranton on Thursday, was one of 
the oldest miners in the Lackawanna 
valley, and was at onetime the most 
prominent figure among that class of 
workmen. During the “long strike” of 
1879-80 he was president of the famous 
Miners’ association, and his manage- 
ment of its affairs did much toward 
making that memorable struggle be- | 
tween capital and labor a peaceable 
and businesslike one. He held several 
public offices in Hyde park, and is 
gratefully remembered by all classes for 
his heroic conduct during the terrible 
smallpox epidemic that prevailed in j 
Scranton and vicinity some years ago. i 
A large pesthouse was built on West 
Mountain, and Hennessey volunteered 
to take charge of it and nurse the vic- 
tims of the scourge, although he had 
never had the disease himself. He re- 
mained for weeks in the pesthouse, and 
there are scores of people in the valley 
today who were inmates of the hospital 
who declare that they owe their lives to 
his careful nursing. He passed through 
his terrible ordeal safely, escaping the 
contagion. He died at Forest City, and 
was about seventy years old. 


Virginia Penny. 

Miss Virginia Penny began her labors 
for her sex at a period when there were 
but six occupations open to women and 
has seen’ the number enlarged to be- 
tween 300 and 400. Born and reared in 
Kentucky, much of her original work 
was done with special reference to the 
women of the south, but she increased 
the scope of her work until it embraced 
women everywhere. She was a teacher 
for many years until her health failed, 
and made personal investigations of the 
opportunities for women anxious to se- 
cure employment. Her books, ‘‘Employ- 
ment of Women,” ‘Five Hundred Occu- 
pations Adapted to Women,” ‘How 
Women Can Make Money” and “Think 
and Act” were widely read. Illness in- 
capacitated her for work at the most in- 
opportune times, and her struggles for 
woman in general were carried on at 
the cost of all comfort for herself. Pov- 
erty compelled her to surrender her 
rights in her literary productions for 
very small returns, and now that she is 
advanced in years and feeble she is 
without remunerative employment. 

The Coachman's Christmas. 

One of the most discontented men yes- 
terday was John McCullough, ef the 
Liberty Dawa Association of Coach 
Drivers. He was sitting on the box of a 
coach at Thirtieth street and Broadway, 
with a gloomy face as he watched the 
passers by and waited for his fare. ‘This 
is our Christmas,” he said. ‘‘We work 
365 daysa year, and I suppose I must 
work today the usual number of hours 
—all the way from sixteen to twenty- 
four. All day we're driving people to 
their Christmas dinners, but there’s no 
chance for us to eat our turkey at home. 
I didn’t have time to buy anything for 
the wife and family, but just gave her 
some money and told her to_get what- 
ever she liked."—New York World 


Child Labor tn Chicago. 

It was reported at a recent meeting of 
the Chicago Trades and Labor assem- 
bly that some of the contractors who 
manufacture mailbags for the United 
States government employ little chil- 
dren, work them long and unseasonable 
hours, and only pay them the miserable 
pittance of six cents per bag. It was 
stated that there are 10,000 childa-en em- 
ployed in Chicago, and with but very 
few exceptions their lots are harél ones. 
There is already a city ordinance regu- 
lating child labor, but there is no state 
law. The assembly will agitate for a 
state law on the subject of child lz.bor.

}ond son and fourth child of the late 
Emperor Nicholas of Russia, and uncle of 
| the present czar, is dead. 
The late Grand Duke Constantine, who 
* | was g grand arg 11 of the imperial fleet, 
| was born Sept. 21, or, according to the old 
style which 1s still in use in Russia, on 
Sept. 9, 1827. He educated for the 
naval service, and subsequently obtained 
|the rank of post captain in the Russian 
jhavy. In his capacity of admiral,the Grand 
Juke Constantine once arrested his own 
brother, the late Emperor of Russia, who 
| Was on board his ship at the time. For 
this the grand duke himself was placed 
lu nder arrest. In addition to being grand 
jadmiral of Russia, the Grand Duke Con- 
;$tantine was commandantof the Fourth 
| brigade, Infantry of the Guard, colonel of 
the regiment of Hussars of the late Grand 
Duke Michael Paulowitch, a member of 
| the council of military schools, and presi- 
dent of the grand council of the empire. 
| At the death of emperor Nicholas, it was 
feared that the Grand Duke Constantine 
might become the leader of a movement 
|the object of which would be to place the 
old Muscovite party and the Grank Duke 
Constantine in power, therefore the em- 
peror caused the latter to take in his pres- 
ence an oath of fiedelity and obedience to 
| the heirs of the throne, and when Nicholas 
}saw his death approaching he called the 
two princes to his bedside, and before giv- 
jing them his blessing made Constantine 
In the presence of his mother renew the 
oath of fidelity toe his elder brother. A 
| few hours after the emperor’s death Con- 
stantine took the oath of allegiance, add- 
jing that the latter might rely upon him 
| under any circumstances. The duke leaves

We have now received from the Chilean 
government an abstract of the conclusions 
of the fiscal general upon the testimony 
taken by the judge of crimes in an investi- 
gation which was made to extend 
nearly three months. I very much r 
to be compelled to say that this report 
not enable me to modify the conclusions 
announced in my annual message. I am 
stillof the opinion that our lors were 
assaulted, beaten, stabbed anc not 
for anything they, or any one of them, 
had done, but for what the government of 
the United States had done, or was charged 
with having done, by its civil officers and 
naval commanders.

Brief Incident of the Affair. 

The incidents of the affair are briefly as 
follows: On Oct. 16 last, Captain Schley, 
commanding the United States 
Baltimore, gave shore leave to 117 petty 
officers and sailors of his ship. These 
men left the ship about 1:30 p.m. No in-

Adopted. 


NEW PLANS FOR BUILDING. 


Committee on District Lines Appointed— 
Children May Attend the Nearest School 
~The Rules of Order Acted Upon Sepa- 


rately and Some Amendments Made. 


The regular meeting of the School Com- 
mittee was held Tuesday evening at their 
room in Dargin & Merrill’s block.

No Room in City Hall.

Mr. Porter then moved a special com- 
mittee of three be appointed to consider 
the question of the lines of the Adams, 
Willard and John Hancock schools and 
report to the board.

But Arrives at No Definite Conclusion 


Foreign Committees Informally Dis- 
cuss the Matter—Secretary Tracy Com- 


municates with Commander Evans. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—This  govern- 
ment has received a long message from 
Minister Egan, conveying an offer on the 
part of the Chilian government for the 
settlement of all existing difficulties with 
the United States. This dispatch confirms 
the statement made in the Associated 
Press dispatch from Santiago,which wasin 
effect that Chili had agreed to withdraw 
the offensive note sent by Senor Matta; to 
withdraw its recall of Minister Egan and 
to submit the Baltimore affair to the ar- 
bitration of some neutral nation, or to the 
decision of the United States supreme 
court. 


Mr. Egan’s dispatch w. submitted to 
the cabinet at its meeting. The entire 
question was discussed and it is under- 
stood that a difference of opinion was de 
veloped as to the propriety of accepting 
the offer without modification so far as it 
related to the submission of the question 
of Chili's liability for the attack on the 
Baltimore’s sailors to the arbitration of a 
neutral nation or to the decision of the su- 
preme court. Without reaching a decision 
the meeting adjourned. 

The president will doubtless communi- 
cate Mr. Egan’s dispatch to congress but 
will probably not do so for several days 
unless it is called for by the house 

Alarmists Disappointed. 

Those who were predicting war are 
sorely disappointed. The suggestion of the 
Chilian government of a willingness to 
entrust the adjustment of their case tothe 
judicial department of the United States 
is regarded as an unexpected mark of 
confidence in the disposition of the United | 
States to determine the controversy with | 
impartial justice. The further suggestion | 
of an arbitration through neutral powers 
is another good evidence onthe part of | 
Chili that she is in earnest in her desire to 
close up the controversy in a satisfactory 
way. 
The sudden change of the situation will | 
obviate any warlike legislation by the for- | 
eign committeg of congress, and the only | 
thing under the circumstances left for the 
committee to do will be to make a report 
approving the manner in which the nego 
tiations have been conducted. 

The promptness of Chili in withdrawing 
the request for the recall of Minister Egan 
does not meet with the approbation of a 
good many Democrats and some Republi- 
cans who have not entertained a high 
opinion of his antecedents and course. It 
was rather expected that after Chili had | 
complied’with our demands she would | 
hand Minister Egan his passports. The 
fact that she has recalled her objection to 
the presence of Mr. Egan completes the 
acquiescence in all the points claimed by 
the president aud Secretary Blaine.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The secretary 
of the navy hassent acable message to 
Commander Evans of the Yorktown, now 
at Callao, authorizing him to give his 
crew shom leave. This alone shows that 
the vessel will remain at Callao for at 
least two or three days, if that fact were 
not already established by the necessity of 
coaling. It was said at the navy depart- 
ment that it had not been decided whether 
the Yorktown or the Boston, or both, 
should return to Valparaiso. The im- 
pression is general among naval officers, 
however, that the Yorktown will be se- 
lected, and that she will be the only Amer- 
ican vessel sent there for the present.

Proposed Monuments. 

A movement is on foot toward the erec- 
tion of a soldiers’ monument, to be placed 
in Lincoln Park, Mankato, Minn. The 
spot is one of the most picturesque to be 
found, as it ison high ground and in the 
center of the city. It is thought the work 
can be completed within a year.—Minne- 
apolis Tribune. 

The Virginia Legislature has just passed 
resolutions appropriating $32,000 to fur- 
nish a capstone to the private soldiers’ and 
sailors’ monument, now being erected at 
Richmond, Va. The shaft, which is mod- 
elled after the pillar of Pompeii Cicero, is 
to be composed of thirteen blocks of gran- 
ite, one to be contributed by each of the 
states composing the late confederacy. 

Lincoln Park, before the opening of the 
World’s Fair, is to have a monument 
erected to the memory of the great naval 
hero, Admiral David G. Farragut.—Chi- 
cago Globe.

AN ATTACK UPON SOLDIERS

Hy Riotous Strikers in Spain—Mutinous

Rome, Jan. 28.—It is learned that a_few 
days ago Cardinal Serafino Vannutelli had 
a long interview with the pope on the sub- 
ject of a reconciliation between the holy 
see and It aly. The interview was prompted 
by the Emperor of Austria. Austria, it is 
understood, asks of the pope the partici- 
pation of Catholics in the Italian parlia- 
mentary elections and a modification of 
the present favorable attitude of the holy 
see toward France 

Austriaalso wants Italy to-change her 
inimical attitude toward the Vatican toa 
more friendly one, and to end religious 
persecution of the Catholics. Austria de- 
sires to save the triple alliance fron dis- 
dredit in the Catholic world; to prevent 
the Vatican going over to the side of 
France, and to arrest the radical move- 
ment in italy. 

The Italian court and government have 
siznified approval of the plan on the lines 
laid down. King Humbert and his min- 
isters, however, insist that the Catholics 
should first open the way by participation 
At the cardinal’s interview 
with the pope, Leo XIII promised to con- 
sider the arrangement proposed. 

It is known that Austria, supported by 
Germany, will endeavor to bring about 
the election of Cardinal Vannutelli as Leo

DRIVEN TO DESPERATION. 


Starving Pensants in Russia Making the 

Upper Class Decidedly Uncomfortable. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 28.—Advices re- 
ceived here from the government of Vo- 
ronezh show that matters in that part of 
the famine stricken districts are going 
from bad to worse. The peasants have 
become exasperated by their sufferings 
from hunger and sickness, and in a blind, 
unreasoning way they have turned their 
resentment against the doctors, for the 
latter's failure to effect cures. This same 
course was followed during the cholera 
epidemics which ravayed that part of the 
empire, and the doctors, having before 
them the memory of the fate of the medi- 
cal men in the cholera years, have fled in 
terror from the ignorant peasantry.

BAPTIZED IN BLOOD. 


A Reporter's Story of How Dr. Seward 
Webb’s Railroad Is Being Constructed. 

There have been discontent and trou- 
ble among the thousands of Italian la- 
borers employed on Dr. Seward Webb’s 
railroad through the Adirondacks ever 
since its construction was begun. A 
World reporter, riding along fifteen 
miles of the line, discovered some of the 
causes of disturbance. 

When the laborers were first brought 
49 Malone and other points along the 
road they were unemployed for several 
weeks, and found shelter where they 
could. Scores lounged around the pas- 
senger and freight depots in Malone, 
others in sheds and barns about town, 
and still others in the open parks or 
fields. One loaf of bread a day was sup- 
plied them by the contractors, and this 
was their only food. After this had can- 
tinued for some time the Italians be- 
came uneasy and loud mutterings were 
heard against the contractors. Large 
bodies of the laborers even surrounded 
several of the railroad offices and de- 
manded work or money. 

When the men were finally employed 
they were worked until they could not 
stand. Heartless bosses kicked, stoned 
and clubbed the miserable wretches, | 
who were straining every nerve and 
muscle to satisfy the wants of their mas- 
ters for a paltry seventy cents aday. The 
World correspondent visited several of 
the camps south of Malone and saw dur- 
ing one half day over a score of the poor 
Italians knocked down with clubs in the 
hands of the bosses. The latter evidently 
did not know newspaper men were watch- 
ing them, and 
when brought to Malone on warrants, to 
find two reporters ready to swear that 
they worse than the “nigger” 
drivers of slavery days. 

A Malone justice discharged the of- 
fenders and matters grew worse every 
day. One boss was shot, another was 
stabbed with a stiletto and a third mys- 
teriously disappeared. Italians and ne- 
groes were reported missing nearly every 
morning, and yet no effort has been 
made by the authorities here to investi- 
gate the matter. 

Within a few days 100 persons have

in connection with the troubles. 
reporter talked with bosses and men yes- 
terday, and learned that nearly every 
man employed on the line was armed 
and ready to defend himself. One of the 
padrones said: 

“I have brought men upon many 
works, but have failed to find as rough 
a lot of bosses and as discontented a lot 
of men as are now upon Webb's line. It 
has been bloodshed from first to last, 
and yet the outside world knows noth- 
ing about it. The whole trouble now at 
Tupper lake and Wolf pond was caused 
by the killing of a sick Italian by one of 
the bosses. This boss has since depart- 
ed, and it is supposed that he is pluwated 
in the vicinity of Tupper lake.” <An- 
other intelligent padrone said: 

“Tam certain that fo. all the trouble 
that has been caused and the consequent 
bloodshed and occasional deaths that 
have occurred the contractors can be 
blamed. One of the ex-bosses said to 
me to day, ‘If we did not club the men 
and make them work like slaves we 
should lose our places.’ This kiud of 
treatment, coupled with the fact that the 
men have been forced to wait whole 
months for their pay, is undoubtedly the 
cause of the whole trouble. Dr. Seward 
Webb's road is baptized in the blood and 
sweat of miserable men.”—Malone (N. 
Y.) Cor. New York World. 


Gompers on the Boycott. 

The report of President Gompers. 
made to the American Federation of 
Labor at Birmingham, contained the 
following on the subject of boycotts: 

Every local organization seems to take 
upon itself the right to levy boycotts 
and spread them before the entire coun- 
try. It seems to me that before people 
should be asked to taboo a product of 
any firm, opportunity should be given 
for investigation, and no boycott recog- 
nized unless approved by the conven- 
tions, or the executive council in the 
interim of the conventions of this Fed- 
eration. The boycott is avery powerful 
weapon in the hands of the wage work- 
ers, but if put on a firm unfairly, pro- 
miscuously or without investigation itis 
likely to react upon us and destroy the 
usefulness of that method to obtain our 
rights.

The changes of temperature 
are very hurtful tothe tone of any in- 
strument, and especially the gathering 
of dampness, which not only interferes 
with the tone and quality of the strings 
and reeds, but is very likely seriously to 
affect the works. Pianos in particular 
should be kept in as even a temperature 
as possible, since they are much affected 
by alternations of heat and cold, dryness 
and moisture; if thus exposed they re- 
quire very frequent tuning, and are not 
satisfactory in action or tone. Care is 
also equally desirable in regard to other 
stringed instruments—the violin family, 
banjos, guitars and like. In all of these 
the strings are much affected by expo- 
sure to dampness and great changes of 
temperature. All fine instruments should 
be habitually kept in cases lined with 
baize or flannel.—Good Hausekeeping.

STAY OF EXECUTION 


Ordered by the Supreme Court in the 
Graves Case, 


HE MAY GET A NEW TRIAL, 


But it Will te a Long Time Before the 
Points at Issue are Settled—The Doctor 


is Much Pleased, and Expresses His 


Confidence of Final Vindication. 


DENVER, Jan. 30.—Dr. Graves has been 
wrested from the shadow of the gallows 
by the supreme court. That tribunal has 
granted him a writ of error and a superse- 
deas, The order of the court was a formai 
one, but stipulated that the doctor should 
not be admitted to bail or released ffrom 
custody. 

Dr. Graves was to have been hanged 
next Tuesday. Now the supreme court 
will fix the day upon which the execution 
shall take place if they do not grant a new 
trial. It may be six months before he 
learns whether he will be given another 
opportunity to prove his innocence or will 
have to face death. 

Points Raised by the Defense. 

The writ presented by Mr. Graves’ law- 
yers took exception to Judge Rising’s in- 
struction to the jury in the lower court, 
claiming that the judge erred in instruct- 
ing the jury that they should bring in a 
verdict of guilty if they had reasonable 
basis for thinking that the doctor had sent 
the poisoned bottle to Mrs. Barnaby; that 
it was not necessary for every link in the 
circumstantial evidence to be perfect in 
order to bring a conviction. They aiso 
took exception to the testimony of several 
witnesses who, the defense allege, were 
allowed to go out of their way to testify 
against the doctor. 

Cause for Rejoicing. 

CANON City, Colo., Jan. 30.—The news 
ofthe granting of the supersedeas and 
writ of error was telegraphed to Warden 
Smith. He immediately went to the exe- 
cution house, read the message to Dr, 
Graves, and then handed it to him. 

The doctor brightened up and said: 

“T expected it; I expected it.” 

“Now, doctor,” said the warden, “I will 
remove you from the execution house. I 
do not want you to sufferaay more than 
is absolutely necessary. Tomorrow, after 
I receive the official document from the 
supreme court, I will transfer you to one 
of the ordinary convict cells in the main 
prison building, where there is plenty of 
light. Then you may pace the corridors 
in company with a guard, and exercise to 
your heart’s content.” 

The doctor 
gratefully. Heconversed cheerfully with 
Dr. Dawson, the prison physician, and 
Chaplain Hall, who remained with him a 
long time. In his conversation he ex- 
pressed the opinion freely that he would 
be acquitted on a new trial, if one is 
granted. 

When the news spread throughout the 
town, crowds of people walked to the peni- 
tentiary and passed and repassed it, glane- 
ing in the doorway and through the steel- 
barred windows, in an endeavor to catch a 
glimpse of Dr. Graves. 

The decision is generally approved here. 


BUSINESS IS INCREASING 


But Lower Prices Seem to Rule Markets 
Throughout the Country. 


New YorRK.Jan. 30.—R. G. Dun & Co,’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: It is un- 
deniable that there exists a considerable 
feeling of disappointment. More business, 
but at lower prices, seems to be the rule. 
That the value of tradeis gradually in- 
creasing, even in branches which have 
been dullest, there seems to be no doubt. 
Butin an unusual number of cases in- 
creased sales appear to be the result of 
some yielding in prices, so that the aver- 
age decline in prices of all commodities 
during the past week has been more than 
half of 1 per cent. Money continues in 
abundant supply, the movement of 
products continue large,and extraordinary 
exports in December, amounting toalmost 
126,000,000, against not quite $99,000,000 
last year, attract especial attention. The 
foreign trade of the country in 1891 was 
greater in exports and alsoin imports than 
that of any previous year. 


LYNN’S BRIBER ARRESTED. 


Instead of Getting an Office Dr. Andrews 
is Taken Into Custody. 


LYNN, Mass, Jan. 30.—Dr. J. B. Andrews 
wus arrested here, charged with attempt- 
ing bribery in violation of chapter 205, 
section 9, of the public statutes. Dr. An- 
drews, anxious to secure the office of city 
physician, addressed a letter to Alderman 
Houston, offering to pay him $200 if he 
would work to secure the doctor’s election, 
which the alderman made public Tuesday, 
Andrews denied any wrong intent, and ex- 
cused his action by the claim that he 
understood it was customary. Dr. An- 
drews has practised in Lynn six years, 
coming here from Springfield, Me. 

The warrant for Dr. Andrews’ arrest was 
issued at the instance of City Marshal 
Wells. Alderman Houston is city editor 
of The Item, and with Managing Editor 
Parker and W. L. Ramsdell of the repor- 
torial staff, has been summoned to appear 
against Dr. Andrews.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


“Copeland Neighborhood" Wants to Join 
Brockton—Orders Adopted. 
Boston, Jan. 30.—There was quite a 
Spirited debate in the senate on the house 
bill making an appropriation of $30,000 to 
the Soldiers’ home. It was finally ordered 
| to a third reading. 

Mayor Matthews of Boston petitioned 
the legislature for legislation to suppress 
the lottery evil. 

The committee on towns gave a hearing 
on the question of annexing the “Cope- 
land neighborhood” of West Bridgewater 
to the city of Brockton. The whole town 
of West Bridgewater contains 10,311 acres 
and the part kuown as the Copeland 
neighborhood in the northern section, 760 
acres. Of the 1900 inhabitants of the 
town 233 arein the portion tobe set off, 
and of the 388 votes, 46 are in the Cope- 
land limits. 

In the senate: Orders were adopted rela 
tive to repealing the act of 1891, imposing 
ataxon collateral legacies and succes- 
sions; to create a »enalty for the making 
by brokers and money loaners of loans at 
a greater rate of interest than 18 per cent. 
per annum, and also to change the period 
of time for which said rates may be col- 
lected when the debt is paid before the ex- 
piration of the period; also to reduce or 
entirely eliminate the provision making 
an allowance for the expense incurred in 
making the law; relative to increasing the 
salaries of the justices of the superior 
| court to $1500 each. 

In the house: Orders were adopted as to 
requiring members of school committees 
and boards to be legal voters; placing po- 
lice powers for the enforcement of all laws 
against gambling in Boston in the execu- 
| tive of said city; limiting the hours of la- 
bor for the railroad employes, and requir- 
ing extra compensation for extra work; 
the manufacture and sale of articles con 
taining arsenic; requiring the assessmen+ 
and collection of taxes by a state board; 
giving to the supreme judicial court, sit- 
| ting as afull court, additional jurisdic- 

tion; that the amount exempt from at- 
tachment or trustee process for neces- 
saries shall be $15 instead of $10, as at 
present; dispensing with an extended rec- 
ord of cases in the supreme judicial and 
superior courts; the suppression of gam- 
bling, pool rooms and poliey shops. 


SARCASTIC ENGLISHMEN, 


The London Saturday Review Has Its 
Say on the Chilian Settlement. 


LonDoN, Jan. 30.—The Saturday Review, 
in an editorial apparently inspired by a 
friend of Lord Sackville-West, says that 
the conduct of the United States in the 
Chilian matter is only another version of 
the Sackville-West incident. It says: 

In characterizing it as cheap and wanting im 
dignity we recognize that such charges have 
point and would be felt if made against states- 
men or gentlemen; but we are not aware that 

| the machine politicians of the United States 
‘areeither. They have acted toward Chilias 
they have repeatedly acted toward us when 
they knew that bounce and bluster were with- 
out danger. It must console Chile to huow 
that the dime mvsveuwm heroism of President 
Harrison has since been made to look utterly 
ridiculous. 

We, who have often suffered from having 
to endure this same underbred swagger, cer- 
tainly learn with unalloyed amusement that

the United States of its feeling of regret 
over the assault upon the sailors of the 
| Baltimore in Valparaiso. The replies as 
to the Matta note of Dec. lLand the re- 
quest for the recall cf Minister Egan, the 
| latter will be directed to say, are entirely 
satisfactory. Such being the case the 

United States will leave the matter of 
| reparation to the sufferers by the assault 
to Chili to initiate according to her sense 
of justice and right. And with a salute of 
the United States flag the 

Incident Will Be Considered Closed 
by this government. Until Chili makes 
some offer of reparation, of course there 
will be nothing to arbitrate, as no points 
of difference exist.

A report is current that Senor Montt 
has intimated his intention of leaving 
Washington, but it cannot be confirmed. 
Inquiries at the residence s of Secretary 
Blaine and Senor Montt were met with the 
statement that there was nothing to say. 
It is believed that if the Chilian minister 
has not already given notice of this inten- 
| tion that he soon will do so. 

In diplomatic circles the opinion is heAd 
that after the receipt of such a letter as 
that addressed by the secretary of state to 

| 


the senor latter could hardly remain 
persona grnta, and being aware of that 
fact, he would naturally sever relations 


with the country. It would not be neces- 
sary for Senor Montt to wait for aletter 
of recall from his government; probably 
the government of Chili might not want 
to proceed to that extreme. He could 
quietly take his departure. In some well 
informed circles this action by the Chilian 
representative is looked for in the near 
future 
The Question of Indemnity. 

The next question tu up the 
progress of the affair with Chili is that of 
indemnity to the sufferers by the assault 
upon the Baltimore’s sailors at Valpa- 
wraiso. In this instance, Chili having indi 
cated her intention of offering reparation, 
nothing will be done until that offer is 
made. In ordinary cases of claims against 
foreign governments the claimant files his 
petition with the secretary of state, that 
is, if this government will take up and 
press the matter. First, the claimis ex- 
amined by the law officer of the depart- 
ment to determine as toits justice, and 
next, to the amount of the claim. 

The government will not present or press 
aclaim which it is not convinced is just, 
both as toamount and merit. Inthe in- 
ternational negotiations that are held over 
these claims, the original claimants lose 
their individuality; they become the 
claims of the government, and the govern- 
ment, if it recovers any money from an- 
other power on the basis of these claims, 
cannot be compelled by legal progre:ss 
to deliver the money to the original claim- 
ant. The transaction is entirely between 
the governments concerned. But the 
usual practice, of course,is to pay the 
money thus obtained to the claimant. 

Asto the Amount to Be Paid

Lost in an Abandoned Mine. 

An old gold mine near Georgetown, 
Cal., long since deserted by its owners, 
is still visited by miners who take out 
an occasional grub stake. 

Henry Fraser, an old Georgetown 
miner, went into the mine ten days ago 
to work a claim about a mile under- 
ground.

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PRESENT STATE OF THE NAVY. 


War Preparations Cost Millions, but 
Nothing Has Been Lost Thereby. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Now that the 
Chilian controversy is near a settlement, 
the question is asked as to the cost of all 
the warlike preparations. Until the re- 
ports are received from the disbursing offi- 
cers, there is no method of reaching an es- 
timate. It will run into the millions, 
however. 

The secretary of the navy, in alluding 
to this subject, remarked that he was sur- 
prised himself at the enormous amount of 
work which has been performedin such an 
incredibly short time. “But,” said he, “it 
has practically demonstrated what a great 
and peaceful government like ours can 
accomplish when ail of its energies and 
powers are brought into action.” He ad- 
mitted that he had no idea of the strength 
and efficiency of the naval arm of the goy- 
ernment until he had seen it applied. The 
theory that the military arm of the gov- 
ernment could be speedily brought into 
the field, and large armies mobilized in a 
short period of time was conceded, and 
therefore a large, permanent military es-
